Some park officials getting a free ride 


A Herald itaff report 


Think of yourself as a park district 


commissioner with a family of four. 
And you, like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply the taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities. But if 
you an a park commissioner in some 
Northwest suburban districts you 
don't have to pay at all. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek, Arlington Heights, Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plaines and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or golf. 


IN PROSPECT HEIGHTS, .park 


commissioners get use of park facil- 
ities at no cost for life. The commis- 
sioners also receive free passes to 
athletic events in High School Dist. 
214 as part of a benefit exchange with 
the school district. 


Administrators of the high school 


district are allowed to use facilities of 
the Gary Morava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a l l courts, gymnasium and 
whirlpool. 


"Certainly they could add up to a 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk said. "But I don't believe 
anyone Is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 


Krautstrunk said there are seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities. The 
business manager of High School Dist. 
23 also gets a pass for free program 
enrollment, 


IN THE SALT CREEK Rural Park 


District, three members of the park 
board regularly play free tennis at the 
Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, saving 
upwards of $300 a year. The tennis 
court is booked through the park dis- 


trict, usually each Thursday night, a 
spokesman for the tennis club said. 


Though the Salt Creek district has 


no policy toward freebies for commis- 
sioners and their families, program 
directors said the children of some 
fiave received free 
programming 


from the park district. The director 
noted that extra fees for trips and 
special projects have always been 
paid for by the commissioners. 


Commissioners 
on the Palatine 


Park Board receive free golf passes, 
worth $120 each. Park director Fred 
Hall said the passes are seldom used. 


He said they are distributed as an at- 
tempt to get the commissioners to see 
the conditions and operation of the 
course. 


PALATINE PARK BOARD mem- 


bers and their families also receive 
passes for free swimming at the park 
district's pools. The average cost for 
family swim passes is about $25, Hall 
said. 


In the Des Plaines Park District, 


commissioners and their families may 
register free for all programs which 
are not handled on a contractual

No new taxes in state budget

SPRINGFIEU1 -- Gov. James R. 


Thompson Wednesday proposed a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state aid 
to education, expansion and improve- 
ments in prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients. 


Thompson presented the budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber. ' 


THE Sio.047 BILLION budget pro- 


poses spending a record $8.971 billion 
of requested appropriations. The rest 
is earmarked for long-term projects 


Prisons gtr a big chunk of tho 
budget. For the story and Part 3 in

that cannot be completed or paid 
within one year. 


In his first State of the State ad- 


dress, Thompson told the .legislators it 
is impossible this year to reverse the 
deficit spending trend of the past sev- 
eral years. 


"It is possible, however, to reverse 


the practice of spending more than is 


taken in. This must be done ... Fiscal 
year 1978 is the year in which Illinois 
must get its fiscal house back in or- 
der," Thompson said. 


BUDGET ITEMS expected to draw 


the most attention from legislators 
and special interest groups are: 


• A proposed general funds in- 


- crease of $75 million for elementary 
and secondary education and nearly 
$50 million for higher education. 
Thompson • had announced those fig- 
ures earlier and faces attempts by 
educators to increase those figures 
when his budget gets to the legisla- 
ture. 
. • A hike of about $21 million for the 
Dept. of Corrections, which Thompson 


is in a state of "crisis" because 


of rapidly increasing inmate popu- 
lation and poor conditions.. 


• An increase of $106 • million for 


welfare, most of which will be used to 
meet 
increased 
medical 
services 


costs. The budget includes no increase 
in welfare grants. 


Little additional money is included 


in the budget for other agencies. 


Among items not included is fund- 


ing for pay raises granted by the Of- 
fice of Collective Bargaining. Thomp- 
son said such hikes will have to be 
paid by reductions elsewhere in the 
agency granting them or by cutting 
the number of employes on the pay- 
roll.

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance ^pay- 
ments. 
' 


The trial of Loughnane, former Ar- 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday. 


"We think the evidence will show 


that Michael Loughnane (while in the 
boat with his father) felt a sharp blow 
to'the back of his head," State's Atty. 
John Mannion told the jury, "and felt 
his father poll his hands from the 
wheel, drag him to the back of the 
•boat aijd try to push him in the lake. • 


"Michael resisted and tried to hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
hands from it and pushed him over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as. his 
father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are-you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 
continued screaming." 


AN HOUR LATER, George Wol- 


tman, one of Michael's rescuers, told 
jurors, one of his passengers spotted 
Michael and the crew pulled the shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water. 


"One 
of.my passengers said she 


saw a body floating in the water about 
25 yards' away," the Bensenville man 
Said. "I .told her it prooably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an arm 
and heard a voice say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please God 


help me, I can't swim any more.' " 


Minutes later, Woltman said, he no- 


ticed two helicopters and three boats 
searching the area near where Mi- 
chael was found and started his sail- 
boat in their direction. 
, When he reached one of the police 
boats he told the police on board "not 
to leave them (Loughnane and Mi- 
chael) alone because Mr. Loughnane 
tried to kill his son."

Legislators 
want hike 
in expenses

SPRINGFIELD 
— 
While Gov. 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, Illinois 
legislators have proposed increasing 
their own expense allowances by 
more than $2.5 million. 


The expense increase package would 


raise expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mile. The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be hiked from $12,000 
to $17,000 per year. 


Some legislators contend the in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances. 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2,000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee agenda 
for a 
second 


straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases. 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by the Legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses. 


While legislative leaders 
backed 


those measures, they are staying 
away from Miller's bill. 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said. He noted that while 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said. 


While Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that his measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today. He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State Rep. Thadius 
Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate he 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the full house to vote down an 
effort to bring the bill up for a hear- 
ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure .while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee. 


Whether Miller ever will get his bin

KENNETT, Mo. (UPI) — An Ari- 


zona fugitive Wednesday released un- 
harmed a nude woman held hostage 
for nearly 12 hours, then shot and 
killed himself a* police fired tear gas 
into his motel room. 


"It's very hard to believe I'm safe 


because I was prepared to die," said 
the hostage, Patricia Cady. 


Authorities said Mrs. Cady, 32, a 


nurse and mother of two, was ab- 
ducted last week from a hospital 
parking lot by John David Bates, 23, 


an Arizona State Penitentiary es- 
capee. 


BATES, ARMED WITH two .38-cali- 


ber revolvers and a .12-gauge sawed- 
off shotgun, kept nearly thrae dozen 
officers at bay throughout the nigbt 
before releasing Mrs. Cady. The siege 
ended a half hour later when Bates 
fired a bullet into his head. 


Bates, serving a term of six years 


to life for assault with a deadly weap- 
on, escaped last Thursday with the 
help of his wife, Charlotte, 27.

Doctors do not understand how Reye's Syndrome develops 
and there is no cure. The mysterious disease seems to be related 
to viral infections such as Influenza B and chicken pox.

An infor- 
mant tipped officers who surrounded 
the motel late Tuesday.

After Mrs. Cady's release at 3:15 


a.m., officers fired tear gas into the 
room. When Bates refused to come 
out, officers fired anther canister. 
Then, they heard a shot from inside 
the room and found Bates dead on.the 
floor.

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Countdown to budget bickering begins

A newt analysis 


SPRINGFIELD - It should not 


take too,long before Gov. James R. 
Thompson discovers just how many 
persons he has aggravated, maybe 
even outraged, with his $10 billion 
budget for fiscal 1978. 


Although the governor has been at- 


tempting to diffuse possible shock 
over the austere spending plan for 
nearly a month, it appears he will 
have a fight on his bands to gain ap- 
proval in the legislature. 


Thompson has his fingers crossed 


that the Illinois General Assembly 
will share his views on the fiscal situ- 
ation and agree to hold down spend- 
ing, shift the focus of some programs, 
and reorder the priorities in other 
agencies. 


THE FISCAL 1078 budget proposed 


the smallest spending increase in the 
past decade. It blends the call for re- 
straint with a request to other public 
officials that they reexamlne current 
programs, 


Thompson insists he will fight hard 


to get his budget approved because he 
realizes it is a political fact of life 
that it is easier to blame the governor 
than the 236 collectively anonymous 
legislators for problems with the state 
services. At the outset, major fights 
in the legislature seem likely to occur 
over: 


• New revenue. Some observers, 


especially Democrats, argue Thomp- 
son was over-dramatic and too con- 
servative in his estimates of new rev- 
enue. 


• Pay hikes. No cost of living in- 


crease is planned for the state's 


3-cent increase 
in gasoline tax 
to be introduced 


SPRINGFIELD - At least one 


member of the Illinois Senate is not 
waiting for long-term studies on the 
need to increase, state revenue and 
will Introduce a bill to raise the gaso- 
line tax by 3 cents next week. 


State Sen. Stanley B. Weaver, 


R-Urbana, will present the legislation, 
which could add as much as $150 mil- 
lion to the state road fund, when the 
Illinois General Assembly reconvenes 
next week. 


Weaver said he has conferred with 


Gov. James R. Thompson about the 
gas tax increase but got no com- 
mitment for support. In his budget 
message, Thompson suggested an in- 
crease in the gas tax might be needed 
to fund a road improvement and re- 
pair program that would cost more 
than the $500 million he has set aside 
for the coming fiscal year. 


Senate minority leader David C. 


Shapiro, R-Amboy, said he was una- 
ware that Weaver, a member of his 
Republican leadership team, was 
drafting a bill. 


While Weaver wants to earmark all 


the revenue from the tax to go for 
bridge repair, Shapiro said such a 
limited plan might be impossible to 
get through the legislature. 


"1 think It will be difficult to pass 


any kind of tax increase this year, but 
if a gas tax hike is proposed, it will 
probably have to be for all phases of 
bridge and road repair and construc- 
tion," Shapiro said.

Symbolically, Thompson and his 


staff are emphasizing that the nor- 
mally separate state of the state and 
budget messages were linked Wednes- 
day. 


"THE STATE of the state is the 


budget," one aide said. 


Thompson went before the joint ses- 


sion of the legislature quoting poetry 
and urging restraint. He also outlined 
suggestions that the state review its 
'policy on programs where spending 
by local government is mandated but 
where the state provides no revenue. 
In his budget briefing for reporters, 
the governor promised to take the 
"ghost-payrollers" who have been 
hidden on other departmental payrolls 
and add them to his own staff. 


He is willing to admit there have 


been spending deficits and that a 
massive government 
reorganization 


might not be practical now. The defi- 
cit question existed under the Walter 
administration but never was recog- 
nized formally by Thompson's pre- 
decessor. 


"On the social services front, I be- 


lieve that mission reform is more im- 
portant than structural change. It will 
do us little good — in fact, it will do 
us harm — jto wrap inefficiency, 
waste and failure in a shiny new 
package," Thompson said. 


He defines mission reform as the 


shifting of state effort away from in- 
stitutionalizing persons in social ser- 
vice programs to in-home services. 
He has left no doubt that if the union- 
ized employes force a cost of living 
raise in their contract negotiations 
with various state departments, de- 
partment directors will have to ab- 
sorb the cost and not look to the gov- 
ernor for help. 


WHILE THE BUDGET is Thomp- 


son's handiwork, much of the docu- 
ment's framework was laid by the 
Walker administration. Besides the 
deficit spending, the need to give the 
budget's largest percentage increase 
in new spending to the prison system 
stems from the neglect of a bur- 
geoning prison population and a get- 
tough attitude in the courts. 


While recent budgets have been giv- 


en to gimmickry — once there was a 
$6 billion building plan and another 
time a tax collection speed-up scheme 
— Thompson seems to reject the idea 
of book-juggling, preferring to use 
hope and determination to realize ap- 
proval of his budget. 


His hope is that there are signals 


that more money will be available for 
raises and new programs in fiscal 
1979 if spending plans are heeded this 
year. 


Thompson is determined to pursue 


aggressively every 
federal 
dollar 


available, including a possible com- 
promise on his earlier opposition to 
the Crosstown expressway, in an ef- 
fort to find more money. 


His goals are tempered with hope 


and determination that a legislature 
dominated by members of the oppos- 
ing party will not make him a fall-guy 
for either drastic cuts in state ser- 
vices or raising taxes.

mine in Tower City, Pa. has been found alive, a company official 
said Wednesday night. "We have made definite voice contact with 
one of the men," said I^eon Richter, vice president of the North- 
eastern Pennsylvania Coal Co., owners of the mine. Jack Tisdale, 
of the Mine Enforcement Safety Administration, said rescue work- 
era talked to Ronald Adley, 37, of Tower City. He said he did not 
know what physical condition Adley was in Richter said there was 
no indication whether any of the other missing miners were still 
alive Two men are known dead. 


Rescue workers made contact with Adley by drilling a 60-foot 


communications hole through a coal seam into a section of the 
mine in which the men were believed to be working when a wall of 
water roared through the mine Tuesday. Adley's wife and family 
left the mine site immediately after officials told them that they 
had talked to Adley. They were "overjoyed." 


Walter Vicinelly, state commissioner of deep mine safety, said 


they planned to expand the hole and get a blanket to him. Later 
they will drill a series of six-inch holes through coal veins and then 
use picks to dig through about 50 feet of coal to where Adley is 
located.

The Securities and Exchange Commission is investigating 


Boeing Co. for alleged payoffs to officials in the governments of 
Canada, Portugal, Egypt and Venezuela and 48 international air- 
lines, court records showed Wednesday.

A Boeing spokesman in 
Seattle said, "An inquiry such as the current SEC investigation is 
likely to prompt unwarranted speculation about the involvement of 
anyone named in connection with it, No inferences are warranted 
in the case of these purchase agreements." The spokesman, Pete 
Bush, also said Boeing has supplied all information requested by 
SEC and will continue to do so in the interest of an early con- 
clusion of the investigation.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Su- 


preme Court, in an action which could 
affect more than a half-million Ameri- 
can men, ruled 5 to 4 Wednesday that 
making it harder for widowers and 
husbands to collect Social Security 
benefits is unfair sex discrimination. 


Under the law, a man applying for 


such benefits through his wife's earn- 
ings must show that he is or was re- 
ceiving at least half his support from 
her. A woman in a like situation gets 
the benefits anyway. 


Justice William Brennan and three 


colleagues looked on this system as 
a n unconstitutional 
discrimination 


against women who have been re- 
quired to pay Social Security taxes. 


JUSTICE JOHN Paul Stevens also 


found the system a denial of "equal 


protection of the laws" under the 
Constitution, but saw it as dis- 
crimination against men rather than 
against women wage earners. 


Stevens said Congress in passing 


the law acted out of "habit" and 
"automatic reflex." And the opinion 
by Brennan said the system merely 
perpetuated "old notions" about the 
relative dependency of men and wom- 
en. 


The dissenters were Chief Justice 


Warren Burger and Justices William 
Rehnquist, Potter Stewart and Harry 
Blackrnun. 


Officials of the Dept. of Health, 


Education and Welfare said the ruling 
could extend such benefits to at least 
220,000 widowers and about 299,000 
husbands this year at an over-all ad- 
ditional cost of $447 million by June.

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Parents blame 
each other in 
murder of tot 


ATHENS, Term. (UPD - Ronald 


and Wanda Maddux each told a jury 
Wednesday that the other was "taking 
pills" and torturing 4-year-old Melisha 
Morganna Gibson the day before she 
died. 


Melisha, Mrs. Maddux' daughter, 


died after she was beaten, marched 
through the house for hours and fed 
hot sauce when she begged for wa'.er. 


Mrs Maddux told a Criminal Court 


jury her husband was jealous because 
another man fathered Melisha. She 
recited a sordid tale of brutality from 
the day she met Maddux. 


Maddux said his wife took "energy 


pills" that made her irritable, then 
beat Melisha with a ruler and a fly- 
swatter. 


BOTH MADDUX and his wife testi- 


fied in their own defense sifter the 
state rested its case against them on 
second-degree murder charges. 


Melisha was found dead of shock 


and exposure on a wet mattress at the 
Maddux' home at nearby Cleveland 
Oct 13. 


Prosecutors maintain Maddux ac- 


tually tortured the child, but claim 
Mrs. Maddux is equally guilty be- 
cause she did nothing to stop it, 


Mrs. Maddux testified Melisha's fa- 


ther currently is serving a 10-year 
prison sentence for armed robbery. 


She said she had one son by Mad- 


dux before they were married, had 
Melisha by another man when she 
and Maddux were separated, and only 
agreed to marry Maddux three years 
ago when he told her that was the 
only way they could get the children 
back from welfare agencies. 


Maddux was taking pills and acting 


"plumb wild" on the day before Me- 
lisha's death. Mrs. Maddux said. "At 
supper he took the stick he was using 
to beat Melisha and sat it on the table 
like he was a big king or something," 
she said. 


MHS. MADDUX said her husband 


beat the child, forced her to walk, and 
fed her hot sauce. She said the torture 
began on the morning of Tuesday, 
Oct. 12, and continued into the night. 


Mrs. 
Maddux said 
the torture 


abated somewhat after dinner, and 
Melisha went to bed. "I kissed her 
goodnight. She was snoring." 


Mrs. Maddux said she was awsk- 


ened the next morning by children yel- 
ling for the school bus and sent Mad- 
dux to awaken Melisha. 


"I heard him hollering, 'Missy, Mis- 


sy,' " she said. "Then he hollered, 'I 
can't get her awake.' Something came 
over me I knew what she had been 
through the night before." 


Maddux, who testified before his 


wife, said she had a drug problem. He 
denied beating the child and insisted 
his wife did it.

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Dist. 21 teachers study selves with students in mind 


by DIANE GRANAT 


At the age of 6, life's decisions are 


not too weighty. To play outside or 
watch television after school are 
among the few choices which are not 
already dictated by parents. 


From these small beginnings, how- 


ever, children, learn how to make the 
larger decisions they will face when 
they grow up. In Wheeling Township 
Dist. 21, learning about values and 
decision-making is a subject in school 
— for teachers as well as students. 


In the past four weeks about 70 


teachers and administrators have par- 
ticipated In a special course called 
"Education for Responsibility." The 
course is part of "Project Impact," a 
training program funded by the Lilly 
Endowment Inc., Indianapolis, Ind. 


DIST. 21 IS ONE of five model 


school districts in the country and the 
only district in Illinois to take part in 
the project. 


The ill-service course helps teachers 


clarify their own values and beliefs 
and also examines social- values. The 
teachers are learning how to improve 
decision-making for themselves and 
their students, and how to help stu- 
dents understand what they believe 
in. 


"Responsible decision-making is a 


decision in which a person acts in a 
much more moral way," said Frank 


Murphy, course Instructor. "In the de- 
cision a person's self-esteem is re- 
spected and he considers the rights of 
others. He bases it not on whim, but 
on an objective approach to life." 


A situation the teachers might ex- 


amine, for example, could involve a 
student who enjoys working with cars 
and wants to take an auto mechanics 
class. However, the student knows he 
or she may need another year of for» 
eign language to go to college. From 
the responsibility education course the 
teachers would learn how to help this 
student make the best decision. 


ONE INCIDENT the teachers stud- 


ied involved a Chicago secretary who 
refused to make coffee for her boss. 
The teachers looked at what her pos- 
sible choices were and why she had 
those options, Murphy said.' 


The course focuses on teachers "be- 


cause the teachers can't help students 
unless they help themselves," Murphy 
said. 


But after they complete their train- 


ing in March, responsibility education 
will become a part of the curriculum 
in most Dist. 21 schools. 


June Hamer, ,a first-grade teacher 


at Riley School, 1209 Burr Oak Dr., Ar- 
lington Heights, said she hopes the 
course will teach her more strategies 
to help children learn what their val- 
ues are.

ing with their school PTA on a tele- 
vision violence survey as a project for 
Murphy's class. 


"OUR 
PROJECT IS to identify the 


program and use the techniques we 
learned in class to decide how we're 
going to solve it," Mrs. Kuznicki said. 


Barbara Allen, a teacher at Haw- 


thorne School, 200 Glendale Ave., 
Wheeling, said she hopes to use, the 
training to help students in her class 
with poor self-concepts. 


Mrs. Allen said'she has used values 


lessons in her class in the past. One 
lesson, she said, involved a situation 
in which a group of people were 
trapped in a cave and only a certain 
number could be saved. 


In this situation the children had to 


explain why they should be the ones 
to get out of the cave and the other 
students voted on which 10 people 
should be saved, Mrs. Allen said. 


Murphy said the course also at- 


tempts to show teachers how to help 
their students become involved in the 
community and "to put their values 
into practice."

Schools now teaching fourth IT 


Throughout the history of American 


education citizens have expected pub- 
lic school teachers to instill in their 
students the values of the community. 
But teachers never were given the 
tools or the training to do this, says 
the Illinois Office o Education. 


Now, 
under the title of "responsi- 


bility education," the IOE is trying to 
show teachers how to educate their 
students about social values and how 
to be responsible citizens. 


Two Northwest suburban school dis- 


tricts, Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 
and High School Dist. 207, are plan- 
ning to participate in the state's pro- 
gram and have each designated a 
school to take part in a statewide Re- 
sponsibility Education Network. 


THE WHEELING Township Dist. 21 


in-service training course "Education 
for Responsibility" is separate from 
the IDE's program, but Supt. Kenneth 
Gill said the two programs use sim- 
ilar concepts. 


"Responsibility 
education means 


that every teacher tries to develop in 
his students a sense of responsibility 
for themselves, their fellow citizens, 
and their natural environment as well 
as the skills and knowledge necessary 
to act in a responsible, way," accord- 
ing to a report from the state educa- 
tion office. 


The "fourth R," which resembles 


civics education of a generation ago, 
attempts to develop within youngsters 


an understanding of law and author- 
ity, concern for nature and the envi- 
ronment, good health and safety prac- 
tices and an understanding of our eco- 
nomic system. 


Added modern-day goals of respon- 


sibility education are the development 
in young people of creative thinking, 
effective communication and market- 
able career skills and teaching young- 
sters how to adjust to a changing 
world. 


TO PROMOTE THE responsibility 


education concept, the Illinois Board 
of Education plans to ask the Illinois. 
General Assembly to allocate $1 mil- 
lion in 1977-78 to create curriculum 
models, teaching materials and in-ser- 
vice training programs in Illinois 
schools. 


The state education office, plans to 


set up responsibility education centers 
in 200 schools throughout the state to 
begin programs. 


Prospect High School, 801 W. Ken- 


sington Rd., Mount Prospect, original- 
ly was designated as a member of the 
Responsibility Education Network. 


But last month the High School 


Dist. 214 Board of Education decided 
to withdraw from the program until 
the proposed unit district combining 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 and part 
of Dist. 214 is settled, said Edward 
Spacapan, principal of Prospect High 
School. 


DIST. 207 HAS designated Maine 


South High School, 1111 S. Dee Rd., 
Park Ridge, as a member of the net- 
work, said Michael Myers, assistant 
superintendent for instruction. 


Myers said the responsibility educa- 


tion program is being promoted by 
State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin "to 
create a positive image of the "IOE" 
and at this time the state office is 
"just grappling around looking for 
ideas" for the program. 


At Maine South, however, the use of 


a simulation approach to teach deci- 
sion-making is one responsibility edu- 
cation project 
already 
occurring, 


Myers said. Dist. 207 also may use 
responsibility education as the theme 
of its teacher in-service training next 
year, he said. 


Schaumburg School. 520 E. Schaum- 


burg Rd., Schaumburg, will represent 
Dist. 54 in the responsibility education 
network, said Principal Len Sirotzki. 


SIROTZKI STRESSED that "it's not 


a subject. We do not have responsi- 
bility education at 10:05 on Thurs- 
day." Instead, it is 
a concept in- 


corporated in other programs teach- 
ing children to be responsible to them- 
selves, their family, their school and 
community, he said. 


S e c o n d-a n d sixth-graders 
at 


Schaumburg recently completed a 
two-day field trip in which "the 
younger kids and older kids had to be 
responsible to each other," Sirotzki 
said.

Hundreds hear Manson author 


VINCENT BUGLIOSI, chief prosecutor of convicted killer Charles Man- 
son, told crowds of students at Harper College Wednesday night that 
Manson was "a very sophisticated little con man."

Vincent Bugliosi is finding a good 


murder story is a great drawing card 
— especially when the murder is 
among the most bizarre in the history 
of American crime. 


Bugliosi packed them in Wednesday 


night at the Harper College student 
lounge in Palatine and retold the sto- 
ry of his role in placing Charles Man- 
son and four other defendants behind 
bars in 1970 for their roles in the leg- 
endary Tate-LaBianca murders. 


As a Los Angeles County deputy dis- 


trict attorney, Bugliosi obtained in- 
dictments against Manson and four of 
his followers on 23 counts of first-de- 
gree murder and four counts of con- 
spiracy to commit murder. 


"The main reason for the interest in 


this case is not because of the brutal- 
ity," he told the crowd of several hun- 
dred persons. "The principal reason is 
that it is the most bizarre murder 
case in the annals of crime. 


"HAD 
SOMEONE written a fiction 


novel about this case it wouldn't have 
been good fiction. It wouldn't have 
been believable." 


Bugliosi, however, found that the 


story of the little '"a" w'*1' th* pn>'-»r 
to make others kiD for him is very 
good nonfiction. 


The book he coauthored with Curt 


Gentry, "Heltef Skelter," is one of the 
top-selling books of recent years. At a 
p r e s s 
conference 
preceding his 


speech, he said he is working on an- 
other book — this one about a case 
involving the murder of a Los Angeles 
policeman. 


Bugliosi, now in private, law prac- 


tice, is on a 2Vz month speaking tour 
retelling the "Helter Skelter" tale. 


"THE CROWDS on college campus- 


es have been absolutely enormous," 
he said. "Some have broken attend- 
ance records." 


With the fame have come problems, 


however. 


"I still get the death .threats - 


about eight or nine over the last sev-; 
eral years," he said. 


' 
The threat of danger is subsiding, 


though, he said, because "the Manson 
family has been decimated." 


"Most of the hard-core members 


are behind bars," he said. 


THERE HAVE BEEN no attempts 


on his life, Bugliosi said. He recalled, 
however, that the FBI in monitoring 
Manson's prison mail, relayed a letter 
from a 17-year-old girl who wrote 
someone was going to "get" Bugliosi 
when he was to be in Sacramento, Ca- 
lif.

Crane hits, Mikva hails ethics bill 


A House code of ethics limiting 


congressmen's outside earnings to 
$8,625 a year would not have hurt U. 
S. Rep. Abner Mikva, D-lOtb, last 
year, but would have cost U. S. Rep. 
Philip M. Crane, R-12th, about $5,500. 


Mikva said he earned about $6,773 


last year in lecture fees and other 
honorariums, while Crane estimated 
he was paid about $13,000 in honor- 
ariums in 1976. 


The House ethics bill Wednesday 


was approved 402 to 22. It will take 
effect in 1979. 


CRANE BLASTED THE provision 


early Wednesday as a "public insult" 
while Mikva hailed it as a badly-need- 
ed reform. 


"I think it's a strong code — one 


that's got some bite to it and that's 
why it ran into opposition," said Mik- 
va, who voluntarily reported his total 
1976 income as $98,104,04, including 
$19,021.96 in outside family earnings. 


Crane said ft was an., insult to sug- 


gest that giving congressmen a pay 
rake and then passing ethics legisla- 
tion would have any effect on dishon- 
est lawmakers. 


"I can't conceive of anyone who 


takes a bribe or pay off putting that 
down on a disclosure statement," said 
Crane, who estimated his 1976 income 


at about $70,000, including $13,000 in 
outside honorariums. 


THE ETHICS reform bill would: 
• Limit members' "outside earned 


income" to 15 per cent of their official 
$57,500 salary, or $8,625 a year, begin- 
ning in 1979. 


• Require congressmen to disclose 


all sources and amounts of income an- 
nually. 


• Forbid members from accepting 


gifts worth more than $100 from lob- 
byists. 


• Prohibit retiring or defeated con- 


gressmen from using government 
funds to pay for foreign travel. 
i 


• Restrict the use of congressmen's' 


' franking privilege for mass mailings 
at government expense. 


"Unearned outside income," which 


includes dividends on stocks and 
bonds, and income from family-owned 
farms and businesses is not included 
in the ethics bill. 


Crane said • the ethics code would 


"guarantee that 
certain 
talented 


people will be foreclosed from serving 
in Congress." 


"Congress will be made up of highly 


overpaid clerks and millionaires" af- 
ter the income restrictions go into ef- 
fect," he said. 


BOTH CRANE AND Mikva said 


they would not be greatly affected by 
either the ceiling on outside income, 
or the disclosure requirement. 


"I don't practice law and my honor-, 


ariums are well below the max- 
imum," said Mikva, who has publish- 
ed his yearly income, net worth and 
income taxes in the Congressional 
Record each year he has been in Con- 
gress. 


"While I do not serve on any corpo- 


ration board and I am not a.laywer, I 
was a professional lecturer and have 
derived outside income from that," 
Crane said. "I also have written pro- 
fessionally." 


Mikva called the exemptions for 


family-owned business income and 
dividends from stocks and bonds 
"necessary." 


"How can you prohibit a Rockefel- 


ler from serving in Congress?" he 
said. 


BUT CRANE ATTACKED the ex- 


emptions. 


"I nave been told that one member 


of Congress (Pennsylvania Sen. John 
Heinz), a millionaire, earns $400,000 a 
year in dividends, interest and other 
(family) income," Crane said.

SPRINGFIELD — He leans back in 


his chair, rubs his brow and ad- 
there are days he'd rather not have 
this job. 


Lately there seem to be more of 


those days, and even for a veteran 
corrections mind such as Charles J. 
Rowe, the strain they bring can be 
awsome. 


The stabbing of two guards in an 


o v e r c r o w d e d state prison draws 
alarming, fleeting public attention, 
but the ongoing woes of an overtaxed, 
underfinanced penal system go to 
sleep with Rowe every night. 


It is trying pressure for someone 


who began as an educator and in- 
tended to stay in the corrections field 
"for a year." 


"RIGHT NOW I can only say the 


system is in a state of crisis. The 
adult division population is just strain- 
ing every department we have. I 
won't say we don't have problems. 
I'm not that naive." 


Rowe, 36, has headed the $95 million 


department since August when Allyn 
R. Siolaff resigned. His career in cor- 
rections began in 1962 with the Illinois 
Youth Commission. He has served as 
assistant to the director of corrections 
and chief of administration. 


Gov. James R. Thompson reap- 


pointed Rowe to the $38,000-a-year 
acting directorship in January, 


Towe has inherited a system pla- 


gued with troubles. He is candid In his 
assessment of the current prison pic- 
ture. 


"I spend most of my time reshuffl- 


ing resources, robbing one depart- 
ment to pay another. You just raid 
resources It comes down to days 
when I have to make a decision on 
whether to spend money on food or 
clothing." 


Rowe points to alarming figures 


showing the number of adult offenders 
nearly doubling from 5,900 in 1972 to

9,800 in 1976. 


"And our projections, which I think 


are conservative, are for 12,000 by 
1978." 


BECAUSE THE SYSTEM of placing 


prisoners is regionalized, some facil- 
ities are feeling more pressure. The 
Stateville Correctional Center is by 
far the worst, Rowe admits, since the 
majority of the state's offenders come 
from Cook County and are sent to the 
Joliet maximum security complex. 


Stateville, the scene of two stabb- 


ings Jan. 10, had 1,400 inmates in 
1974. Today it holds nearly 3,000 de- 
spite its original rated capacity of 
half that, Rowe says. 


"It's just not equipped to handle 


that many," he says. 


At the state's other maximum se- 


curity centers, the situation is hardly 
better. The center in Pontiac 4>as had 
its rated capacity raised to 1,750 while 
the capacity rating for the Menard 
maximum security center in Chester 
has been raised to 2,600, Rowe says. 


"And I have no more staff in the 


agency than I did four years ago," 
Rowe says. "In fact I have about 100 
less," with a total of 4,900 employes in 
the corrections system. 


The outlook that the burgeoning 


population trend will cease is not 
bright. "If you take 1973, we received 
about 2,000 now inmates," Howe says. 
"Last year we got 5,000 and this year 
we're projecting 6,000." 


THERE IS a reason for the rising 


23% hike asked 
for state prisons 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. - Efforts to 


solve the state prison overcrowding 
problem received major attention 
from Gov James R. Thompson in his 
budget message Wednesday. 


Thompson offered what he termed a 


"whopping" 23.5 per cent increase in 
the Illinois Dept. of Corrections budg- 
et to expand facilities, improve train- 
ing programs and purchase essential 
goods for prison inmates. The propos- 
al will give the department $132 mil- 
lion to run the state prisons. 


The steps to expand the corrections 


system 
and 
ease overcrowding, 


which have been detailed this week in 
The Herald, represent the largest per- 
centage spending Increase of any de- 
partment in the governor's new budg- 
et. 


BESIDES THE $20 million increase 


in the operating budget, the governor 
earmarked another $25 million for con- 
struction to either modernize existing 
facilities or construct a new prison. 


Thompson admitted he is being pur- 


posely sketchy in his capital improve- 
ment plans because he has not made 
any final decisions. 


"I have a report from (Illinois 


Dept of Corrections Director Charles) 
Rowe, but I have not studied it and I 
have not met with people who are 
complaining about some of our 
plans," Thompson said. 
.A number of Kane County residents 
have voiced concern about reports 
several juvenile correction 
centers 


will be converted to house adult pris- 
on inmates in an effort to ease over- 
crowding. Thompson said he promised 
to meet with residents before making 
any moves. 


THE GOVERNOR also hinted that 


there may be a new Downstate prison 
started during fiscal 1978, which be- 
gins July 1. 


"We have been looking at a lot of 


options, including the use of surplus 
modular housing for a prison in-South- 
ern Illinois. The people down there 
don't seem to mind having prisons," 
Thompson said. 


Several legislative committees to- 


day will begin the job of reviewing 
conditions in Illinois prisons and may 
develop their own list of recommenda- 
tions for solving problems. 


Illinois has 9 prisons 
for its adult offenders 


There are nine adult prisons in the 


Illinois Dept. of Corrections, four of 
them maximum security facilities, 
three medium security facilities and 
two minimum security facilities. 


The maximum security facilities In- 


clude: 


• Stateville Correctional Center. 


This facility in Joliet is the largest 
adult prison, holding nearly 3,000 
men. It was completed in 1925. A min- 
imum security honor farm for 200 
men also Is located on the 64-acre 
complex. 


• Joliet Correctional Center. This is 


the state's oldest prison, built in the 
1890s. It holds 1,000 men and also is 
the facility which processes all adult 
offenders sentenced in Northern Illi- 
nois. 


• Menard Correctional Centec. This 


facility is located in Chester near 
East St. Louis. It was opened in 1878 
and holds some 2,000 inmates. Offen- 
ders from Central and Southern Illi- 
nois are received and assigned to in- 
stitutions from here. 


• Pontiac Correctional Center. This 


facility is located in Pontiac, about 60 
miles southwest of Chicago, and has a 
rated capacity of 1,200. It was origi- 
nally opened in 1871 as a boys' refor- 
matory. 


t 


The medium security facilities in- 


clude: 


• Dwlght Correctional Center. This 


facility located in Dwight, about 60 
miles southwest of Chicago, has 
housed female offenders. Plans are 
under way to convert it to a medium 
security facility for males, with fe- 
male offenders to go to the converted 
Geneva Youth Center in Geneva. 


• Sheridan 
Correctional Center. 


This facility in L'aSalle County is 
about 50 miles southwest of Chicago. 
It was established in 1950 as a facility 
for delinquent youths but was con- 
verted in 1973 to a medium secutfty 
adult institution for 265. 


• Vandalia 
Correctional Center. 


This facility, located about 240 miles 
south of Chicago, was opened in 1923 
and has a capacity of 650. 


The minimum security facilities in- 


clude: 


• Vienna Correctional Center. This 


newest of the state's prisons, located 
350 miles south of Chicago, opened in 
1971. It is located on 3,500 acres and 
holds 530 inmates. 


• Menard minimum security cen- 


ter. This facility began receiving in- 
mates this month. It is converted 
from the former Menard Psychiatric 
Center and will receive 100 minimum 
security-ranked inmates from the 
state's other facilities. 


numbers and it is grounded in 
society's call for law and order, Rowe 
says. 


The increasing calls for the legal 


system to "get tough" on criminals 
may be bringing better conviction 
rates for police departments and judg- 
es, but it has brought critical prob- 
lems to the penal system which tra- 
ditionally has been sidestepped in 
funding priorities, Rowe says. 


More people are going to jail, long- 


er sentences are being ordered and 
fewer people are coming out of the 
system each year because of a declin- 
ing parole rate, he says. 


"I understand what the community 


is saying, but if we're going to lock 
more people up, we're going to have 
to pay the tab." 


But the numbers on that potential 


tab are shocking. 


"TO BRING PRESENT facilities up 


to standards would take about $800 
million to $1 billion, and that's just to 
upgrade," Rowe says. Maintaining 
that system would require double the 
present operating costs, he says. 


For a state already starved of 


needed funds, that solution is unrealis- 
tic, Rowe admits. 


Instead, the state is attempting to 


reorganize the inmate population and 
make use of existing facilities to ac- 
commodate temporarily the overload. 


Converting mental hospitals and 


youth detention facilities, both areas 
which have had declining populations 
in recent years, is central to that ef- 
fort. 


Also central to corrections' prob- 


lems is a lack of commitment and un- 
derstanding from the public, Rowe 
says. 


"CORRECTIONS does not have as 


high a priority in society or in the 
General Assembly," Rowe says. "I'm 
not being critical of the General As- 
sembly. I understand their dilemma. 
What it comes down to often is are we 
going to provide more money for 
schools to educate our kids or money 
for prisons, I think if I were in their 
place I might say the same thing. 


"But now we've reached the point 


where our resources are so taxed that 
the federal courts will have to inter- 
vene." 


Federal action could come in the 


wake of a lawsuit filed by the U.S. 
Justice Dept. against the state's cor- 
rections department charging grossly 
inadequate medical and sanitary con- 
ditions at state prisons. 


"It's a question of will the money be 


forthcoming to meet minimum stan- 
dards," Rowe says. The department 
has asked for 20 per cent more fund- 
ing next year, "and it's difficult for 
me to project beyond that," he says. 


"The federal courts can't for/e the 


legislature to come up with more 
money, but they can say 'you can't 
put any more people in this facility.' " 


The federal suit is only one of near- 


ly 300 actions pending against the 
state department. They are pre- 
dominantly civil rights suits filed by 
inmates, and although they are not a 
new phenomenon, their numbers have 
increased as prison problems have in- 
creased. 


THAT, TOO, has taken an addition- 


al monetary toll on the system, and 
where once one attorney served as the 
department's legal staff, eight.now 
ere required. 


Wipe away the lawsuits, the over- 


crowding, the need for more money 
and you begin to touch upon the 
changes needed in the corrections sys- 
tem, Rowe says. 


"The ideal is to have enough com- 


munity-based programs to help in- 
mates return to society," he says. 
"Another aspect is to have manage- 
able-sized institutions of about 400." 


Adequate staffing and programming 


that teaches practical 
skills are 


needed as well, he says. "There isn't 
much call for license plaite makers or 
shoe repairmen. 
We ( still make 


brooms and brushes at Menard, but 
there isn't a great demand from 
broom makers in Chicago." 


The most urgent need now is for 


more money and room. 


"We need additional bed space for 


at least 1,500 inmates," Rowe says. 
"That is absolutely essential right 
now. Our major problems relate to 
the severe overcrowding we face." 


ALTERNATIVES TO prison, such 


as relying more 'on probation or work 
release programs, could be answers, 
but Rowe says current public atti- 
tudes won't support such measures. 


"The public is not in favor now of 


putting more people in the commu- 
nity. That is not the prevailing mood 
of the community or the General As- 
sembly. 


"The attitude is very clear — if you 


commit a crime you should pay for at. 
But I just can't envision the idea of a 
total punishment model where you 
just lock people up and don't offer 
anything, but expect them to reform. 


'•The greater concern to me is 


what's going to happen to the system 
if resources are not forthcoming and 
additional monies just to meet min- 
imum needs, I think those conditions, 
coupled with the severe overcrowding, 
could just be devastating."

New bus routes 
a good addition 


The new bus route between 


downtown 
Des 
Plaines and 


Woodfield Shopping Center, an- 
nounced this week by the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority, 
is a logical and needed ex- 
pansion of mass transit in the 
area. 


The RTA board is expected to 


approve the new route today, 
with its 
scheduled beginning 


June 1. The route.will run from 
the Des Plaines train station 
along Northwest Highway and 
Golf Road to Woodfield. 


The service will extend bus 


service to southern areas of 
Rolling Mpadows and Arlington 
Heights that have not been 
served by buses in the past. It 
will also link up with a bus that 
c o n n e c t s Des Plaines and 
Evanston extending service all 
the way to the North Shore. 


The new route's success will 


depend on whether it attracts ri- 
ders. Past experience with RTA 
bus 
routes 
from residential 


areas to train stations has 
proved that dependable, well- 
publicized bus service can suc- 
ceed. We hope the Des Plaines- 
Woodfield route will receive the 
same support. 


In recent months the RTA has 


started feeder bus routes to 
t r a i n stations in Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect as 
well as Des Plaines. Their suc- 
cess has been heartening to 
those who believe mass trans- 
portation is a necessity in an era 
where energy supplies are be- 
coming increasingly tight. 


For all its problems, the RTA 


has shown that it is capable of 
providing much-needed services 
to the suburban areas. The new- 
est route is an extension of that 
service which will be a welcome 
addition to the area. 


Fishing limit needed 


The United States took control 


of all ocean fishing 200 miles off 
its coast this week in an effort to 
save several species of fish from 
extinction. 


U.S. Sec. of Commerce Juan- 


ita Kreps has called the new 
fishing law "the most significant 
marine fishing legislation in our 
history" and no one is arguing 
with her. 


The law expands the previous 


12-mile zone set in 1966 to 200 
miles and gives the United 
States the right to set quotas on 
fishing catches, prohibit fishing 
for some species, license foreign 
fishing ships and set up zones 
where all fishing is restricted. 


The legislation came none too 


soon. 


The freedom of the seas phi- 


losophy that the United States 
had previously adhered to is no 
longer feasible in the face of 


modern fishing techniques that 
make it possible for entire 
schools of fish to be cleaned out. 


Haddock, once a plentiful and 


inexpensive fish, is threatened 
with extinction, as are cod, 
mackerel and yellowtail floun- 
der. 


The United States cannot af- 


ford to sit back and hope the 
United Nations Conference on 
the Law of the Seas will reach 
an agreement to govern fishing 
while its stocks of fish continue 
to be depleted. The 160-nation 
assembly seems no closer to an 
agreement today on the protec- 
tion of oceanic resources than it 
was when it first met three 
years ago. 


The U.S. action, while it may 


cause problems for some nations 
with large fishing fleets, is nec- 
essary to protect a resource 
whose limits grow more obvious 
each year.

Paul Warnke 
9s magic shift 


from dove to defense hawk 


It isn't unusual for a distinguished 


nominee for high office to change his 
mind on a matter or two on the road 
to Washington. See Griffin 
Bell. 


What's remarkable in Paul Warnke's 
case is the speed and thoroughness of 
his conversion. Warnke before and 
Warnke after testify ing. to the Senate 
A r m e d Services Committee are 
scarcely recognizable as the same po- 
litical adviser. His views seem to 
have undergone a powerful transfor- 
mation, like the protagonist in those 
old ads for a Charles Atlas course. 


Before being nominated as this 


country's chief arms negotiator, as 
Senator Henry Jackson of Washington 
noted, Warnke had opposed the devel- 
opment of the B-l bomber, Trident 
s u b m a r i n e , submarine-launched 
Cruise missile, an airborne warning 
and control system, mobile inter- 
continental ballistic missiles, multiple 
independently targetable nuclear war- 
fa e a,d s , various improvements in 
American land-based missiles, even a 
new main battle tank for the Army . . 
a total of 13 major weapons systems 
or defense programs in all. 


After 
his nomination, Warnke's 


whole tenor has changed from that of 
the fellow who opposed all these pro- 
grams. It's as though he hadn't 
changed his mind about one or two 
things, but everything. He's sprouting 
hawk feathers, at a rate hitherto 
thought impossible for a dove. 


AS SENATOR JACKSON remarked, 


"What is striking today is how 
markedly his positions in Senate testi- 
mony differ from what he has been 
saying publicly for the last eight 
years. Men change their minds. What 
is remarkable about this is its sudden- 
ness." 


Scoop Jackson may have stumbled 


onto a way to convert all those long- 
time critics of his who never were 
much concerned about the threat 
from ever-growing Soviet arsenals, 


Paul 
Greenberg 


and who certainly weren't about to 
match Soviet efforts. Namely, nomi- 
nate them for a high office that car- 
ries with it grave responsibilities for 
the nation's security. If they,all fol- 
lowed Warnke's lead, and if one's 
nerves could tolerate it, the national 
security might be well served by pay- 
ing them top dollar. For example, if 
only he followed Paul Warnke's ex- 
ample, George McGovern might make 
a formidable secretary of defense. 


In contrast to Henry Jackson's-con- 


trolled skepticism about the Warnke 
nomination, Barry Goldwater came 
right out with it. He said Paul 
Warnke's confirmation as the coun- 
t r y ' s chief 
negotiator 
for dis- 


armament could lead to World War 
III. 


"I AM NOT CONCERNED about 


your individual opinions on this weap- 
ons system or that weapons system," 
Goldwater told Warnke in the hearing. 
"What bothers me, and bothers me- 
deeply, is your seemingly total lack of 
concern with the Russian military 
build-up and the Soviet acquisition of 
government after government. In oth- 
er words, I sense in your attitude . .. 
a position of weakness." 


If Senator Goldwater senses that, 


what will the Soviets — with their 
delicate antennae and well developed 
penchant for searching out weak spots 
in others — pick up in Warnke? If the 
Soviets get the impression that they 
are indeed dealing with a weakened 
America, they may be tempted to go 
too far, and the result, as Senator 


Goldwater has said, could be The 
End. 


Of course Barry Goldwater never 


was one to put things subtly. He has 
been known to overstate his case. Re- 
member back in '64 when he was 
warning that the United States would 
sacrifice its blood and treasure in 
vain if it became involved piecemeal 
in Vietnam? Those who thought he 
was overstating his case then, in- 
cluding me, have since had occasion 
to reconsider. And when Goldwater 
now speaks of a third world war, an 
alarm bell should go off in the minds 
of those who remember his earlier 
and unhonored prophecy. 


WHAT WILL THE Soviets make of 


an American negotiator who changes 
positions of years' standing under no 
greater pressure than a campaign to 
be confirmed for transient public of- 
fice? Or is one to believe that Paul 
Warnke will prove tougher con- 
fronting Soviet negotiators than facing 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee? 


Of course a president of the United 


States should be allowed broad lati- 
tude in his appintees. See Griffin 
Bell. But in the case of some offices, 
like seats on the Supreme Court, it 
should be particularly well understood 
that a president is affecting not only 
his own administration but America's 
future — its security and principles. 


In today's circumstances, with So- 


viet power outdistancing that of the 
United States in almost every con- 
ventional category, and overtaking a 
fast dwindling American lead in 
strategic weapons, it should be recog- 
nized that the post of chief arms ne- 
gotiator is another of those that deep- 
ly affect the preservation of American 
security and American principles in 
the world. And that the Senate should 
confirm neither the new nor the old 
Paul Warnke for that post.

Three views 
on abortion 


Abortion is legal only because the. 


Supreme Court says it is. However, 
the court can, and should, reverse its 
decision. 


Under the Equal Rights Amend- 


ment, such reversal may not be pos- 
sible. 


The court found justification for 


abortion in the "equal protection" 
clause of the 14th Amendment, and 
ruled that an unwanted pregnancy is 
an invasion of a woman's right to 
privacy as guaranteed by this clausal 
(But what about the right to life of the 
unborn?) Prior to this ruling, con- 
stitutional law expert Prof. T. I. 
Emerson, Yale Law School, stated the 
ERA is designed to protect women in 
all forms of rights, duties, and respon- 
sibilities, and that included in these is 
the "independent constitutional right 
of privacy." 


Therefore, since a woman may now 


legally abort her unwanted baby as 
her right to privacy, and since the 
ERA would protect this right by the 
Constitution, the ERA would seal 
abortion into the constitution. Indeed, 
Betty Fnedan, founder of the Nation- 
al Organization of Women, when 
asked about the relationship of ERA 
to abortion, replied: "As for reliance 
on future Supreme Courts (decisions), 
that's the reason we need ERA." Ms. 
Friedan knows that without ERA, the 
court can indeed reverse; but with 
ERA, it cannot.

Committees don't cooperate 
Congressional hearings consume cabinet's time 


by STEVE GERSTEL 


(Commentary) 


WASHINGTON (UPl) - At a re- 


cent breakfast in the White House, 
President Carter expressed his con- 
cern that members of the Cabinet 
and other top administration officials 
have to spend too much time on 
Caoitol Hill. 


Carter received sympathetic under- 


standing from the congressional lead- 
ers who were meeting with him, but 
no promise that the shuttle up the hill 
will be any less crowded than in the 
past. 


In fact, Carter and his Cabinet have 


yet to witness the peak period when 
congressional 
committees summon 


administration officials to testify. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE as any of what 


bothers Carter occurred Thursday, 
Feb. 24. 
• 


On that day, Stcretary of State 


Cyrus Vance, Defense Secretary Har- 
old Brown, U.N. Ambassador Andrew 
Young and Budget Director Bert 
Lance aU had to troop up to Capitol 
Hill for varying periods to testify. 
* 


Vance testified before a Senate ap- 


propriations subcommittee on foreign 
aid programs in the next fiscal year. 
Brown appeared before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee to explain 
defense reductions in the current 
year. Lance appeared before the Joint 
Economic Committee on Carter's re- 
vised budget. And Young talked to a 


' House international relations subcom- 
mittee on the United Nations' partici- 
pation act. 


IN ADDITION, a number of lower- 


level government officials also were 
testifying in committee rooms spread 
among the Senate and House office 
buildings. 


There will be days — as congres- 


sional committees consider legisla- 
tion, authorizations and appropria- 
tions — when the number of top-level 
executive branch officials testifying 
will be even larger. 


The one Cabinet member certain to 


spend a good deal of his time on Capi- 
tol Hitl is Treasury Secretary W. Mi- 
chael Blumenthal. 


His predecessor, William Simon, 


complained that his many sessions be- 
fore congressional committees was a 
major burden that left him struggling 


to find time for his own duties. 


COMMITTEES ALWAYS insist on 


calling the top man in the department 
and Simon said many times a'subordi- 
nate could have carried out the as- 
signment just as well. 


The root cause of the problem is 


Congress. 


Not only is there a proliferation of 


committees and subcommittees but 
there is a near-absolute refusal for 
House and Senate panels to sit togeth- 
er and listen to a witness. 


As a result, Brown not only ex- 


plained Carter's cut in the Pentagon 
budget to the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, but he will have to repeat 
the reasoning to the House Armed 
Services Committee, the Senate 
Armed Services appropriations sub- 
committee and the House Armed Ser- 
vices appropriations subcommittee. 


THE POSSIBILITY that these four 


panels could meet as one body to 
hear Brown and spare him three ex- 
tra visits and many hours repeating 
what he has already said fa totally 
foreign to the thinking of the Senate 
and House. 


The Senate this year at least took a 


stab at consolidating jurisdiction so 
that all matters dealing with energy 
are shunted to the Energy and Interi- 
or Committee. 


Last year, there were 17 com- 


mittees and subcommittees dealing 
with some aspect of energy. In the 
House, responsibility for energy mat- 
ters is still widespread. 


As Assistant Democratic Leader 


Alan Cranston related the breakfast 
meeting, Carter was not only con- 
cerned about the time spent testifying 
but also about "often having to repeat 
the same testimony in different fo- 
rums." 


The best Carter could get was an 


assurance from Senate 
Democratic 


Leader Robert Byrd that the situation 
would be considered by the Policy 
Committee and Caucus. 


Byrd indicated that it might be pos- 


sible to alleviate the problem to some 
degree but even if it is, the fewer 
trips a Cabinet member has to make 
to Capitol Hill will be such a small 
reduction, Carter is hardly likely to 
notice.

sales of fresh meat after 6 p.m. are 
not allowed. A new contract will be 
negotiated in September. 


"The Chicago area is the only area 


In the country with such a provision," 
Sen. Netsch said. She said local con- 
s u m e r s are "enormously handi- 
capped" by the meat sales restriction. 
Families in whlcih all adults work and 
senior citizens who depend on working 
friends for transportation to the stores 
are disadvantage^ by the restricted 
sales hours, she said.

Business briefs 
Crude oil price 
cut 45c a barrel 


The Federal Energy Administration, acknowledging it was tak- 


ing a fairly drastic step to soak up excess oil industry profits, 
Wednesday rolled back the price for so-called "new" domestic 
crude oil by 45 cents a barrel. FEA officials said the rollback — 
the third dn 13 months — is designed to cure a problem created by 
the agency's regulations and will remain in effect through the end 
of July. They said it should have little or no impact on consumers. 
In a related development, the American Petroleum Institute said 
U.S. oil imports last week climbed above 10 million barrels per 
day for the first time in the nation's hi&tory. Oil producers say 
domestic price ceilings have held back U.S. production, driving 
Imports higher than necessary. 


General Foods coffee up to $3.71 
General Foods Corp., the nation's largest coffee roaster, 


Wednesday boosted wholesale prices on ground coffee by 40 cents 
to a record $3.71 a pound and raised the list price of soluble brands 
from 10 to 18 cents an ounce The General Foods pricing action, 
effective immediately, marked the third increase on its ground 
coffee within 30 days. The company last raised prices on its so- 
luble coffees Dec. 16. In White Plains, N.Y., a General Foods 
spokesman attributed the latest price hike to a 388 per cent rise in 
the average price of green beans since a frost destroyed 73 5 per 
cent of Brazil's 1976 coffee crop. 


Cheap Jeep sale a hoax: Scolt 
Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott Wednesday warned con- 


sumers a widespread rumor that surplus Army Jeeps are being 
sold by the U.S. government for $100 or $125 is false. Scott said the 
rumor was spread quickly throughout the Midwest via CB radios 
and word of mouth but "a check by our office with the Defense 
Property Disposal Agency indicates no such Jeep offer is being 
made." Scott said persons interested in the bogus deal are asked 
only their names and Social Security numbers. "If the thousands 
of names and Social Security numbers flow into the hands of 
knowledgeable computer fraud operators, all types of confidential 
information could be obtained. The information obtained could lead 
to theft or blackmail," Scott said. 


Broiler chicken prices lo drop 
Broiler chicken prices, which rose more than expected early this 


year because of the record cold weather, are likely to decline in 
the next few months, the U.S. Agriculture Dept. says. Wholesale 
prices in February fluctuated from 39 to 44 cents a pound, but 
Increasing production and more competition from pork are ex- 
pected to bring the January-June six-month average down to the 
upper 30s, economists said in a poultry and egg situation report. 


Cold hurls transportation system 
The winter of 1977 dealt the nation's transportation system its 


most costly blow in history, a transportation official said at a 
meeting in Chicago Wednesday. Richard Jackson, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Conference of State Highway Departments, told 
representatives of 14 states that the coldest winter in 100 years 
"has dealt the most costly single blow the U.S. transportation 
system has ever received." 


Porpoise-killing ban bad: 
U.S. 


The Justice Dept. told the U.S. Court of Appeals that its order to 


stop tuna fishermen from accidentally killing porpoises created 
unemployment and higher prices and threatens to destroy the in- 
dustry. The department urged the Washington, D.C., appeals court 
to begin this week to review interim orders it issued Feb. 18 that 
were designed to stop the fishing method that kills porpoises in- 
stead of the more limited restraint that Justice lawyers wanted. 
The court has not made a complete review of U.S. District Judge 
Charles Richey's ruling that the method violates the Marine Mam- 
mal Protection Act. 


Newspaper strike settled 


A legal agreement reached today following a marathon court 


session apparently cleared the way for settling the 23-day strike at 
the Philadelphia Inquirer and Daily News. U.S. District Court 
Judge Herbert A. Fogel announced the agreement involving fines 
and penalties for four unions, who defied a court order and refused 
to cross picket lines set up by editorial and business employes, 
members of Local 10 of The Newspaper Guild. The announcement 
followed a 15-hour court session that was attended by all parties in 
the dispute. 


One butcher who would like to con-

store purchases, Moran said. "I'd like 
to see it like it was years ago, when 
businesses shut down at night. If we 
got back to family unity, this would 
be a lot better place to live," Moran 
said 


"Stores should be closed after 6. 


People have got more than enough 
hours to shop," said Norb Chmura, 
owner of Meeske's Super Market, 101 
S. Main, Mount Prospect A member 
of Local 189 in the butchers union, 
Chmura said he also disapproves of 
Sunday meat sales proposals.

Inflation still lurking in the wings 


NEW YORK - Don't look now, but 


America's No. 1 economic problem 
has not gone away. 


Inflation, although temporarily out 


of favor as a headline topic, is lurking 
In the wings waiting to make a dra- 
matic reentry, just as soon as the au- 
dience fully relaxes and turns its at- 
tention elsewhere. 


There is evidence much of the au- 


dience is getting ready to do just that. 
Press and politicians seem pre- 
occupied with the spurious question of 
"how much" government stimulation 
the economy needs or, to put it an- 
other way, how little we ought to be 
worrying about the continuing tenden- 
cy of Washington to inflate. 


The unmistakable lesson of such 


endless inflation — that it leads in- 
exorably to economic collapse and far 
worse unemployment than it was in- 
tended to prevent — has been chipped 
in stone for decades. 


CONGRESS GOES on worrying the 


headline-making (and troublemaking) 
bone of how much bigger to make 
President Carter's proposed public- 
works programs even though such 
programs have been demonstrated 
repeatedly to be temporary palliatives 
at best, with a permanent impact only 
on inflation. 


The statistics, showing inflation has 


not vanished, get explained away 
smoothly. Did the consumer price in- 
dex just take its biggest leap in 18 
months? Well, the weather, you know, 
has been terrible. Is inflation, even in 
the present post-recession trough, still 
rising dangerously' higher than our 
historical norms? You old-fashioned 
person, you're worrying about last 
year's problem.

It is sometimes hard to remember 


this, because it differs from so much 
of the rhetoric now being featured on 
the nightly news, but there will be no 
way to escape the penalties if we for- 
get.

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Yankee tourist 
feared death 
in Uganda jail 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - An 


American tourist jailed in Uganda by 
President Idi Amin for three nights 
Wednesday said he was certain he 
would be killed. 


"I was pretty sure I would be 


bumped off," Brian Schwartz, 24- 
year-old Yale Law School graduate 
from New York City, told a press con- 
ference. "I was thinking, 'Gee, I hope 
it won't hurt so much.' " 


His statement, came as Amin said 


an invasion force of 2,600 American, 
British and Israeli mercenaries are 
marching through Kenya toward Ug- 
danda. His claim raised new fears for 
the safety of Americans. 


Schwartz said he entered Uganda 


Feb. 24, the day before Amin issued 
orders barring all Americans from 
leaving the country. He said he was 
arrested two days later by two Ugan- 
dan Army military police while sip- 
ping a beer in a Kampala bar. 


"THE MPs SHOUTED for me to 


come out and aimed their machine 
guns at me," he said. "I thought, 'Oh, 
my God! This is it.' " 


At one stage, four policemen bun- 


dled him into a car and drove him to 
an alleyway for some 20 minutes. 


"I thought I was about to be 


bumped off," he said, "But they even- 
tually took me to Kampala's central 
police station." 


Schwartz said he was questioned by 


"some of the most evil-looking men I 
have ever seen" who were carrying 
submachine guns. However, he said 
he "was never physically beaten or 
tortured." 


HE SAID HE WAS concerned "they 


might try and set me up as a CIA 
agent" but that didn't happen. 


Schwartz said on the first night of 


his imprisonment three drunken sol- 
diers entered his cell and it "ap- 
peared they wanted to beat up some 
prisoners. They questioned me for 10 
minutes. We spoke in French. Then 
they went away." 


Backup draft 
urged to buoy 
volunteer army 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The all- 


volunteer armed forces is falling and 
should be strengthened by a backup 
draft system and a new program of 
national service, according to a spe- 
cial report released Wednesday to a 
Senate subcommittee. 


Calling the all-volunteer plan "a 


sinking ship that Is becoming increas- 
ingly costly to keep afloat," the report 
said the Army and the Marine Corps 
are experiencing recruiting shortfalls 
of 6 per cent and 15 per cent and the 
situation Is expected to get worse. 


The study estimated it would cost 


"an astonishing $29 billion" more to 
increase troop strength to Vietnam 
War levels through volunteers rather 
than draftees. 


THE REPORT was written by Dr. 


William R. King, professor of business 
administration at the University of 
Pittsburgh, for the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices subcommittee on manpower and 
personnel. 


King said his preliminary study 


"has led me to conclude that a re- 
serve-only draft and-or the institution 
of a backup draft would be beneficial 
to the nation." 


A "minimally coercive" national 


service program "could be imple- 
mented on a decentralized basis . . . 
for about an additional $8 billion net 
outlay each year," King said. 


KING PREDICTED "very grave 


recruiting difficulties" for the present 
all-volunteer system because of a 
declining 18-year-old male population 
and an improved national employ- 
ment picture. 


He said so many recruits are being 


discharged that "today's all-volunteer 
force could be characterized as a re- 
volving door which takes in young 
people and turns many of them back 
into the streets labeled as 'rejects.' " 


President Carter said Tuesday he 


does not favor resuming the draft, but 
that he would do so if he believed the 
nation's security depended upon it.

the soldiers had beaten up some Afri- 
can prisoners. 


SCHWARTZ SAID an undisclosed 


number of tourists of other nation- 
alities still were being held in the 
Kampala jail. He declined to give 
their nationalities but said their em- 
bassies had been informed. 


The following morning four .persons 


armed with submachine guns came to 
get Schwartz. He said they squeezed 
his genitals, apparently 
searching 


him, and took him to an isolated gar- 
den in Kampala for questioning. 


"I was rather concerned to be taken 


to a garden with four men armed with 
machine guns," he said. 


Schwartz said he finally alerted out- 


side authorities to his plight by 
wrapping a bank slip with his name 
on it around a Kenya shilling and 
hurling it through the bars of his cell 
to a Canadian tourist he knew slightly 
who was passing by at the time. 


Schwartz said he never was told of 


any charges. "I guess I happened to 
be in the wrong place when the wrong 
military policeman passed by." 


He said he still had no idea why he 


was arrested and "I don't know why 
they released me."

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Illinois finally harvesting 
Chicago's inner-city crop 


CHAMPAIGN, 111.-The 70th state 


basketball tournament Is into its eli- 
mination process with a distinct 
awareness of Chicago's mounting in- 
fluence. 


T h r e e Public League quintets 


stormed through the Class AA event 
id the past four years, and another 
pair of tall, mobile Windy City units 
— Westinghouse and Wendell Philips 
-r are rated as co-favorites this trip. 
,Yes. it's a "city game" these days, 
The only way the farm boys have a 
chance anymore is through a secon- 
dary tournament. 
'UNFORTUNATELY, the university 
of Illinois reached the mid-70s before 
tuning into this fact. 


History shows that the Illinl ex- 


celled in the sport up to the time it 
became a "big city" game. The Illini, 
records relate, posted a .736 winning 
percentage (329 wins, 118 losses) in 
the period from 1937 through 1957 
When the Centralias, Champaigns and 
Mt. Vernons were dominating the 
prep sport. 


It was in 1958 that tall sophomore 


George Wilson led the first Chicago 
champion at Marshall High, and he 
was to come back two years later for 
a stunning repeat. 


It is not entirely coincidental that 


Illini basketball has dropped to a .546 
winning rate (263 wins, 219 losses) 
since that 1958 season. The Illini 
couldn't recruit Wilson, and watched 
as he extended a proud era at 
Cincinnati. Two years later the Illini 
failed with Carver's Cazzie Russell 
and he built a dynasty at Michigan 


THE ILLINI made a major effort in 


1959 
with a giant Crane product 


named Tim Robinson but, as was 
feared both here and in Chicago, he 
was ill-prepared to cope with UI aca- 
demic demands. 


This was the first of four major dis- 


appointments involving prize Chicago 
cagers on this campus. Two years af- 
ter Russell slipped away, the Illini 
landed 1964 Farragut All-Stater Ron 
Dunlap ... Harv Schmidt's first class

of recruits in 1967 featured 6-8, 244- 
pound Greg Jackson of Chicago St. 
Philip ... and Schmidt attracted All- 
American Kris Berymon, a 35-point 
scorer, from Harper in 1970. 


These were the only cagers recruit- 


ed from the heart of Chicago's ghetto 
d u r i n g the period ending with 
Schmidt's departure in 1974, and all 
left Illinois with the arrow pointing 
down. . 


The 6-9 Dunlap was ruled Ineligible 


in December of his junior year by 
"slush fund" revelations, just when he 
was becoming a Big Ten standout. 
Jackson averaged 16 and 17 points per 
game as a sophomore and junior but 
encountered serious back and weight 
problems in a miserable senior cam- 
paign that saw an anticipated con- 
tender slump to 5-9 in the Big Ten. 
Berymon flunked out, ultimately had 
a nervous breakdown and died in a 
mental institution in the summer of 
1975. 


THE INABILITY of Dunlap, Jack- 


son and Berymon to attain expected 
goals strengthened the widespread 
ghetto feeling that the UI was "full of 
prejudice and not the place for a good 
black basketball player." 


"I didn't know the individuals or the 


cases they referred to," acknowledg- 
ed Levi Cobb this week, "but situ- 
ations were pointed out to me. People 
told me black players didn't make it 
academically here. They said the 
place was prejudiced. They pointed to 
Michigan and Indiana, and asked me 
why I chose Illinois. 


"I told them the whole system had 


changed with new coaches and play- 
ers. I was confident I could make my 
grades if I concentrated. I felt close to 


the coaches (Lou) Benson and (Tony) 
Yates." 


Added the 6-6 freshman from Mor- 


gan Park, last year's Class AA cham- 
pion: 


"IT'S BEEN A challenge in the 


classroom, particularly with so many 
road games. But I feel I made a good 
decision. The coaches have asked me 
to help in recruiting players like Ed- 
die Johnson (Westinghouse), Mike 
Jones (Joliet Central) and Mark 
Smith (Peoria Richwoods), and I'm 
happy to. "I'm confident Illinois can 
become a winner." 


The path, actually, was cleared for 


Cobb by others. The first key decision 
was made in 1974 by Chicago Heights' 
Audie Matthews, reversing a trend of 
standout suburban blacks like Jim 
Brewer, Owen Brown and Quinn 
Buckner to go elsewhere. 


That same year, coach Gene Bar- 


tow brought in Nate Williams of 
Crane and Mike Washington of the 
same Morgan Park school as Cobb. 
Both were upcoming juniors after 
playing JC basketball in Iowa, and 
their senior leadership on Henson's 
first club helped generate; a 14-13 
record. Washington, at the same time, 
was influential in the recruitment of 
Cobb. 


The Illini are now very much "in 


the market" for Chicago talent . . . 
Westinghouse's 6-7 Johnson this year, 
perhaps Phillips' Darius demons a 
year hence. The image has changed 
since less hopeful days and Henson's 
team has become increasingly com- 
petitive even if the season record is 
another photo finish with .500 (20 
games have had point spreads of five 
points or less in the last two minutes). 


WHEN IT'S ALL over Saturday and 


insiders analyze the developments, 
the positive experience of Cobb — 
learning the ropes, posting between B 
and C marks in Business Adminis- 
tration, and starting every game with 
typical freshman high and low points 
— will be one of the most important 
aspects.

Sneezing rids 
nasal passage 


of irritations 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future, to Donna Sue Clark, 7, of Charles- 
ton, w. Va., for her question: 
f 


WHY DO I SNEEZE?, 
"Bless you," you're often told when 


you sneeze. The reason for this blessing 
goes back to ancient times when it was 
believed that the soul left a person's body 
when he sneezed. By giving a blessing 
immediately, the soul was brought back 
and all was well. There is no truth to 
this ancient superstition, of course. 


To understand the sneezes you must 


first Know some basic details about our 
breathing passages and the nose. The 
passages through which air enters are 
lined with very delicate mucous mem- 
branes. When thfs sensitive skin be- 
comes irritated, we sneeze in order to 
get rid of the irritation. 


You might sneeze because there could 


be dust in your nasal passage. Or you 
might sneeze if you look directly at the 
sun or into any other bright light. If you 
have the flu, a cold or hay fever, the 
mucous membrane of your nose be- 
comes swollen and this can also result 
in an irritation that may force you to 
sneeze. 


Sneezing is strictly a reflex action, 


which means that you do not have any 
control over the act because it comes on 
in an involuntary way — like the blink 
of your eyes. Quite often you close your 
eyes when you sneeze. This action, also, 
is part of the automatic mechanism that 
controls your sneezing. 


We know that nasal passage irritation 


can set off the sneeze reflex. When the 
action starts, air is held back in the lungs 
until pressure is built up. The blocking 
of air is primarily caused by the uvula, 
that red, fleshy, finger-like mass that 
you can see hanging from the soft palate 
in the back of your mouth. The uvula 
is suddenly depressed, permitting the 
air to rush out of the nose and you 
sneeze. 


While the main purpose of a sneeze 


seems to be to blow any foreign matter 
out of the nasal passages, it also can 
'happen as a result of respiratory and al- 
lergic problems. 


Coughing has a function that is similar 


to sneezing, in that it also is an action 
used to clear out breathing passages. 
Coughing, however, clears the lower air 
channels and the lungs.

A person's body temperature is general-

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1-story offices form suburb's skyline 


by JOE FRANZ 


An office building for those who prefer the suburban lifestyle at 


work as well an at home is under construction in Arlington 
Heights. 


The one-story office structure, which is a relatively new concept 


In this part of the country, is being built by the Joseph Devel- 
opment Co., Northfield. It sprawls over a seven-acre site at 415 W. 
GolffUL 


Donald Joseph, vice president of the firm, said the developers 


are striving "to create a residential street effect," in the 93,000- 
•quare-foot project. 


"THE SINGLE-STORY structure Is just a concept that we think 


la good for suburbia," said Joseph, who is developing the Arlington 
Office Court with his brother, Lawrence. 


"We build in the suburbs and feel that people who' moved out 


here want something that is like the rest of the suburbs. The high- 
rise buildings we don't think relate to the suburbs," he said. 


Joseph Development's first single-story project, the Edenwood 


North Office Court, Northfield, was completed last year. The firm 
also is building two similar office structures, the Old Orchard 
Office Court, SkoUe, and the Wilmette Office Court, Wllmette. 


The Arlington Office Court, which Is expected to be ready for its 


first tenants in May, has several features Joseph said he believes 
are appealing to suburbanites. 


"We spend a lot of time and money on landscaping," he said. 


"Our whole project is environmentally oriented. The tenant can 
look out his office window and see trees and grass." 


The office court also provides each tenant with an outdoor patio 


suitable for conferences during the nice weather. 


Joseph said the single-story concept offers economies more than 


those of high-rise office buildings. 


"THE COST OF GOING UP is proportionately higher than for a 


single-story building," he said. "High-rise buildings have a high 
loss factor on space. They have to have lobbies, elevators, corri- 
dors and stairways. 


"The space in our developments is totally usable," he said. "Our 


office biddings have no wasted space." 


Joseph said it is something of a myth that high-rise buildings 


take up less space than single-story developments. 


"High-rise buildings themselves take up less space, but they use 


up additional space for parking on the land surrounding the build- 
ing," he said. 


In the Arlington Office Court and Joseph Development's other 


one-story office buildings, parking is provided in bays that are 
created by the architectural design of the development. 


Joseph said the design of the projects also enable* tenants to 


park outside their office doors. 


"THE TENANT DOESN'T have UK walk a long way to get to his 


office," he said. "Since each unit is self-contained, be can enter 


THE ARLINGTON OFFICE Court, under

his office directly from the outside." 


The Arlington Office Court is geared to a variety of tenants, 


Including accountants, manufacturing representatives, profes- 
sionals, regional administration offices, consulting firms and sales 
offices. 


Tenants will be able to rent units as small as 600 square feet and 


as large as 30,000 square feet. Rents will be about $6.30 per square 
foot per year. 


All tenants in the Arlington Office Court will be responsible for 


paying their own utility costs. 


Joseph said the interior of each unit will be partitioned to meet 


the specific needs of each tenant. 


"Each tenant will be able to meet with our architect and a space 


plan will be worked out so everybody gets exactly what he needs," 
he said. 


Although the developers had difficulty obtaining financing for 


their first one-story office building, Joseph said the three latest 
projects have posed no such problem. 


"THE FIRST TIME we had some problems because the lenders 


were reluctant because this was something new," he said. "But 
after they saw how fast it rented it was easier to get financing on 
others like it. 


"The development in Northfield was finished in 1976 and had a 


rull-rent roll in 1976, which is unusual," Joseph said. 


The Arlington Office Court, he said, already has signed leases 


for 9,000 square feet, with 30,000 square feet out for signature to 
potential tenants. 


Jopseh said a trend toward one-story office buildings is about to 


start in this area. 


"I think it has to be the office concept of the future," he said. "I 


know it will catch on because I know of about six other devel- 
opments similar to ours that are on the drawing boards."

help you find a new home

If you're one of the 500,000 persons 


who make a job transfer from one 
city to another, then you know what a 
task it is to find the right home in a 
strange new town. 


Now consider having to do this not 


just once but 800 times a year in cities 
all over the country. That in sub- 
stance is the task of the homefinding 
department of Employee Transfer 
Corp., a subsidiary of Chicago Title 
and Trust Co. ETC ia retained by cor- 
porations to buy the homes of employ- 
es being transferred and find new 
ones in the new location. The home- 
finding service Is available to any 
transferee, whether or not they're em- 
ployed by a client corporation. 


The staff has been so successful 


that In the course of helping 800 fami- 
lies In the past year, they've almost 
never had a case where a family had 
to take up temporary living quarters 
and store its furniture because they 
couldn't find the housing they were 
looking for. That includes working 
with families whose children needed 
special education facilities. 


"In 75 per cent of the cases, we can 


help a transferred family find the new 
home it wants in a single weekend," 
according to Theodore D. Bell, execu- 
tive vice president of ETC. 


ONE OF THE MOST important 


parts of the job is to acquaint the 
transferee with the new location and 
the prices of homes there before he 
ever arrives to do his house-hunting. 
The homefinding staff provides this 
Information on every major city in 
the United States and many minor 
ones as well. 


"People are often shocked when 


they realize what a house costs in an- 
other city," he said, "And they may 
be also shocked by how the new com- 
munity appears. A person transferred 
from the Boston area, for example, 
where there are lots of hills and trees, 
may be dismayed at the barren look 
of Cheyenne or Phoenix. They must 
be conditioned in advance or they'll 
be discouraged." 


The ETC homefinding staff can give 


a transferred employe complete infor- 
mation on any city hi the country. 
Once the staff knows what the em- 
ploye is looking for,, it can tell him 
exactly where to look and will line up 
a selected local Realtor to assist. It's 
all done on an individual basis, since 
every transferred family has different 
needs. 


"You have to work with the entire 


family, not just the employe," Bell 
said. "The wife of a transferred man 
may be especially apprehensive, even 
hysterical. It's especially tough to 
move a family with high school chil- 


dren. As employes become older, 
moving presents a new set of prob- 
lems. So a lot of personal counseling 
is necessary to make the move easier 
for them. 


"When a transferee acts on his own, 


he's likely to be steered to an area by 
a real estate broker who has an inter- 
est there or by a fellow employe who 
already lives there," he said. "Our 
homefinding isn't that limited. We're 
interested in referring the transferee 
to an area where his investment Is 
protected and where hia lifestyle will 
be satisfied." 


THE 
HOMEFINDING 
process 


starts when the transferred employee 
telephones or writes ETC asking for 
help. A member of the homefinding 
staff responds with a telephone call 
and then, in the course of 30 to 45 
minutes, delves deeply into the fami- 
ly's needs. 


These include some obvious facts 


about the family: how many mem- 
bers, their ages, what kind of house is 
presently owned, whether the family 
wants to rent or buy, what price 
range is wanted, desired 
down- 


payment, special educational and reli- 
gious requirements, what kind of 
home the family wants, and what fea- 
tures it considers essential. 


But more important are the not so 


obvious needs which the homefinding 
staff gets during the telephone inter- 
view. It's important, Bell says, that 
the homefinding counselor be able to 
relate personally to the transferee, 
whether he's looking for a $30,000 
home or one costing $150,000. 


"In talking to transferees, especial- 


ly the wife, we try to delve deeply 
into their housing preferences and at 
the same time start acquainting them 
with their new location," Bell said. 
"During this counseling we (five the 
family a lot of useful Information on 
ktoking for a new house." 


THE INFORMATION the staff pre- 


pares on the new location is quite de- 
tailed, It can include types of homes 
available in different price cate- 
gories; down payments; interest rates 
and terms of mortgages available; 
rental figures; taxes; schools; trans- 
portation and general community in- 
formation. 


"We have complete data on most 


parts of the country, which enable us 
to tell a person not only how much a 
house will cost but also what the over- 
all cost of living is and whether 
there's a symphony orchestra in 
town," he said. 


In one case, ETC was called by an 


executive who wanted Information on 
Chicago, Milwaukee, San Francisco 
and Minneapolis. He bad a choice of 


assignments in all four cities and he 
was trying to decide which one to 
take. The homefinding staff gave him 
the data he was seeking, and he de- 
cided on Minneapolis. 


Once they have an idea of what the 


employe is looking for, the home- 
finding staff then contacts a local 
Realtor in the new city. 


"We select the broker by reputation 


and performance in dealing with 
transferees. We want to make sure 
that the Realtor will meet our stan- 
dards and really work with the fami- 
ly," Bell said. 


ONCE THE BROKER has been se- 


lected, the homefinding staff makes 
arrangements for the transferee to 
come to the new city and for the bro- 
ker to meet him and show him 
around. Because the broker is already 
familiar with what the family is look- 
ing for, he can confine the Ifouse-hunt- 
ing tour to the most likely areas and 
homes; 


Because of all this advance prepa- 


ration and counseling, most transfer- 
ees can arrive in the new city on a 
Friday night to begin their house- 
hunting and buy- a new home by Sun- 
day. Without this help, the transferee 
generally takes a week or two looting 
on his own, thus losing valuable time 
and running up expenses. And if he 
fails to find a home, he may have to 
move into temporary quarters or de- 
lay moving his family. 


The average span from the time an 


employe first calls the homefinding 
staff until he moves into his new 
home is two months, Bell says. In 
emergencies, the time can be cut to 
three weeks. Finding the home goes 
fast; it's the paperwork and the ac- 
tual move that hold things up. 


Where things get sticky, the home- 


finding service can even help the em- 
ploye get a mortgage. 


ONE OF THE MOST difficult prob- 


lems arises in the case of families 
whose children need special education 
facilities. This means narrowing down 
the choice of homes to those that the 
family will like in school districts that 
offer the needed facilities. 


"We've done all this, and even ar- 


ranged appointments for the family to 
meet and talk with the school admin- 
istrator. We can check out any city in 
the country for special needs such as 
this," Bell said.

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Builders seek stabilization 
of costs for labor, material 


HAPPINESS IS BUYING OR Sf ILING YOUR HOME. 1HROUG 


Can the cost of today's housing 


somehow be kept stable? Most specifi- 
cally, what can the builder do to hold 
down costs? Or Is it even possible, 
considering the ever-Increasing costs 
of land, labor and materials? 


Those were the basic questions 


more than 5-1,000 homebuilders from 
around the country recently wrestled 
with at the 33rd annual.convention of 
the National Assn, of Home Builders. 


Most of the news the builders heard 


was upbeat: A bevy of economists 
predicted a banner year for home- 
building, with the experts pegging 
housing starts at 1.8 million. Financial 
people noted that mortgage money is 
in plentiful supply, and that Interest 
rates areexpected to remain at their 
present levels for the time being. 


But whatever the nature of the vari- 


ous business sessions, the home- 
builders never got very far from that 
crucial question of the cost of today's 
home. 


Surveyed on this point, a number of 


C h i c a g o-area homebuilders were 
unanimous in their belief that housing 
costs could be held down. But only if 
the entire development process is 
carefully monitored. 


In many instances, the cost of a 


new home Increases even before 
ground is broken. That's because of 
the no-growth attitude on the part of 
some zoning boards. A builder will ac- 
quire some land, and then have to sit 
on it. sometimes for years, before re- 
ceiving approval to build, And during 
that time, of course, the costs of ev- 
erything continue to go up, forcing up 
(lie ultimate cost of the home. 


But, says Al Bromann, vice presi- 


dent of HeatherRidge Development 
Co.. Gurnee, "That kind of no-growth 
thinking has definitely changed. Even 
in the more conservative areas, the 
zoning boards realize that growth is 
inevitable. Consequently, they are 
carefully controlling it from the very 
beginning, and working with the build- 
ers to assure the community of good 
design and careful environmental 
planning."1 


With land costs what they unfortu- 


nately are today, builders can still 
hold down housing costs with some in- 
genuity. Take New England Village, 
for example, a new community of 345 
single family homes in Schaumburg 
Township. William A. Maybrook, ex- 
ecutive vice president for the devel- 
oper, Lexington Homes, Inc., notes 


that "We went to a land plan which 
gave the new community the density 
It financially required without sacri- 
ficing the conventional single-family 
look and product we wanted." 


The key at New England Village 


was to cluster six to 15 home units 
around heavily landscaped cul-de- 
sacs. This not only proved to be. cost- 
efficient, but it also resulted in ap- 
pealing mini-neighborhoods within, the 
community. 


"Feasibility studies also are a real 


key to controlling costs," said Cliff 
Johnson, project manager for the Em- 
erald Green community of con- 
dominium homes in west suburban 
Warrenville. "The builder must make 
sure he is building the right home in 
the right location. Forcing the wrong 
home into the wrong market means 
that those unsold homes eventually 
find the builder increasing costs else- 
where just to break even." 


Johnson said he's been able to con- 


trol the cost of his homes because the 
construction phases are meticulously 
planned. "We make sure that the 
work of all of our sub-contractors are 
dove-tailed," he said, "There are no 
costly breaks in the construction pro- 
cess. As soon as the concrete is set, 
the carpenters move in, and so on." 


Additional innovative thoughts on 


construction were noted by Jim Oehl- 
berg, director of operations for the 
Woodridge Center community in west 
suburban Woodridge. 


"We've worked hard to standardize 


our construction methods," Oehlberg 
said. "We avoid going to seven or 
e i g h t different sizes of window 
frames, and buy in multiple lots. 
We're also constantly refining our 
planning and scheduling methods." 


Similar construction thoughts were 


voiced by Peter Bianchini, vice presi- 
dent of operations for Lexington De- 
velopment Corp., which has underway 
two-and three-bedroom condominium 
coach houses in Schaumburg — the 
Lexington Green Commnuity. 


"There's obviously nothing we can 


do about the cost of materials," Bian- 
chini notes. "But we can minimize 
those costs. Lunber, for instance, is 
going out of sight. Therefore, we're 
purchasing wood three months in ad- 
vance to guarantee an equitable price. 
We're also experimenting with alter- 
nate kinds of materials. Such as par- 
ticle board for soffits. We're saving 
money that way, and yet not losing 
any quality whatsoever."

You know that, next to your home, your 


automobile is probably the most expensive 
thing you buy. But do you know how much 
your car really costs? 


Now the Federal Highway Administration 


has come up with a study, "Cost of Owning 
and Operating an Automobile, 1976," which 
indicates that the cost for the ten-year life 
of a standard car is $17,879, for a 
197.6 


compact $14,561, and for a subcompact 
$12,638. 


These figures are based on the assump- 


tion of a single owner over the ten-year 
period. The study recognizes that this is not 
usual but notes that half of the autos were 
still on the road after ten years. Costs rise appreciably for the "one- 
year trader" and to lesser degrees for those trading at longer intervals. 


It will cost you 17.88° a mile to drive and maintain a 1976 stand- 


ard car for ten years, 14.56° for the compact, and 12.64* for the 
subcompact. 


The purchase price is the first cost in the long line of expendi- 


tures that must be paid in operating your car during its approximate 
100,000-miie 10-year trip from the assembly line to the junk-yard. 


Depreciation of $4,864 on the standard 1976 model automobile 


is by far the greatest single cost, Other major expenditures on the 
standard-size car for a 10-year period are: 1) $3,664 for maintenance 
and repairs; 2)'$3,193 for gasoline; 3) $2,209 for garaging, parking, 
and tools; 4) $1,678 for insurance. Approximately $1,600 go for State 
and Federal taxes. 


These figures make an interesting inflationary comparison with. 


data supplied by the Federal Highway Administration in 1972. They 
show that costs of operating an automobile have risen almost 32% 
in the past four years. In 1972, the standard car's lifetime expenditure 
included $2,787 for gasoline, $2,147 for maintenance and repairs, 
$1,350 for insurance, and over $1,800 for garaging, parking, and tolls. 


Back in 1972, the report noted that, despite the belief of most 


people, gasoline w.'s not the kind of expenditure many people be- 
lieved it to be. "In fact," the report stated, "during the past 30 years 
the price of gasoline has risen less, relatively, than many of the other 
costs associated with highway transportation. Gasoline is still one of 
the best bargains on today's market." 


Despite the OPEC-influenced rise in prices, gasoline rose from 


15.5% 
to 18.5% 
of the total cost of operating a car over the past 


four years, remaining behind depreciation and repairs as noted above.

$40.000 fire policy on our house for 
many years We had a fire two 
months a so and our beautiful house 
was completely demolished. Believe it 
or not. we cannot collect' 


We have been in contact with the 


Insurance adjuster, and he says the 
house has a maximum value of 
$30.000 Therefore, that's all they in- 
tend to oay us In view of the fact that 
we paid oremiuras on a $40,000 policy 
all this time, don't you think we are 
entitled to collect $40,000' - Burned 
Vp 


In most states, an insured can col- 


lect only for the actual financial loss, 
in spite- of the amount of the fire pol- 
icy If the company's estimate of your 
financhl loss is $30,000, and you think 
your lots was more, you must prove it 
to them 


However, in a few states there are 


valued-oolicy laws Under these cir- 
cumitances, this meant that the in- 
sured can usunllv collect the entire 
amount of the oolicy.

You may then brush with 
a thin coat of white shellac, or you 
could spray the back with a solution 
of one-half pound of blue chips in two 
quarts of water 


Allow the backs of the rugs to dry 


thoroughly This could take as long as 
two days When you turn them over,

John A. Hardin. president of the 


U.S. League of Savings Associations, 
commended Milwaukee and Wisconsin 
savings association leaders for their 
pioneering role in establishing appeals 
procedures for rejected mortgage ap- 
plicants. 


"One of the first citywide mortgage 


review boards was established In Mil- 
waukee.'' Hardin said. 


He addressed the Wisconsin Savings 


and Loan League's annual convention 
at the Pfister Hotel In Milwaukee. 


HARDIN SAID the Milwaukee Area 


Mortgage Opportunity Plan has been 
useful In the development of mortgage 
review panels In other cities 


"We in tht savings and loan busi- 


ness are proud of your accom- 
plishment. You have shown that mort- 
gage lenders stand ready and able to 
take an active, responsible part in ur- 
ban affairs. 


"Equally Important, the experience 


of the Milwaukee Area Mortgage Op- 
portunity Plan has punctured many of 
the widespread myths about inner-city 
lending." 


Hardin said, for example, that only 


a "trickle" of cases are being 
brought to the review panels: fewer 
than one a week in Milwaukee In Mil- 
waukee and some of the other cities, 
the bulk of referrals are unrelated to 
alleged geographic discrimination. 
And In those few cases where "redlin- 
ing" is charged, other factors, such as 
a poor credit history or inadequate in- 
come usually surface as the real prob- 
lems. In some cases, the complaint is 
found to arise from honest misunder- 
standing by the borrower or lender. A 
brief telephone call to the lending in- 
stitution frequently clears up such 
cases within hours of a complaint. 


DESPITE THE scarcity of substan- 


tive cases, however, Hardin said the 
review panels serve the vital function 
of a "release valve" for community 
residents who believe — rightly or 
wrongly — that they were treated un- 
fairly. 


"These panels may get only one or 


two legitimate cases for review in a 
year," he said. 


"But Inactivity doesn't make them 


a waste of time. Par from it. The fact 
that a mortgage review panel Is 
there, ready to give anyone a fair 
hearing, accomplishes two things, 
even if it never had to decide a case. 


"First, it says to the community: 


The savings and loan business wants 
to continue making the dream of 
home ownership a reality — a§ we 
have already helped make nearly two- 
thirds of American families home- 
owners. 


"Second, it's a self-regulating tool 


for the savings and loan business. It 
keeps us on our toes, without the 
heavy hand of red-tape generating 
government mandates." 


Th« Milwaukee Area Mortgage Op* 


portunlty Plan was established In Oc- 
tober 
1974. 


The panel includes seven people 


from the Milwaukee metropolitan 
community, drawn chiefly from out- 
side the savings and loan business. 


Other cities that have savings asso- • 


ciatlons initiated mortgage review 
panels under way are New York City, 
Pittsburgh, Denver, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati. Portland, Ore., Chicago and 
Waterloo, Iowa.

will behave In new ways. 


Writing in the Dec. 1 Wall Street 


Journal. Drucker said, "We may be 
witnessing a new segmentation by 
population dynamics. The older per- 
son, the young adult, the mature mar- 
ried female worker, all may emerge 
as distinct consumer segments that 
will cause marketing men to rewrite 
their rules of how consumers ought to 
behave. Such groups behave 'ratio- 
nally'. But what Is rational for one 
market segment — that which makes 
the most of their economic conditions 
— makes little sense for the other 
group." 


One of Chicago's most successful 


home Uiilding companies recently in- 
troduced a new line of homes basical- 
ly for the reason suggested by Dru- 
cker. The company Is the Hoffman 
Homes 
Division of The 
Hoffman 


Group Inc. The product is Westwlnd 
at West lake, and the reason is the* be- 
lief there is a segment of the home 
buying public that is not being served 
by the traditional housing products. 


Westwlnd is a tine of single-family 


attached .homes, a hvbrid between the 
detached single-family home and the 
townhome that evolved from an in- 
tenie analysis of buyer preferences. 


"We found a significant number of 


shoppers who couldn't fully relate to 
the available choices," said Tracy 
C"o?s. vice president of marketing for 
The Hoffman Group. 


In effect confirming Drucker's ob- 


servations, 
what 
Hoffman 
Homes 


found was a home buying segment 
that was not responding to the tradi- 
tional choices of detached single-fami- 


^ ly homes, standard townhomes, small 
' ' b a s i c homes,"

dominiums or the rental apartment. 


Scores of interviews indicated these 


people were not so much looking for 
a specific kind of house as for a li- 
festyle that would be enhanced — or 
at least not Impeded — by the kind of 
home in which they lived.

In recent months, rent control has 


become a volatile Issue in a number 
of communities and states where such 
measures are under consideration. 
Viewed as a panacea by renters,, 
rent control Is seen by the real estate 
community as a cancer on the free 
enterprise system, according to Stan- 
ley B. Llberman, president of the 
Northwest Suburban Board of Real- 
tors. 


What are the issues? What argu- 


ments are advanced by proponents 
und critics of rent control? What are 
the roots of the issue? 


The roots can be found in World 


War II when the federal government 
enacted nationwide rent control. It 
was only one of a number of emergen- 
cy measures created to stem the tide 
of inflation during a period of econom- 
ic scarcity. 


As a federal measure, rent control 


was terminated after the war, Lieber- 
man said. It was permitted to contin- 
ue on a local option basis. By the 
1960's, only loo locales in the state of 
New York, Including New York City, 
still had rent control laws on the 
books. 


Rent control reappeared 
on the 


scene in the present decade in .re- 
sponse to organized tenant demands. 
States as distant as Alaska and Maine 
have passed enabling legislation per- 
mitting local communities to enact 
rent control, he said. A total of 110 
communities in New Jersey have put 
rent control ordinances on the books 
since a 1973 New Jersey Supreme 
Court ruling that the regulation of 
rents Is within the powers delegated 
by the legislature to municpalitles. 
Other states and cities are consid- 
ering rent control measures currently, 


Pointing to the relatively inelastic 


supply of housing, rent control advo- 
cates contend that this factor works 
against 
persons 
with limited re- 


sources, Lieberman said. They can't 
afford to purchase housing because of 
high home prices and, as vacancy 
rates drop and rents increase, they 
can't afford suitable rental housing ei- 
ther. 


Rental housing — because shelter is 


a basic human need — therefore 
should be regulated, rent control ad- 
vocates maintain. They point to the 
utilities as examples of similar regu- 


Moving home 
goods overseas 
limited by law 


New federal tax laws affecting U.S. 


civilians living overseas and the con- 
tinuing trend of on-the-spot training of 
nitionals by American corporations 
may have a dramatic affect on the 
movement of household goods abroad, 
according to Robert W. Fernstrom 
J r . , president of Chicago-based 
Fernstrom Moving System, an inter- 
national moving and storage com- 
pany. 


The new law. which took effect Jan. 


1. cuts the foreign income exclusion to 
$13,000 from a $25.000 maximum and 
dilutes the foreign tax credit. 


"That may cause some second 


thoughts about relocating overseas, 
especially among the self-employed 
and employes of small companies," 
Fernstrom said. "Big companies gen- 
erally make up their overseas em- 
ployes tax losses. However, they may 
reconsider sending Americans abroad 
because of the added payroll costs." 


Another factor that may 
affect 


those who have plans to move over- 
seas, is the growing trend among 
companies to hire nationals already 
residing there. 


"Nationals returning from studies 


in the U.S., as well as the Increasing 
availability of higher education in 
countries overseas, such as Turkey, 
are a source for professional and 
skilled jobs formerly held by Ameri- 
c a n s and Western 
Europeans," 


Fernstrom said. 


A 
spokesman 
for Sears Inter- 


national confirmed that his corpo- 
ration and others are sending fewer 
Americans abroad to live. He said 
Sears is currently training nationals 
in their own countries to perform 
store duties. Sears operates 102 stores 
in 13 foreign countries. 


The number of American employees 


moving to the estimated 20,000 foreign 
business enterprises 
controlled by 


U.S. corporations had been rising at 
an annual rate of 15 per cent. The 
figures are expected to drop dramati- 
cally. 


Included among the more than one 


million Americans living in foreign 
countries are students, teachers, mili- 
tary personnel, retirees and some dis- 
enchanted citizens. 


"While government and military 


employees won't be affected by the 
tax change, other persons will. Those 
on fixed incomes will certainly re- 
consider the costs involved in "living 
abroad." Fernstrom said. "It will also 
be harder for companies to deal with 
the new tax rate in terms of the bene- 
fits employees expect,"

In response to these arguments, 


critics of rent control say that such 
measures tend to block -growth in th 
r e n t a l housing market by dis- 
couraging private investors. 


They say rent controls place t\3 


burden of inflation on the apartment 
owners who are unable to pass in- 
creasing costs on to tenants. Between 
1973 and 1975, according'to the In- 
stitute of Real Estates Management, 
an affiliate of the National Association 
of Realtors, heating fuel costs in- 
creased more than 97 per cent nation- 


wide. Utilities .went up" more than 47 
per cent, repairs increased 26 per 
cent and total operating expenses ad- 
vanced 13 per cent. During the same 
period rents went up only 8.7 per cent. 


Critics of rent .controls point out 


that as the rental market becomes un- 
profitable, some owners convert their 
apartments to condominiums, Lieber- 
man said. Others let their buildings 
deteriorate • becasuse they are forced 
to postpone maintenance and repairs. 
In the. end, some abandon their build- 
ings. New rental buildings hi rent con- 
trolled markets tend to fall into the 


high rent category because:., such, 
buildings are not ..usually covered in- 
rent control ordinances. 


Lower property values result when 


the buildings are allowed to deterior- 
ate, critics say. Communities lose tax 
revenue and are often faced with ta* 
delinquencies. For example, in 1975 
tax 
delinquencies 
in 
New 
York 


reached the six per cent level, the 
highest rate since the Great Depres- 
sion. The burden fbr lost taxes shifts 
to the over-burdened singly-family 
homeowner. 


In its 1977 Statement of Policy, the 


National Association of. Realtors op- 
poses rent control ordinances because 
they adversely affect owner-rental oc- 
cupant lease covenants, severely dis- 
courage construction and/or rehabili-. 
tation of rental units necessary to 
meet national housing goals and inevi- 
tably distort the tax-bale by placing a 
disproportionate share on the single- 
family homeowner and other non-rent- 
al properties." 


Instead of increasing needed hous- 


ing, rent controls have discouraged its 
creation — rent controls help no one 
and hurt everyone, Lieberman said.

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Property must be kept tenantable 


Who's responsible for what? 
In the sometimes-strained relation- 


ships existing between landlord and 
tenant, about nine-tenths of the dis- 
putes revolve around this very basic 
question. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: 


My husband and I leased a home in 


the country. A few weeks ago the wa- 
tor pump broke and we had it repair- 
ed. Who has to pay the bill? Us or the 
landlord? 


By the way, can you recommend an 


understandable brochure about real 
estate problems — taxes, mortgages, 
tenancy, etc.? Mrs. E. F. C. (Cooper- 
sburg. Pa.) 


A. For many casual observers the 


standard lease form seems to put the 
lion's share of the burden on the ten- 
ant and lets the landlord off with vir- 
tually no responsibility for anything. 
That Isn't quite the way it is, but it's 
certainly how it seems at times. 


Ironically, the general rule Is that 


neither party to a lease is really re- 
quired to make repairs to surrender 
the premises at the expiration of the 
lease in as good a condition as it was 
at the beginning of occupancy — rea- 
sonable wear and tear by the ele- 
ments expected. That would seem to 
put the entire burden on the tenant for 
anything, and everything, that goes 
wrong during his occupancy. 


But there's one catch, the landlord 


is charged with making sure the prop- 
erty is kept tenantable. If he does not, 
the tenant is free to consider the lease 
broken and that he has been "con- 
structively evicted." 


Obviously, a house cannot remain 


tenantable very long with an inopera- 
tive water pump; so this would make 
the repair the landlord's responsi- 
bility. Fortunately, most landlords are 
pretty reasonable in this respect and' 
know, full well, that major break- 
downs like this are their baby.

cold: Allstate 


Most people would agree that this 


winter has been a catastrophe, but for 
many homeowners throughout the 
country the catastrophe is very real, 
reports Allstate Insurance Co. 


Allstate, the nation's second largest 


home Insurer, says at least 5,200 of 
the homes it Insures have suffered 
bad winter damage. The severe freez- 
ing conditions of the last two weeks of 
January have prompted the company 
to set up a catastrophe claims han- 
dling organization, similar to those it 
uses for damage from tornados and 
other severe storms. 


The Insurance industry service or- 


ganization has also termed the situ- 
ation a catastrophe. 


"Structural damage from snow and 


freeze — damaged pipes make up the 
bulk of the $2.7 million in claims we 
expect," said Donald Cameron, Alls- 
tate's property claims director. 


Homeowners will pay for about 


$500,000 of that damage through tle- 
tluctibles. Damage has been worst in 
the southern United States, account- 
ing for about half of the claims. Many 
of the homes in the South were built 
with plumbing that was insufficiently 
insulated to withstand cold as severe 
as the kind we have had this winter. 


Cameron 
warns 
that 
additional 


damage may occur later this winter, 
particularly from leaking roofs. To 
prevent damage through the rest of 
the winter here are a few tips for pro- 
tecting a home: 


• Tf water pipes are not well in- 


sulated or they run through concrete 
slabs, they may be susceptible to 
bursting. To prevent this, keep faucet 
on at a trickle during extreme cold 
spells. As long as water is moving in 
the system it will not freeze. 


• If water pipes cannot be left with 


water running through them, — as in 
the frequent case of refrigerator ice 
cube makers, consider insulating the 
pipes. 


• Remove ice and snow that build 


up at the gutters, particularly after 
short thawing periods. Otherwise, a 
refreezing may cause a buildup of ice 
at the gutter level and force water 
back up the roof and underneath the 
roofing material. Eventually, it seeps 
down through the attic and walls. 


• If ice and snow buildup at gutters 


is a perennial problem, it may be 
worth installing electric coils near the 
gutters. 


• Most normal snowfall will slide 


off of a roof, but it would be wiso to 
keep an eye on the amount that re- 
mains. If there is a heavy buildup, 
pull it off with a long pole or rake to 
prevent structural or water damage. 
But be careful, make sure nothing is 
in the way when the man-made ava- 
lanche descends.

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Farming on solar energy 
may be corn belt's future 


"Some corn belt farmers already 


arc relying on the sun to help them 
dry grain. But it's not for everybo/y 
yet, even though research data makes 
the concept look practical." 


That's how Eugene Shove. Univer- 


sity of Illinois agricultural engineer, 
sees solar grain drying in Illinois. 


Though in Us early stages, research 


on solar grain drying already offers 
producers a variety of approaches to 
harness the sun's energy. 


The choice of a "best system" 


seems to depend on how much the 
producer expects the sun to do, how 
much he's willing to invest, ajid how 
else he can use the system to spread 
costs over other parts of the farm op- 
eration. 


SOLAR GRAIN DRYING isn't new. 


Research has been in progress since 
the 1950s. But the concept got a real 
boost from the 1973 fuel crisis. By late 
1974. new projects were under way at 
two USDA Agricultural Research Ser- 
vice locations and seven state agricul- 
tural experiment stations. The Illinois 
station is one of those sites, and Shove 
heads the solar grain drying project. 


Before the 1973 fuel crisis, most pro- 


ducers used a high-temperature sys- 
tem to dry grain. The system is fast 
— but 90 to 95 per cent of the energy 
must come from fossil fuels. 


When fuel supplies got tight and 


prices increased, Shove and other re- 
searchers began studying ways to de- 
velop a low-temperature drying sys- 
tem. The systems they developed rely 
on heat in the air to lower grain mois- 
ture levels. 


THE PROCESS takes' longer than a 


high-temperature system. And some- 
times sharp temperature drops make 
the job of drying grain nearly impos- 
sible so fossil fuel systems must be 
used again. 


Relying on the sun as a source of 


energy is an effort to strike a happy 
medium — to speed the drying pro- 
cess and avoid high energy costs.

Shove hove found they can collect 
enough energy to do the job with rela- 
tively Inexpensive solar collectors. 
Most collectors consist of a material 
that traps radiant heat energy be- 


tween a cover and a dull,, black and 
perhaps roughened, corrugated 
or 


v-shaped absorbent surface. A fan 
forces air ov.er and around the heat- 
absorbing surface, raising the air 
temperature before it is blown into 
the grain bin. 


A number of collectors have been 


used in teits to determine what types 
of materials and designs are the most 
efficient, the most maintenance free 
and least expensive. Plastic collectors 
inflated by air or supported on a light 
frame have been tried. Tests have 
shown the plastic is difficult to main- 
tain and inflated collectors collapse 
under snow. On the other hand, the 
cost of installation and the time re- 
quired to install plastic collectors are 
relatively low. 


ANOTHER TYPE OF collector is a 


collar wrapped around a round metal 
storage bin. The bin first is painted 
black on the side facing the sun. Then 
clear fiberglass roofing is nailed to 
wood bolted around the bin, leaving a 
three-inch gap where the warm air 
can accumulate. The bin's ventilation 
fan draws the warm air collected be- 
tween the clear fiberglass' and the 
black bin and blows it through the 
moist corn. 


Other collectors use roofs and side- 


walks of adjacent metal buildings 
such as machinery sheds. 


Grain drying tests have shown col- 


lector efficiency to range from 12 to 
62 per cent. The mo-t efficient collec- 
tors that could be used for drying 
were small diameter cylinders or 
lubes. Those collectors shown to be 
least efficient were unpainted, bare- 
metal collectors mounted on the side- 
walks of bins. 


SOLAR ENERGY can be used 


directly when it is available. But what 
about when the 
sun isn't • shining? 


Some researchers feel performance of 
solar systems could be improved for 
use during the night and during ex- 
tended periods of cloudy and rainy 
weather by building heat storage 
units. 


In solar storage systems air treated 


with solar energy is used to heat peb- 
bles, rocks and other materials. Then' 
during periods when direct solar ener- 
gy is not available air is moved 


through storage material and recov- 
ers the stored heat. In the process the 
air's humidity is lowered before it is 
passed through the grain as drying 
air. 


Researchers also are using saucer- 


shaped reflectors and curved'surfaces 
to gather the sun's rays. Such collec- 
tors are called concentrators because 
they focus the energy and achieve 
higher temperatures. The heat is then 
channeled through water-filled pipes 
to solar ponds, gravel pits, and in 
some cases wet soil heat storage 
units. 
• 
• 


SOLAR PONDS resemble indoor 


swimming pools painted on the sides 
•and bottom. A strong salt solution is 
used in the pools because fluctuations 
in water temperatures are limited in 
salt water. 


But since low-temperature grain 


drying does not need a great amount 
of heat storing solar energy is not 
practical at.this time. Shove, how- 
ever, said if farmers start making 
multiple u?e of solar energy, storage 
will become important. 


.Solar collectors for space and water 


heating as well as grain and forage 
drying are being studied. Such mul- 
tiple uses would reduce equipment 
costs charged to solar grain drying 
and further reduce dependence on fos- 
sil fuels.

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Housing so scarce people stand in line 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The newly 


rich of land-scarce Hong Kong are lit- 
erally waiting In lines these days for a 
chance to become homeowners. 


Thousands were so eager to buy 


homes last month that they spent two 
nights waiting outside a read estate of- 
fice to make a deposit on a massive 
housing complex which has yet to be 
built on what was once 17.5 acres of 
dairy pasture. 


Private developers, Including some 


of Hong Kong's industrial giants, and 
the government are moving in to 
meet the demand. And many promise 
the introduction of a completely new 
mode of residential living. 


Brokers and profiteers, too, are 


seizing the golden hour. 


"People began showing up 30 hours 


before we put up two blocks of Chi Fu 
Fa Yuen for sale," a spokesman for 
the developers said. 


The mammoth $120 million residen- 


tial complex, slated to accommodate 


20,000 persons in 4,350 apartments 
when completed in five years, is 
aimed at those in the middle income 
bracket. 


So many people gathered on the 


first day, the spokesman said, that 
registration cards were given out so 
the people could go home and return 
on the day of sales. When another 
batch of people arrived, some re- 
ceived offers of up to $600 for the 


"The cards merely snowed that you 


has a position in line. They were not 
receipts for deposits, although some 
people were led to think they were," a 
company official said. 


The apartments were selling at 


prices from $22,000 to $40,000. 


Measures to cut down profiteering 


were introduced at some of the so- 
called "deluxe" estates springing up 
throughout Hong Kong. 


At Md Fu Sun Chuen, the first such 


giant estate here which is 90 per cent 


owned by the American Mobil Oil Cor. 
and already houses more than 60,000 
persons, no ownership changes are ac- 
cepted for three months after the first 
installment for its newest units. 


The most common reason given for 


the desire to own homes is that one 
pays as much on rent as on monthly 
installments. "So why pay a landlord 
when I can become a landlord myself, 
in time?" said interior designer Wong 
Huwung. 


Most installment plans run for from 


10-20 years. Home buyers in this Brit- 
ish colony do not seem disturbed by 
the existence of the lease which al- 
lows Britain to rule much of Hong 
Kong for exactly 20 years more. 
"China can take Hong Kong any time 
it wants to; so why worry about a 
piece of old paper?" said one home- 
owner.

Take any lot with any kind of house

you know these things at the outset, 
you set goals to work toward and this 
makes planning easier. 


Service stations become 
neighborhood sights 


"Keep an eye on that neighborhood 


gas station — before long you may not 
recognize it." 


Speaking is Richard J. Boushka, 


president and chief executive officer 
of Vlckers Energy Corp., a sub-hold- 
ing company of Esmark, Inc., Chi- 
cago, Esmark is a diversified holding 
company with additional major inter- 
ests In foods, chemicals and personal 
products. 


"Community spirit Is making a big 


comeback in the seventies," says 
Boushka, "and gas stations are join- 
ing right in. Stations are developing 
as neighborhood centers — with ex- 
teriors designed to fit in with the sur- 
rounding architecture." 


As an example, he cites an East- 


ern city where the local fine arts com- 
mission stepped in — halting plans to 
tear down a gas station. Reason? It 
would "disrupt the distinctive charac- 
ter" of the area. 


Another station fits in so well that 


the upstairs of this two-story building 
is occupied by a local church. 


"Gas stations have always reflected 


the tastes and moods of the times, ob- 
serves Boushka, "but never more 
than today." 


Some highlights of the history of 


gas station architecture are provided 
by Boushka: 


• First period of distinctive design: 


the 1930s. Watchwords of that era 
were "chin up" and "tighten your 
belt." Gas stations reflected these 
concepts with the Spartan look — 
small, boxy, and plain. 


• The postwar mid-forties saw a 


real boom. Stations expanded rapidly 
— adding service bays, new hydraulic 
lifts and more pump islands. Ex- 
teriors became more adventurous, as 
steel and glass came more and more 
into play. 


• In the fifties, America really hit, 


the road. Superhighways sprouted — 
and cars swarmed over them. Curves 
and fins on the autos were echoed in 
t h e super-streamlined shapes of 
"gasoline plazas." 


• Specialization 
and 
innovation 


were the hallmarks of the 1960's, as 
well as self-service islands. Design 
•features embraced modern and West- 
ern looks — there was also a run on 
traditional — Colonial or Williams- 
burg styling in brick. 


The corner gas station will continue 


to be a sign of the times, says 
Boushka: "As community tastes and 
needs change, gas station will follow 
close behind." 


Make a ist of all the things you

In following articles each of the 


plans shown here will be developed 
more fully and at larger scale to illus- 
trate the process of working from a 
general scheme to a detailed one.

Indoor, outdoor lighting 
accents features of home 


"Proper and adequate lighting is a 


viable silent partner for home build- 
ers." 


Throwing some light on this subject 


is Jackson W. Goss, president and 
chief executive officer of Investors 
Mortgage Insurance Company, Bos- 
ton. 


"Lighting aids dramatically in help- 


ing to achieve a cheerful atmosphere 
which also abets security require- 
ments." he said. 


Gos-t says that extensive lighting is 


absolutely necessary to make a room 
warm, inviting and completely use'ful. 


"Home builders pay attention to 


lighting and fixtures. They set up a 
fixed dollar lighting allowance and 
have buyers select fixtures based on 
this allowance or permit them to take 
credits to use at their own suppliers," 
Go<« said. 


True, lighting can be expensive, 


and economics govern its usage, but it 
is invaluable in maintaining strong 
home sales, he said. Custom-made fix- 
tures have that eye appeal that helps 
"turn on" potential buyers, he said. 


Goss believes that one should not 


confine lighting to the interior of a 
home, either.

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Landscaping good aid 
to saving energy in home 


Americans, In their'efforts to save 


energy, tend to concentrate on the in- 
sides of their homes — added in- 
sulation, less use of appliances, and 
soon. 


But Mobil Oil Corp. and its con- 


sumer affairs directir, Judi Hampton, 
say there are things to be done on the 
outside as well. 


Landscaping, for example, "is ex- 


tremely important," according to Ms. 
Hampton. 


"Building or planting a windbreak 


can prevent the wind from hitting 
your home full-force," she says. "And 
this is especially important for people 
who have not gotten around to sealing 


all the leaks in their homes, because 
wind coming through ttiose leaks can 
increase heating bills by as much as 
20 per cent." 


HAMPTON ALSO notes that proper 


lanscaping — including the planting p£ 
trees — "can help keep down your air 
conditioning cost in the summer." 


In designing your house for max- 


imum protection, she suggests that 
"south and west window exposures be 
used for living areas. 


"These areas normally get more 


sun and less wind, which can save 
energy and money in the winter," she 
says. "In the summer, the sun can be 
kept out by installing awnings." 


But, Ms. Hampton adds, "You don't 


want to keep the sun out to the win- 
ter. 


"Pulling drapes back and shades 


and blinds up during the day can help 
warm up a room even on the coldest 
winter day. Too many of us barricade 
ourselves in the house for the winter 
— away from even the'helpful ele- 
ments outside, like the sun. 


"That means we also use more elec- 


tricity by keeping the lights on during 
the day." 


Ms. Hampton notes that a 100-watt 


bulb left on for an average of six 
hours a day will, at the .end of a year, 
consume the energy equivalent of a 
half-barrel of oil.

Some tips on planting windbreaks 


Need more insulation for your 


house? How would you like some in- 
sulation that's up to SO feet thick? You 
can get it by planting a windbreak. 


Windbreaks are permanent so you 


need to consider their layout care- 
fully. You should give consideration to 
species, location, site preparation, 
and maintenance. 


The planting should be made to cov- 


er the direction which the more sev- 
ere winter storms come form. In Illi- 
nois, this means planting on the north 
and west sides of buildings. Leave 
about 75 to 150 feet between the wind- 
break and the area to be protected. 
The farther away you plant it, the 
longer it will be before you get any 
protection. 


THERE ARE MANY evergreens 


and shrubs available for windbreaks, 
some evergreens suitable for plant- 
ings are: white pine, red pine Aust- 
rian pine, differed spruces or red ce- 
dar. It's important to choose a specie 
that is suited to the soil. Refer to a 


soils map for this information. 


Shrubs add beauty to your wind- 


breaks, furnish wildlife fooS and 
shelter, as well as provide protection 
from the surface winds. These shrubs 
may be planted on either side of your 
windbreak. Some suitable shrubs are: 
autumn olive, silky and gray dog- 
wood, amur honeysuckle, or lilac. 
Many kinds will work but be sure they 
are adapted to the site. 


The kind of protection desired will 


determine the number of rows in the 
windbreak planting. 
A ' farmstead 


windbreak should consist of at least 
three rows of plants. Some com- 
binations may be two rows of ever- 
green and one row of shrubs, two 
rows of evergreen and two rows of 
shrubs with a row on the windward 
and leeward sides, or three rows of 
evergreens in adjacent rows. 


To help the plantings survive, com- 


peting vegetation should be controlled 
the year of planting. This control 
should be continued for several years. 


Be sure to keep livestock and poultry 
out of the windbreak and divert any 
barnlot drainage from the area. 


For assistance in getting you In- 


sulation started, contact the Soil Con- 
servation Service.

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'Stage set for real estate growth' 


A strong recovery in 1976 from the real estate crunch of 1973-75 


has set the stage for further expansion in 1977. Industrial property, 
office space, neighborhood shopping centers and new home con- 
struction will spearhead the upswing. 


That optimistic prediction by Michael F. Prltchett, mortgage . 


officer in the real estate finance division of Baird & Warner, Inc., 
Is based on his expectations that 1977 wili produce these condl-' 
lions: 


• Steady growth In the economy with a consequent absorption of 


available real estate. 


• An abundance of mortgage money. 
• Manageable rates of inflation and predictable building costs. 
• A return of confidence and willingness by both lenders and 


developers to take risks. 


This contrasts sharply with the recent depression in real estate, 


Prltchett said. 


Pritchett said much of the excess of space in commercial and 


Industrial real estate at the end of 197S has been absorbed. 


PRITCHETT SAID there is now an abundance of long- and 


short-term money at more attractive rates available to the real 
estate industry. 


He noted that long-term rates for mortgage loans secured by 


income-producing properties that were at 10 per cent or more at 
the end of 197S have now dropped by a full percentage point. 
Single-family home mortgages are now trending toward 8.25 per 
cent plus service fee. 


The final ingredient in his forecast for continued recovery Is the 


abatement of inflation from above 10 per cent in 1974 to a current 
rate of about 5 per cent, which Pritchett said the economy and 
real estate industry find generally tolerable. 


As a consequence of an improving business climate, developers 


and lenders seem more willing to assume risks, Pritchett said. 


Pritchett's specific expectations for 1977 are: 
• Industrial buildings: Vacancy is down and no space is avail- 


able for certain sizes of building in many markets. During 1976 
many build-to-suit industrial buildings and a few "speculative" 
Industrial buildings were developed. Among the areas with no- 
minal vacancy are Hlllaide, Bellwood, Broadview, eastern Du- 
Page County, Morton Grove and Niles. By the spring of 1977, 
construction will have started In the O'Hare industrial area, where 
vacancy is steadily dropping, in several buildings of size in excess 
of 100,000 square feet. 


• Office buildings: The recovery in the office building market 


has already commenced with large blocks of suburban and down- 
town office space already leased or under negotiation. Construc- 
tion started in 1976 on major office buildings without preleasing in 
the O'Hare, Schaumburg, Oak Brook and Edens corridor areas. 


• Shopping centers: 1974-1976 was a turbulent period for the 


shopping center industry. The greatest .shopping center activity 
was in suburban neighborhood centers anchored by a food store. 
The development of neighborhood centers will continue during 1977 
and will benefit from the suburban single-family home boom now 
underway. There probably will not be a large number of commu- 
nity centers (anchored by a food store and a discount or depart- 
ment store) developed in the Chicago area in 1977. 


• Single-family homes: Construction of new single-family homes 


paced the recovery in 1976 and the pace of construction will contin- 
ue in 1977. The Bell Federal Survey of Buildings showed 23,381 
home starts in the first 11 months of 1976 versus 13,913 home starts 
in the first 11 months of 1975, an increase of 68 per cent. Commu- 
nities such as Schaumburg, Naperville, Vernon Hills and Roselle 
are leading in construction of single-family homes. 


• Multi-family housing: The development of multi-family hous- 


ing, which includes rental apartments and condominiums, was in a 
depressed state during 1976. Apartment development was especial- 
ly hard hit by the combination of high construction costs, high 
borrowing costs, rapidly inflating operating costs such as real 
estate taxes and utilities, and, in some parts of the country, over- 
building. Though these conditions have improved, it will take a 
combination of still higher rents and still lower long-term interest 
rates before there will be a recovery in the construction of con- 
ventionally-financed apartments.

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'Managers must fight inflation' 


Joseph T. Aveni, 1977 president of 


the Institute of Real Estate Manage- 
ment, believes it's time professional 
property managers recognize their re- 
sponsibilities to the housing industry 
as a whole. 


Avenl, who heads the national asso- 


ciation of Certified Property Man- 
agers, stressed that all professional 
property managers have a responsi- 
bility to aid in the national drive to 
conserve energy and curb inflation. 


An 1REM research publication, 


shows that heating fuel costs have 
skyrocketed for the third consecutive 
year. For the period 1973 through 
1OT5, heating fuel costs rose 97.7 per 
cent and utility bills Increased 47.7 
per cent. According to Aveni, "All in- 
dicators emphasize that this trend will 
continue. We must learn how to cope 
with it." 


"To this end," Aveni said, "IKEM 


and the Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration, in 1977, will cooperate in a 
joint study to measure the effects of 


specific energy conserving procedures 
nationally. Hopefully, the result will 
be a publication" which details effec- 
tive energy conserving guidelines for 
apartment buildings." 


Aveni also said that "because of 


their unique perspective, professional 
property managers share a responsi- 
bility to alert the housing .industry, as 
well as the public, to impending dan- 
gers such as .the current spread of 
rent control in this country." He cited 
IREM's official position — that rent 


Industry gunning for cable pirates 


Cable television operators, who for 


years were accused of pirating other 
people's programs, now find the shoe 
on the other foot. They complain 
home viewers are stealing programs 
from them. 


The cable TV companies settled 


nearly all their disputes with the 
broadcasters some years ago. 
•Piracy of programs from their 
cabte networks by people who didn't 
want to pay the monthly fee was a 
piddling matter until Home Box Of- 
fice, Inc., of New York and similar 
firms began marketing new feature 
films and other special attractions, 
piping them into homes through local 
cable networks. 


That raised the ante significantly. 


Veterans 'good risk9 


in mortgage market 


"Veterans are good risks when bor- 


rowing money to purchase a home," 
says Donald R. Ramsey, director of 
the Chicago regional office of the Vet- 
erans Administration. 


He based his opinion on VA records 


of veterans who have received VA- 
guaranteed home loans through his of- 
fice. 


The typical veteran-borrower had 


service during the Vietnam era, was 
born in the middle or late forties and 
has an income of about $1,000 a 
month. 


The average veteran buying a home 


is married, has two children, buys a 
once-used single family home for 
about $29,000 and has worked for the 
same employer for more than two 
years. 


The chiseler who could save only $5 to 
$8 a month by an Illegal hookup now 
was able to steal perhaps $15 worth 
of programs in a month that way. 


This caused a tremendous increase 


in the thieving by means of illegal 
hookups and a number of cable tele- 
vision companies felt they were losing 
a lot of money, said John Barrington, 
a vice president of Home Box Office. 


"Not all of the cheats fire home- 


owners,'.' Barrington said. "We and 
other cable operators also have been 
victimized by electricians who repre- 
sented themselves as working for 
HBO or the local cable TV company. 
These characters made illegal hook- 
ups and proceeded to collect and 
pocket the monthly fees." 


Teleprompter Corp., the country's 


largest cable television operator, has 
been particularly active in cracking 
down on the program pirates. 


"We have adopted a very tough pol- 


icy and it is paying off," said Presi- 
dent William J. Bresnan of Tele- 
prompter's cable TV division. Tele- 
prompter has obtained arrests of per- 
sons for illegally hooking their receiv- 
ers into its cable networks in Ala- 
bama, California, Florida, New York 
and Ohio. It also has persuaded a 
number of city governments to enact 
new ordinances providing stiff penal- 
ties for illegal hookups. 


Florida has enacted a state law per- 


mitting judges to inflict sentences of 
up to a year in jail and fines of up to 
$1,000 for program piracy. The local 
governments often lose heavily by the 
piracy since their fees from the cable 
operators are on a percentage of 
receipts basis. 


Barrington said the field for piracy 


of cable television programs is sub- 


stantial because the number of pre- 
mium programs now being offered is 
large and they are attracting a good 
market. 


Any good electrician can moke an 


illegal hookup, he conceded, although 
it is somewhat difficult with the new- 
er type equipment used by companies 
like Teleprompter and HBO, which 
employ unscrambling circuits to filter 
out of the viewing audience the vast 
number of non-subscribers. 


Barrington also said that, like the 


"blue box" with which so many per- 
sons have ripped off the telephone

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January building permits 
down 35.3% from 1976 


The number of building permits is- 


sued In the Chicago area in January 
was 3S.3 per cent lower than for the 
name month in 1976, according to a 
survey by Bell Federal Savings and 
Loan Asm., Chicago. 


The survey shows that the number 


of permits issued by municipalities 
and counties for stogie-family end 
multiple-family construction dropped 
from 1,064 in January 1976 to 682 for 
the same month this year. 


The most significant difference oc- 


curred in the construction of multiple- 
family housing where the number of 
permits issued decreased 83 per cent, 
from 472 in January 1976 to 81 for the 
same month this year. 


Single-family building permits post- 


ed an increase of 3 per cent, going 
from 582 in January 1976 to 601 during 
the same month this year. 


The number of permits issued for 


single-family homes in the suburban 
areas was 428 in January 1976, almost 
unchanged from the 431 issued the 
previous January. The suburbs issued 
permits for 41 multiple-family units in 
January this year compared to 448 in 
the same month in 1976. 


Chicago issued 27 permits for 


single-family homes this 
January 


compared to 16 in 1976. Multiple-fami- 
ly housing permits in Chicago num- 
bered 22 this January, up from none 
the previous year. 


The unincorporated areas issued 146 


single-family permits in January com- 
pared to 135 in the same month the 
previous year. The number of permits 
issued in the unincorporated areas for 
multiple-family housing was 18 in 
January, a decrease from the 24 the 
year before. 


Naperville, which issued 36 building 


permits in January, was the leading 
municipality in the Chicago area. 


Other municipalities that ranked in 


the top 10 for the issuance of building 
permits in January were: Orland 
Park, with 35; Hobart, Ind., with 25; 
Schaumburg, with 21; Roselle, with 
20; Libertyville, with 19; Carol1 
Stream, with 18; Wheeling, with 16; 
Northbrook and Bolingbrook, both 
with 12.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Coping with 


rapid and disruptive obsolescence, a 
tough problem In many businesses, ts 
acute in computer terminals but Ed- 
ward D. Orenstein of Minneapolis 
feels he has found the answer. 


Orenstein heads a company called 


Data 100 Corp. He has been in the 
data display business since 1958 and 
left Control Data, the big main-frame 
computer maker in Minneapolis, In 
1969 to join the group forming Data 
100. 


"The answer to the obsolescence 


problem Is to insist always on high 
quality and extreme versatility in 
your equipment." Orenstein said. 


"Remote batch terminal equipment 


and multifunction processing are by 
their nature bound to be more a leas- 
ing than a sale business," he added. 
"So you've got to make and uso equip- 
ment that will pay for itself in a rea- 
sonable tune, then earn an increased 
profit for some years longer if you 
really want to make out. To do that 
you must insist on both high quality) 
and extreme versatility." 


A company that leases low-priced 


cars and trucks can solve the obsoles- 
cence problem by trading its vehicles 
every two or three years. A company 
that leases very expensive trucks

Standard tax deduction increased 


by United Press International 


Taxpayers wrestling with their 1976 


federal individual income tax returns 
this year will tlnd the sweeping and 
not-go-subtle Tax Reform Act of last 
year has touched on more than a few 
areas of return filing concern. 


First off, the standard deduction 


has been increased again. The max- 
imum percentage standard deduction 
is $2,400 for single persons, $2,800 for 
married persons filing joint returns 
and for surviving spouses, and $1,400 
for married persons filing separate 
returns, according to the Commerce 
Clearing House, Chicago, an authority 
on tax law. 


The low-income allowance standard 


deduction is $1,700 for single persons, 
$2,100 for married persons filing joint 
returns and for surviving spouses, and 
$1,050 for married persons filing sejfa- 
rate returns. The income lev.els at 
which most taxpayers are required to 
file also have been raised. 


THE LONG FAMILIAR Optional 


Tax Tables have been replaced by ta- 
bles that are based on taxable in- 
come. These new tables must be used 
by all taxpayers whose taxable in- 
comes are $20,000 or less. Taxpayers

Albert Forslev's retirement is "for the birds!" 


At age 76, Al keeps happier than a whole flock of 


larks ... creating colorful birdhouses complete with 
much loving and intricate detail. 


This grandfather of 11 also fashions dollhouses to 


rival any In Santa's workshop. At least, grand- 
daughters Lorle Forsley and Karln Nagel think so. 


Trail along with this contented, gentle Mount Pros- 


pect retiree into his neat-as-a-pln basement work- 
shop. Smells of newly sawed wood and fresh paint 
tickle your nose as you descend the stairs, and 
bright colors jump out at you. 


"I love to work with my hands," Al confides, show- 


Ing off an enchanting (tollhouse he's willing to sell 
and rows and rows of nesting havens in various 
hues, sizes and styles. 


Cutting out larger wood or Masonite pieces with 


his table saw and smaller, more intricate trim with 
a Jigsaw, Forslev makes his birdhouses in either an 
Alpine design or a red barn, both in several sizes. 


AL ENHANCES HIS gold, brown and green Alpine 


model with cut-out fir trees flanking the birds' 
front door. He trims the red barn with a white roof 
and perch, paints on a brown and yellow barn door 
for an authentic country touch. 


Forslev suggests you might like to hang two or 


more of his models to attract birds large and small, 
and to beautify your yard. They are for sale at 
Klehm's in Arlington Heights. If you know this gen- 
erous man, you and your feathered friends may al- 
ready enjoy his handiwork. 


"I've given away many to friends, relatives, and 


acquaintances," he confessed, smiling. 


Before Al began making birdhouses for Klehm's ha 


spent some spare time designing and putting togeth- 
er dollhouses, the first ones for his granddaughters, 
He estimates he's built about 10. 


Al has a "little beauty" in his workshop right now, 


and for the right price, he might sell. "It takes so 
much time, I'd want a good price," he said thought- 
fully. 


The three-storied Swiss chalet stands about 40 


inches high and is 18 inches wide. Al has fashioned 
wide doors both in front and back, for easy, comfort- 
able playtime. 


FOR THIS MINIATURE domicile decorated with 


Alpine balcony, Forslev cut out chalet-style windows 
complete with flower boxes in front, "stained glass" 
at the sides. He pasted nature scenes simulating the 
outdoors to back windows. 


Three floors are joined by movable stairways 


with railings and a large second floor landing. 


Al, a friendly soul, is happily content in his re- 


tirement with wife, Millie. 


"So now I'm retired. Who said retirement is bore- 


dom?" he asks, his blue eyes twinkling. "I think it is 
wonderful. I'm having the time of my life!" 


He says he feels no differently than he did at 50 


and looks it, too! Perhaps his philosophy is his se- 
cret. 


"Why worry? It's a ridiculous waste of time!" 


says Al. And why sit in a chair adding years to your 
life when it's so much more fun keeping busy? For- 
slev has so much to do and to think about he finds 
life a continuing marvel and a delight.

Try latch-hooking a coat-of-arms 


The use of a family coat-of- 


arms as a decorative object in the 
home has become popular in the 
last five years. You can easily ob- 
tain a coat-of-arms, genuine or 
otherwise, through mail order ad- 
vertisements in many magazines. 


Some are simply framed as 


they are, some are reproduced in 
colored uiks on parchment and 
many are used as the subject for 
a lovely piece of needlework. 


The illustrated hanging, a latch- 


hook reproduction of the Graham 
coat-of-arms, is quite large (a 40- 
inch circle) and is one of the pret- 
tiest examples I've seen of coat- 
of-arms stitchery. 


To do your own, you will first 


need a pattern. 


DECIDE ON THE finished di- 


mensions of your planned work 
and take your coat-of-arms to a 
printer to have it blown up to the 
proper size. 


If your work is to be very large, 


you might cut the picture into 
four pieces and have them blown 
up separately. Be sure to ask for 
the positive print rather than the 
negative. 


Now you are ready to put the 


design on canvas. You will need a 
piece of latch-hook canvas large 
enough to accommodate your 
planned dimensions, plus plenty of 
selvage to turn under when fin- 
ished. 


Center the coat-of-arms, pin the 


canvas and pattern together se- 
curely and trace all outlines with 
a black Sanford Nepo pen. 


PAINTING THE DESIGN is not 


necessary, since you are allowed 
more creative freedom if you sim- 
ply work with black lines. 


Remember in your tracing that 


latch hook is worked in the spaces 
— not on the thread intersections, 
as in needlepoint. 


As for yarn, you might use

regular prepared latch-hook wool. 
However, the pile on the illus- 
trated piece is not as shaggy as 
standard latch hook. Instead, the 
artist used knitting worsted that 
she cut in equal, but shorter, 
lengths. Her reason was color se- 
lection and a little more freedom 
in shading colors. 


When you-are ready to work, 


begin with all of the black outlines 
first. 


When outlining is finished, first 


do any necessary shading. This is 
where you can use your own 
imagination, as few colors on the 


original print will be shaded.

Today I read a letter In your column that could have been 


written by me. I have gone on diets and have lost weight but 
cannot lose my tummy or slim my fat thighs. One of my friends 
actually asked me if I was pregnant because I look like I am four 
or five months along. It is so maddening to diet day after day and 
(till be ashamed of my figure. 


Could you please send me The Health Letter number 3-7, Girth 


Control: Avoiding The Big Middle, that you mentioned? 


Also what are your views on the slimming gimmicks, such as 


waist belts, that are found advertised In magazines? 


My view on the slimming gimmicks is — watch your wallet — 


they are useless. 


There are only two things that will help — eliminating excess fat 


and toning up your muscles with exercises. I am sending you The 
Health Letter you requested. Others who want this issue can send 
SO cents for it with a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope.

There is no such thing as spot reducing. You can't reduce the 


stomach without getting the fat off and the fat out. There is usual- 
ly as much fat inside the abdomen as outside. 


The best way to do that is with a combination of dieting sensibly 


and regular exercise. Daily walking as part of your program will 
help more than you realize. You can add that to the exercises 
listed in The Health Letter. Stick with it and you will eventually be 
a new, slimmer you. 


My dad's hands and feet have almost doubled in size In the last 


two years. The doctors do not know what is wrong with him. He 
has bad headaches and wrings and twists his hands constantly. He 
entered the hospital this past week with occasional loss of memo- 
ry. 1 would appreciate your opinion of what could be wrong with 
him. I am very worried about him. 


It may take some detailed studies to be certain and I am sure 


your dad is getting those in the hospital. If your description is 
accurate and his feet and hands have actually enlarged consid- 
erably, there is a possibility that he has acromegaly. 


What Is acromegaly? It is a condition caused by overproduction 


of pituitary growth hormone in an individual after the normal 
growth phase is over. The long bones can't grow any more be1 
cause they have calcified, but the hands and feet can enlarge. The 
nose and jaws may also enlarge changing the appearance of the 
face. 


The condition is often associated with an enlarging pituitary 


gland just underneath the brain. This master hormone gland is 
partially encased in a bony socket. Its enlargement may cause 
severe headaches. High blood pressure often accompanies the dis- 
order. 


Of course, if you really mean that your father's hands and feet 


are just deformed from arthritis or some other disease, then the 
problem of acromegaly is out the window. I am sure your dad's 
doctors will check for acromegaly If he really has true enlarge- 
ment of his feet and hands.

Dear Dorothy: We recently bought an automatic washer and 


when I wash a load of clothes there are sometimes two or three 
pieces that have a powdery-like film on them. We have lime in our 
water and wonder if that is causing it. Is there something I can 
use in laundering to prevent it? — Mrs. Lowell Miller 


I'd almost bet this Is another case of synthetic garments being 


scavengers. What you describe sounds like re-deposited soil com- 
bining with the hardness minerals. Most reports show that when 
synthetics are mixed with natural libers, the synthetics, because 
of their affinity for residue, can come out with a film on them. My 
advice is to sort more carefully, increase the amount of detergent 
and use the hottest water practicable for the fabrics and colors. 


Dear Dorothy: Sometimes when I'm in a hurry, I add several 


Ice cubes to a small package of gelatin to hasten thickening. It 
doesn't always work. Any idea why? — Mrs. Robert Sander 


Gelatin requires a precise liquid measurement. I never use ice 


cubes because it's too much trouble to figure put how much water 
they make.

What have kiwi fruit, an Arlington 


Heights nurseryman and the spirit of 
the .Old West have in common? 
You're right, nothing! 


It's just that I was sitting around a 


motel room 1500 miles from the 
Northwest suburbs eating a kiwi as 
my husband scanned the morning pa- 
per. 


"Look who's mentioned here," he 


remarked. 


"Who is it?" I asked, contemplating 


the taste of the kiwi as a cross be- 
tween a grape and a melon. 


"Arlington Heights nurseryman Roy 


Ktehm" was the reply. 


"Did I ever tell you about the time I 


walked through a banana jungle on a 
pomology tour and then ate all kinds 
of weird fruit that is never seen on 
the Mainland because it can't be ex- 
ported? Did I mention that it was like 
being Eve in the Garden of Eden?" I 
babbled. 


LOOKING UP, I noticed that my 


husband was gone and so was his pa- 
per. 


"What was Roy Klehm's name 


doing to the Florida newspaper?" I 
asked when I finally caught up with 
my husband. 


"I think," he said, "the man is con- 


cerned about plans to kill wild burros 
in the Grand Canyon." 


Back in Arlington Heights, I called 


Roy Klehm, since my news source's 
newspaper had somehow disappeared 
into the Bermuda Triangle — or the 
maid took it way. 


Roy affirmed that he has been writ- 


Ing letters to federal and elected offi- 
cials, since he and his wife, Sarah, 
heard about the plight of the feral 
burros via TV recently. 


THE CAMPAIGN to protect wild 


burros didn't start yesterday. It's 
been going on for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 
A 
1959 
law was passed, 


prompted by the efforts of animal 
welfare interests, that prohibited the 
use of aircraft and mechanized ve- 
hicles in the capture of the animals. 
"Congress finds and declares," read 
the 1971 Wild Free-Roaming Horses 
and Burros Act, that these animals 
"are living symbols of the historic 
pioneer spirit of the West: that they 
contribute to the diversity of life 
forms within the nation and enrich the 
lives of the American people; and 
that these horses are fast dis- 
appearing from the American scene." 
Federal law reversed these legisla- 
tions in 1976 to allow the capture and 
removal of wild animals from over- 
crowded range land. 


The current controversy centers on 


federal plans to use helicopters to 
shoot from the air about 2,000 feral 
burros, which have made their home 
in the Grand Canyon of Arizona, as 
welt as eight other Western states, 
since the days of the miners when the

burros were brought in as pack ani- 
mals. 


FEDERAL OFFICIALS claim a 


burro population explosion, and* say 
the burros graze on land the big-horn 
sheep should graze on. Big-horn sheep 
are a desirable native species, while 
the burros are exotic immigrants. 


Velma "Wild Horse Annie" John- 


ston of Reno, Nev., is widely recog- 
nized as the key advocate for the pro- 
tection of the American wild horse 
and burro population. She is chairman 
of the board of Wild Horse Organized 
Assistance, Inc. (WHOA) amd said in 
the Decembr 1976 issue of American 
H u m a n e Magazine that cattle- 
men/ranchers are the strongest sup- 
porters of any movement to remove 
the wild horses and burros from pub- 
lic land, on the grounds of competition 
with the cattlemen's domestic live- 
stock. 


ROY KLEHM doestrt know why he 


was singled out for this bit of public- 
ity. He is only one of many individ- 
uals who simply took it on himself to 
contact federal and elected officials 
because he didn't like what was in 
store for the feral burros. Roy said he ' 
has received some flak from people 
who can't understand the to-do about 
a bunch of burros when, there are big- 
ger issues. But when people ignore 
the plight of animals, they become in- 
sensitive and apathetic to other prob- 
lems as well. 


Since talking to Roy, I learned that 


the Humane Society of America has 
filed suit in Federal Court to prevent 
the killing of the burros. A movement 
to "adopt-a-burro" is afoot in some 
quarters. As publicity spread, of- 
ficials at the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment and the U.S. Forest Service, 
who are responsible for the control of 
the animals, and the U.S. National 
Park Service are receiving thousands 
of letters of protest from private citi- 
zens just like Roy, who oppose the 
slaughter of the burros. Environmen- 
tal issues develop with people-power, 
and officials do take notice as more 
persons write letters.

Public TV launches 'Festival 77' 


Channel 11 and other public television stations 


throughout the country Sunday will launch "Festival 
'77." — the third annual national fund-raising cam- 
paign offering two weeks of spectacular programm- 
ing to attract new subscribers. 


The special programming through March 20 will 


include the first full American showing of Ingmar 
Bergman's "Scenes From a Marriage" and a live 
broadcast of Puccini's "La Boheme" from New 
York's Metropolitan Opera. 


Public Television's push for annual subscriptions, 


which are a minimum $20, and regular contributions 
have been Increasingly successful over the years 
mainly because it has to be. More than 69 per cent of 
Channel ll's operating budget is supported by com- 
munity funds. 


Last year, Channel 11 grossed $2.9 million in sub- 


scriptions and is shooting for a record $3.4 million in 
subscriptions this year, said Jack Modisette, director 
of development for WTTW-TV. 


"We have in our minds what we would like to get 


In subscriptions, and our subscriptions have been in- 
creasing each year, but we'll just have to wait and 
see," he said. 


Actually, there's been a rather nice uphill trend 


that WTTW brass can lean on this time around. The 
station's regular audience has grown from an esti- 
mated 690,000 homes a week in 1971 to 1.7 million 
homes a week in 1976. 


The subscriptions have grown from 26,000 mem- 


berships in 1972 to 122,000 in 1976. Chicago's WTTW 
is the most watched public television station in the 
country and, although the existence of the station is 
on solid ground, the program growth that can be 
afforded from year to year remains solely dependent 
on subscriptions and contributions. 


Only one out of every 10 homes that tunes into 


public television supports it with funds, Modisette 
said, "and we need to dramatically increase that " 


"Wo need to convince people of the good that can 


be done with their dollars, so that's why we work for 
some exceptional programming during the pledge 
weeks," he said. "We realize not everyone can af- 
ford to subscribe, so we'll take any contribution. We 
even have an installment plan and accept credit 
cards to make it easier." 


The average pledge is about $24. Modisette said, 


and it costs between $30,000 and $40,000 to pay for 
one-hour of the locally produced "Soundstage" pro- 
gram, which provides big name entertainment. 


It costs the station about $25,000 to produce a 30 


minute show on location in the Chicago area, he 
said, and local production is one of three main 
sources of public television programming. Other 
shows are either acquired from independent sources 
or made available through the Public Broadcasting 
System. 


But, no matter what the show and no matter what 


the source, programming on WTTW and other public 
television stations is offered uninterrupted by com- 
mercials. Special project funds, federal grants and 
community subscriptions pay for the program time. 


"It's a community station and our costs are esca- 


lating all the time because of inflation and because 
of the kinds of things our viewers would like to see," 
Modisette said. "But, we don't want to end up in the 
red, we never had, and will pare off some pro- 
gramming before we do that." 


Public television's national crusade during the 


next two weeks to raise $13.5 million is being helped 
along with special appearances and plugs made by 
comedian-actor Flip Wilson] 


Although Wilson is the official spokesman for 


"Festival '77," he will not be visiting Chicago to 
appear on WTTW during prime pledge hours as part 
of his current 13-city tour, station officials said. 


But, the festival Is expected to go on jubilantly the 


next two weeks without the presence of a big name. 
Station officials say it should be enough that there 
are special programs and an impressive look at 
what can be done with the right kind of supporting 
funds.

How to keep your cool 
when the freezer breaks 


What homemaker hasn't known the 


frustration of a broken freezer, par- 
ticularly if ft is full of expensive items 
such as meat. 


But don't panic! If you can't find a 


friend who is willing or. has enough 
space to store your frozen foods, call 
your refrigerator dealer or an ice 
cream any to find a source of 
dry tee. If placed in the freezer soon 
after the power goes off, a 25-pound 
cake will prevent.thawing for two or 
three days in • freezer less than half 
fUWd or for three to four days in a full 
freeter. Move any food stored in a 
fratstr's freezing compartment to its 
storage comportment. 


WHEN HANDLING the ice, which 


has a temperature of 110 below zero, 
wear heavy gloves. Place a piece of 
heavy cardboard between the ice and 
the food. Do not chip or cut the ice, as 
a stray chip can cause a freezer burn. 
If possible, wrap a heavy blanket 
•round the freezer box. 


Don't peek I Keep the freezer closed 


except to put in dry ice or take out 
food. If'the freezer Is full and kept 
closed, actual thaw is not likely to oc- 
cur until after about 15 to 20 hours. 
After 48 hours, the freezer tempera- 
ture will reach 40 to 45 degrees, which 
is normal refrigerator temperature 
range 


FOODS MAY BE frozen if they re- 


tain Ice crystals and are firm in the 
center, or have been kept cold at 40 


degrees for ho longer than one or two 
days after thawing. Partially thawed 
and refrozen foods.-particularly fruits 
and vegetables, will lose nutritional 
quality. 


But be careful when' refreeztog 


meat, poultry or fish. These and other 
foods completely thawed and warm 
should be discarded or used Imme- 
diately upon thawing. Do not refreeze 
thawed meat or poultry pies or casse- 
roles, cream pies or vegetables. 


As a general rule to using thawed 


foods safety, remember that wh|n in 
doubt, throw it out Use the refrozen 
foods as soon as possible.

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Chinese dinner 
has impressive 
variety of foods 


by LOIS SE1LER 


Although she had been cooking for 


years, Roselyn Newman of Des 
Plalnes discovered new flavors, tex- 
tures and appearances when she 
learned to prepare Chinese food. 


Friends from 
Taiwan first in- 


troduced her to authentic Chinese 
cooking 15 years ago and to sustain 
her interest, they sent her a Chinese- 
English cookbook. 


Instead of preparing a few dishes in 


large quantities, the Chinese make a 
variety of dishes in smaller amounts. 
Eye appeal Is as important as flavor 
and even the plates are decorative. 


HER APPETIZER Is an impressive 


edible phoenix, a bird made from a 
slaw base covered with feathers of 
cooked liver, chicken, ham, cucum- 
bers, carrots and Chinese radishes. 
The head is fashioned out of card- 
board. 


A touch of sesame oil is added to 


the phoenix and other Chinese dishes. 
It Is used sparingly because just a few 
drops make a discernible difference in 
flavor. 


Hoselyn makes most of the other 


dishes ahead of time, keeping them 
warm in a low oven. However, a few 
require cooking just before being 
served. 


FRIED BEAN curd and shrimp, 


pickled vegetables, sweet and sour 
pork and egg foo yung can all be 
made In advance. The egg foo yung is 
the only recipe that is not autheticaJly 
Chinese, but is one that Roselyn has 
been making for more than 30 years. 
It was devised during World War II 
by the tuna industry to help cope with 
the shortage of meat. 


Stir-fried beef and vegetables and 


fried egg rolls are cooked just before 
serving. A sweet and sour sauce, mus- 
tard sauce and soy sauce are always 
available on the table to use with any 
of these dishes. 


Roselyn has an easy method for 


preparing rice. She fills a buttered 
casserole half-full with rice — prefer- 
ably brown — and fills the remainder 
with hot water, adding a bouillon cube 
or two, depending on the size of the 
casserole. After dotting with marga- 
rine, she covers the dish and bakes it 
at 350 degrees for an hour. It should 
be stirred a couple of times while bak- 
ing Finely chopped celery, celery 
seed or riced egg may be added, if 
desired. 


FOR DESSERT, Roselyn makes a 


melon soup, which is prepared by 
baking a honeydew melon filled with 
chicken broth, mandarin oranges, 


Winter takes its toll 


shredded bam and a few shrimp. She 
candidly admits that some like it. 
white others leave it alone. 


Roselyn's husband, Gill, enjoys Chi- 


nese food as much as she does and 
has taught their seven grandchildren 
how to eat with chopsticks. 


In addition to a Chinese cooking 


class, Roselyn teaches arts and crafts 
and sausage-making at the Congrega- 
tional Church. 


PHOENIX 


APPETIZER PLATE 


1 pound beef liver 
1 chicken 
3 well-rounded carrots, cooked 
1 small cucumber, long 


and thin 


% pound ham, sliced 
1 white Chinese radish, 8 


to 10 inches long and

Save the rich 
chicken broth (called High Soup) for 
use in the melon soup and fried bean 
curd. 


Cut the 3 cooked carrots, cucumber 


and Chinese radish into feathers. Cut 
or fold the ham into feathers. 


Make a bed of slaw by chopping to- 


gether cabbage, carrots and white 
radish. Add mayonnaise to hold 
mixture together. Place at one end of 
a large platter to form the body of a 
large bird. Build up the body with the 
featuers cut from above meats and 
vegetables. Form a long tail, placing 
cherry tomatoes at the ends of each 
tail feather. Form a head out of card- 
board and place on but]. 


Garnish platter with parsley. Light- 


ly brush the chicken, liver and ham 
with sesame oil to keep it from drying 
out. Let guests help themselves, re- 
moving portions of the bird with 
chopsticks to small plates. Serves 12. 
Season with soy sauce, sweet and sour 
sauce and mustard sauce, if desired.

Tomato growers report big losses 


by OAVNOR MADDOX 


Acres upon acres of fine ripe to- 


matoes. That was part of the Florida 
picture a few weeks ago. Then came 
the devastating frost. 


Wayne Watkins of Orlando, general 


manager of Florida's Tomato Com- 
mittee, describes the effects of frost. 
"We plant tomatoes either as bushes 
or on stakes. The bushes grow two 
and a half feet tall and have a spread 
of four feet. 


"Look down a long line, maybe a 


half mile of the bushes, and you get 
some idea of our loss due to the 
freeze. The scorched field looks like a 
flame thrower had gone amuck," he 
says. 


"THE STAKE CROPS use stakes 


five feet tall with a spread of two feet. 
These, too, today look as though 
someone had gone down the long lines 
with a blow torch. Brown destruction 
every inch of the way. 


"As to our tomato losses, I would 


estimate around $30 million. That's a 
hell of a loss of cash — just when we 
were beginning our harvest." 


"But there is a little hope," Watkins 


continues. "Salvage crops — meaning 
a few tomatoes can be salvaged from 
this rum, 


"Under the leaves that have been 


blow-torched, there are a few green 
leaves left Among these are a few 
ripe tomatoes. We carefully screen 
them and find about five per'cent of 
them okay 


"To save them, the crop must be 


gathered immediately, however. This 
is difficult with frosty ground " 


"BUT THE Florida freeze is like 


the ill wind — it blows a blessing on 
the Mexican crop," reports Paul di 
Mare, the largest tomato grower in 
the state, with headquarters in Hemp- 
stead 


"Mexico usually supplies about half 


the tomato market in the United 
States. But now they have about 100 
per cent of the market except what 
•we can salvage from our nearly de- 
stroyed crop. 


"They are rushing their tomatoes to 


market, not giving us time to salvage 
what we can. And they are trying to 
up the prices way beyond a normal 
justification. We here in Florida ques- 
tion their tactics," 


He explains that not until the 


middle of April will the new crops of 
tomatoes be ready for harvesting. 


"Some of our fields are like broken- 


up ice ponds today. We can't plant 
new bushes on that kind of soil. We 
must wait until the weather warms 
up. But if it does warm up in time, it 
will take at least until April before we 
can pick the new crop," he says. 


WHAT WILL BE done about the 


farm laborers and truckers who stand 
around waiting for a job? "I think we 
are taking care of them now — with 


government aid, of course," di Maie 
says. 


"It was around 68 degrees here last 


night," says Marvin Pfainder, man- 
ager of the Tomato Exchange in Or- 
lando. "But if it drops further, says to 
around 32 degrees, that means trouble 
for us. The fields will freeze again 
and delay replanting 


"There is practically nothing left to 


destroy — except our changes of repl- 
anting now and to look forward with 
hope to April," he says. 


He also says that "the overall loss 


will amount to $350 million. That in- 
cludes losses on green peppers, sweet 
corn, tomatoes, soft squash, green 
beans, cucumbers and of course cit- 
rus. Prices will go up, but not out of 
sight "

hamburger-' experts 


Experts on meat and economics at 


two leading universities expect ham- 
burger to account for half of Amer- 
ica's beef supply within the next 10 
years. 


It's already up to 40 per cent. 


Larry D. Jones, associate extension 


professor in marketing at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, attributes the grow- 
ing consumption of ground beef to the 


widening price differential between it 
and other cuts. 


Even if the price span should 


shrink, Jones doesn't expect people to 
return to eating steak as much as be- 
fore because, he said, "Working wives 
find ground beef easier to prepare." 


AT THE UNIVERSITY 
of Min- 


nesota in St. Paul, extension meat 
specialist Richard Epley predicts two 


distinctly different kinds of beef pro- 
duction may soon evolve to meet con- 
sumer demand. 


He thinks one type will strive for 


the maximum amount of lean meat in 
the shortest possible time to produce 
hamburger and similar products. He 
said technology already is available to 
process very lean beef into very fine 
flakes that can be molded in the 
shape of steak. 


Epley said a second system would 


yield high quality beef with relatively 
high marbling to use for high quality 
steaks and roasts. 


About 51 per cent of the average 


beef carcass is used for steaks and 
roasts and about 21 per cent is used 
for ground beef and stew meat. Epley 
said trimmed fat and bone account 
for the remainder. (UPI)

Keep kitchen knives in good shape 


Cutlery is such a basic kitchen tool, 


much thought should be given to its 
selection and care Keep knives in 
good condition by using a sharpening 
steel to realign or reset the "teeth" 
(microscopic rough edges that roll 
over and become bent with use) A 
sharpening hone or flat sharpening 
stone, used only infrequently on quali- 
ty knives, will put a new edge on a 
dull knife One precaution 
A saw- 


toothed or scalloped-edge knife should 
be teset or sharpened only on the 
back side (without scallops), or the 


crescent edges will be worn away 


Good care is important for all 


knives It is best to suds knives m 
dishwater one by one and rinse them 
the same way to prevent accidental 
cuts Carbon steel knives should be 
washed and dried after each use 
Stainless steel is dishwasher safe, but 
the manufacturer may recommend 
handwahing because of the construc- 
tion of the knife or its handle 


The best storage for knives is in 


holders with a slot for each knife, 
which protects the blade

getting a free ride 


A Herald staff report 


Think ot yourself u a park district 


commissioner with a family of four. 
And you, like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply the taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities. But if 
you are> a park commissioner in some 
Northwest suburban districts you 
don't have to pay at nil. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek, Arlington Heights, Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plaines and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or golf. 


IN PROSPECT HEIGHTS, park 


commissioners get use of park facil- 
ities at ho cost for life. The commis- 
sioners also receive free passes to 
athletic events in High School Dist. 
214 as part of a benefit exchange with 
the school district. 


Administrators of the high school 


district are allowed to use facilities of 
the Gary Morava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a 11 courts, gymnasium «nd 
whirlpool. 


"Certainly they could add up to a 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk said. "But I don't believe 
anyone is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 
' 


Krautstrunk said there are seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities. The 
business manager of High School Dist. 
23 also gets a pass for free program 
enrollment. 


IN THE SALT CREEK Rural Park 


District, three members of the park 
board regularly play free tennis at the 
Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, saving 
upwards of $300 a year. The tennis 
court is booked through the park dis- 


trict, usually each Thursday night, a 
• spokesman for the tennis club said. 


Though the Salt Creek district has 


no policy toward freebies for commis- 


• sioners and their families, program 
directors said the children of some 
have received 
free programming 


from the park' district. The director

No new taxes in state budget 


from Herald News Services 


SPRINGFIELD — Gov. James R. 


Thompson Wednesday proposed a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state aid 
to education, expansion and improve- 
ments in prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients. 


Thompson presented the budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber. 


THE $10,047 BILLION budget pro- 


poses spending a record $8.971 billion 
of requested appropriations. The rest 
is earmarked for long-term projects 


Prisons get a big chunk of the 
budget. For the story and Part 3 in 
the Herald prison series see Pages 


12 and 13. 


that cannot be completed or paid 
within one year. 


In his first State of the State ad- 


dress, Thompson told'the legislators it 
is impossible this year to reverse the 
deficit spending trend of the past sev- 
eral years. 


"It is possible, however, to reverse 


the practice 'of spending more than is 


taken in. This must be done ... Fiscal 
year 1978 is the year in which Illinois 
must get its fiscal house back in or- 
der," Thompson said. 


BUDGET ITEMS expecteti to draw 


the most attention from legislators 
and special interest groups are: 


• A proposed general funds in- 


crease of $75 million for elementary 
and secondary education and nearly 
$50 million for higher education. 
Thompson had announced those fig- 
ures earlier and faces attempts by 
ebiicators to increase those figures 
when 'his budget gets to the legisla- 
ture. 


• A hike of about $21 million for the 


Dept: of Corrections, which Itoompson 
said is in a state of "crisis" because 


of rapidly increasing inmate popu- 
lation and poor conditions. 


• An increase of $106 million for 


welfare, most of which will be used to 
meet 
increased 
medical 
services 


costs. The budget includes no increase 
in welfare grants. 


Little additional money is included 


in the budget for other agencies. 


Among items not included is fund- 


ing for pay raises granted by the Of- 
fice of Collective Bargaining. Thomp- 
son said such hikes will have to be 
paid by reductions elsewhere in the 
agency granting them or by cutting 
the number of employes on the pay- 
roll.

All he ever did... was give: detense 
Loughnane tried to kill: state

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance pay- 
ments. 


The trial of Loughnane, former Ar- 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday. 


"We think the evidence will show 


that Michael Loughnane (while in the 
boat with his father) felt a sharp blow 
to the back of Ms head," State's Atty. 
John Mannion told the jury, "and* felt 
his father pull his hands from the 
wheel, drag him to the back of the 
boat and try to push him in the lake.' 


"Michael resisted and tried to hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
hands from it and pushed him over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as his 
father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 
continued screaming." 


AN HOUR LATER, George Wol- 


tman, one of Michael's rescuers, told 
jurors, one of his passengers spotted 
Michael and the crew pulled the shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water. 


"One of my passengers said she 


saw a body floating in the water about 
25 yards away," the Bensenville man 
said. "I told her it probably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an'arm 
and heard a voice say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please God 


help me, I can't swim any more.' " 


Minutes later, Woltman said, he no- 


ticed two helicopters and three boats 
searching the area near where Mi- 
chael was found and started his sail- 
boat in their.direction. 


When he reached one of the police 


boats he told the police on board "not 
to leave them (Loughnane and Mi- 
chael) alone because Mr. Loughnane 
tried to kill his son."

Legislators 
want hike 
in expenses 


by STEVE BROWN 


SPRINGFIELD - 
While 
Gov. ' 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, Illinois 
legislators .have proposed increasing 
their own expense allowances by 
more than $2.5 million. 


The expense increase package would 


raise expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mile. The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be-hikedjrem $12,000 
to $17,000 per year. 


Some legislators contend the in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances. 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2.000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee agenda for a 
second 


straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases. 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by the legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses. 


While legislative leaders backed 


those measures, they are staying 
away from Miller's bill. 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said. He noted that while 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said. 


While Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that his measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today. He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the^bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State Rep. Thadius 
Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate he 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the full house to vote down an 
effort to bring the bill up for a hear- 
ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee. 


Whether Miller ever will get his bill 


before a committee remains an open 
question. Also undecided is whether 
the legislature will support the plan to 
spend another $2.5 million on them- 
selves in the ^shadow of Thompson's 
call for fiscal restraint.

Tapson said eight local churches 


have volunteered people to deliver the 
meals. 


"We're looking for more," he said, 


adding that he hoped to find organiza- 
tions that will provide drivers for one 
month every year. 


HOT AND COLO meals will be de- 


livered at noon five days a week. Tap- 
son said participants can eat the hot 
meal when it arrives and put the cold 
meal in the lefrigerator for dinner. 
He said participants will be able to 
purchase just the hot meal if they 
wish 


The 1977 city budget provides $3,000 


for the Meals on'Wheels program. 


Tapson said this money will be spent 


to subsidize the meals for elderly per- 
sons who are unable to pay the $2 35 
per meal 


Recipients of subsidized meals will 


be determined by their ability to pay, 
based on income, expenses and sev- 
eral other jactors, Tapson said. 


"It's not something we're encour- 


aging," he said. 


He said persons interested in the 


Meals on Wheels program should not 
apply urtil the program gets started 
later this spring.

ami cots brought to them as more 
than just animals 


"I LOOK AT them (animals) as 


people, little children, They have 
unique personalities." 
Ms. Boeing 


said. 


The new hospital is the culmination 


of five years of dreaming and plan- 
ning, the couple said. 


Price acted as the architect and 


chief designer for the new hospital, 
which the couple bought last July 
when it was an abandoned gas station 
at III. Rte. 83 and Buffalo Grove 
Road. 


"We always thought this particular 


section (Lake County Buffalo Grove) 
could use a veterinarian," Ms. Boeing 
said. 


They designed the operating room 


in their clinic with a window leading 
to an adjoining room so worried own- 
ers can watch surgery. 


THEY DECORATED their clinic to 


look like hospital children's wards. 
Brightly colored walls and green leafy 
plants abound. 


"Children's wards today are not the

Some park officials getting a free ride 


A Herald staff report 


Think of yourself as a park district 


commissioner with a family of four. 
And you, like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply the taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities. But if 
you are a park commissioner in some 
Northwest suburban districts you 
don't have to pay at all. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek. Arlington Heights, Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Giove, Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plaincs and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or golf. 


IN PROSPECT HEIGHTS, park 


commiss'ionet s get use of park facil- 
ities at no cost for life. The commis- 
sioners also receive free passes to 
athletic events in High School Dist 
214 as part of a benefit exchange with 
the school district. 


Administrators of -the high school 


district are allowed tt> use facilities of 
the Gary Morava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a 11 courts, gymnasium snd 
whirlpool. 


"Certainly they could add up to a 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk said. "But I don't believe 
anyone is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 


Krautstrunk said there ate seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities. The 
business manager of High School Dist. 
23 also gets a pass for free program 
enrollment. 


IN THE SALT CREEK Rural Park 


District, three members of the park 
board regularly play free tennis at the 
Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, saving 
upwards of $300 a year. The tennis 
court is booked through the park dis- 


trict, usually each Thursday night, a 
spokesman for the tennis club said. 


Though the Salt Creek district has 


no policy toward freebies for commis- 
sioners and their families, program 
directors said the children of some 
have received 
free programming 


from the park district The director 
noted that extra fees for trips and 
special projects have always been 
paid for by the eommissioneas 


Commissioners on the 
Palatine 


Park Board receive free golf passes, 
worth $120 each. Park director Fred 
Hall said the passes are seldom used 


He said they are distributed as an at- 
tempt to get the commissioners to see 
the conditions and operation of the 
course. 


PALATINE PARK BOARD mem- 


bers and their families also receive 
passes for free swimming at the park 
district's pools. The average cost for 
family swim passes is about $25, Hall 
said. 


In the Des Plaines Park District, 


commissioners and their families may 
register free for all programs which 
are not handled on a contractual

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No new taxes in state budget

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. James R. 


Thompson Wednesday proposed a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state aid 
to education, ^expansion and improve- 
ments in prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients. 


Thompson presented the budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber 


THE $10.017 BILLION budget pro- 


poses spending a record $8.971 billion 
of requested appropriations The rest 
is earmarked for long-term projects 


Prisons get a big chunk of the

that cannot be completed or paid 
within one year. 


In his first Stale of the State ad- 


dress, Thompson told the legislators it 
is impossible this year to reverse the 
deficit spending trend of the past sev- 
eral years 


"It is possible, however, to reverse 


the practice of spending more than is 


taken in. This must be done ... Fiscal 
year 1978 is the year in which Illinois 
must get its fiscal house back in or- 
der," Thompson said. 


BUDGET ITEMS expected to draw 


the most attention from legislators 
and special interest groups are: 


• A proposed 
general funds in- 


crease of $75 million for elementary 
and secondary education and nearly 
$50 million for higher education. 
Thompson had announced those fig- 
ures earlier and faces attempts by 
educators to increase those figures 
when his budget gets to the legisla- 
ture 


• A hike of about $21 million for the 


Dept of Corrections, which Thompson 
said is in a state of "crisis" because 


of rapidly increasing inmate popu- 
lation and poor conditions 


• An increase of $106 million for 


welfare, most of which will be used to 
meet 
increased 
medical 
services 


costs. The budget includes no increase 
in welfare grants 


Little additional money is included 


in the budget for other agencies 


Among items not included is fund- 


ing for pay raises granted by the Of- 
fice of Collective Bargaining. Thomp- 
son said such hikes will have to be 
paid by reductions elsewhere in the 
agency granting them or by cutting 
the number of employes on the pay- 
roll.

Loughnane tried to kill: state

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance pay- 
ments 


The trial of Loughnane, former Ar- 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday 


"We think the evidence will show 


that Michael Loughnane (while in the 
boat with his father) felt a sharp blow 
to the back of his head," State's Atty 
John Mannion told the jury, "and felt 
his father pull his hands from the 
wheel, drag him to the back of the 
boat and try to push him in the lake. 


"Michael resisted and tried to hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
hands from it and pushed him over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as his 
father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 
continued screaming " 


AN HOUR LATER, George Wol- 


tman, one of Michael's rescuers, told 
jurors, one of hisxpassengers spotted 
Michael and the crew pulled the shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water. 


"One of my passengers said she 


saw a body floating in the water about 
25 yards away," the Bensenville man 
said. "I told her it probably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an arm 
and heard a voice say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please God 


help me, I can't swim any more.' " 


Minutes later, Woltman said, he no- 


ticed two helicopters and three boats 
searching the area near where Mi- 
chael -was found and. started bis sail- 
boat in their direction. 


When he reached one of the police 


boats he told the police on board "not 
to leave them (Loughnane and Mi- 
chael) alone because Mr. Loughnane 
tried to kill his son."

Legislators 
want hike 
in expenses

SPRINGFIELD - 
While Gov. 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, Illinois 
legislators have proposed increasing 
their own expense allowances by 
more than $2.5 million. 


The expense increase package would 


raise expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mile. The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be hiked from $12,000 
to $17,000 per year. 


Some legislators contend the in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances. 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2,000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee 
agenda for a 
second 


straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases. 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by the Legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses 


While legislative leaders backed 


those measures, they are staying 
away from Miller's bill. 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said. He noted that white 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said. 


While Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that his measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today. He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State Rep. Thadius Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate he 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the fun house to vote down an 
effort to bring the bill up for a hear- 
ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee. 


Whether Miller ever will get his bill 


before a committee remains an open 
question. Also undecided is whether 
the legislature will support the plan to 
spend another $2.5 million on them- 
selves in the shadow of Thompson's 
call for fiscal restraint.

Hundreds hear Manson author 


VINCENT BUGLIOSI, chief prosecutor of convicted killer Charles Man- 


son, told crowds of students at Harper College Wednesday night that 
Manson was "a very sophisticated little con man."

Vincent Bugliosi is finding a good 


murder story is a great drawing card 
— especially when the murder is 
among the most bizarre in the history 
of American crime. 


Bugliosi packed them in Wednesday 


night at the Harper College student 
lounge in Palatine and retold the sto- 
ry of his role in placing Charles Man- 
son and four other defendants behind 
bars in 1970 for their roles in the leg- 
endary Tate-LaBianca murders. 


As a Los Angeles County'deputy dis- 


trict attorney, Bugliosi obtained in- 
dictments against Manson and ftfcir of 
his followers on 23 counts of firsUJe- 
gree murder and four counts of con- 
spiracy to commit murder. 


"The main reason for the interest in 


this case is not because of the brutal- 
ity," he told the crowd of several hun- 
dred persons. "The principal reason is 
that it is the most bizarre murder 
case in the annals of crime. 


"HAD 
SOMEONE written a fiction 


novel about this case it wouldn't have 
been good fiction. It wouldn't have 
been believable." 


Bugliosi, however, found that the 


story of the little man- with the power 
to make others kill for him is very 
good nonfiction. 


The book he coauthored with Curt 


Gentry, "Helter Skelter," is one of the 
top-selling books of recent years. At a 


press- conference 
preceding his 


speech, he said he is working on an- 
other book — this one about a case 
involving the murder of a Los Angeles 
policeman. 


Bugliosi, now in private law prac- 


tice, is on 'a 2-Vfe month speaking tour 
retelling the "Helter Skelter" tale. 


"THE 
CROWDS on college campus- 


es have been absolutely enormous," 
he said. "Some have broken attend- 
ance records." 


With the fame have come problems, 


however. 


"I still get the death threats - 


about eight or nine over the last sev- 
eral years," he said. 


The threat of danger is subsiding, 


though, he said, because "the Manson 
family has been decimated." 


"Most of the hard-core members 


are behind bars," he said. 


THERE HAVE BEEN no attempts 


on his life, Bugliosi said. He recalled, 
however, that the FBI in monitoring 
Hanson's prison mail, relayed a letter 
from a 17-year-old girl who .wrote 
someone was going to "get" Bugliosi 
when he was to be in Sacramento, Ca- 
lif. 


"Needless to say I didn't go to Sac- 


ramento," he said. 


Bugliosi said he is convinced Man- 


son won't be freed from prison when 


he becomes eligible for parole in 1978. 


' ' A b s o l u t e l y impossible, zero 


chance," he said. "Way way down the 
line, maybe 20 years, he might get 
out." 


Buglicsi characterized Manson as a 


"very sophisticated little con man" 
who had the power to make his follow- 
ers (the Family) believe he was Jesus 
Christ. 


"The intriguing question is how did 


this little guy who wouldn't step on a 
flower, 
who loved 
animals, 
yet 


thought nothing of killing people, 
gain 
this 
incredible 
control 
to 


the point where they iwould kill for 
him without question."

The board also briefly discussed the 


village's budget request of $572,000 for 
1977-78. 


Fire district Trustee James Win- 


stcad said he sees no problems in the 


district helping the village obtain fi- 
nancing for the second station. 


"IT'S OBVIOUS you need it. If it's 


at all possible, we should attempt to 
get the financing for you. We'll have 
to dig into our figures and see if we 
can finance it," he said. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koep- 


pen said the second station, which 
would be located west of the Sop Line 
tracks and south of Hintz road, is nec- 
essary if the village is to retain its 
present rating from the Insurance 
Service office. ISO ratings are used to 
determine the cost of insurance pre- 


miums to homeowners and business- 
es. 


Wheeling' residents are served by a 


municipal fire department, supported 
by general village tax money. About 
2,000 residents in the northeast portion 
of the village live outside the district. 


The fire district contracts with the 


municipal department for fire" service 
to the rest of the village. 


KOEPPEN SAID the present Ra- 


tion, 312 E. Dundee Rd. "takes care of 
about one-eighth of the whole district. 
It's a bad location." 


Village officials also are planning to 


build a new main station on property 
adjacent to the' municipal building, 
255 W. Dundee Rd. 


"We arrived at the location for the 


branch station with information from 
the ISO. We have a letter going back 
10 years saying we should have a sta- 
tion in that location," Koeppen said. 


Fire district officiate asked for a

Vincent Bugliosi is finding a good 


murder story is a great drawing card 
— especially when the murder is 
among the most bizarre in the history 
of American crime. 


Bugliosi packed them in Wednesday 


night at the Harper College student 
lounge in Palatine and retold the sto- 
ry of his role in placing Charles Man- 
son and four other defendants behind 
bars in 1970 for their roles in the leg- 
endary Tate-LaBianca murders. 


As a Los Angeles County deputy dis- 


trict attorney, Bugliosi obtained in- 
dictments against Manson and fltir of 
his followers on 23 counts of first-de- 
gree murder and four counts of con- 
spiracy to commit murder. 


"The main reason for the interest in 


this case is not because of the brutal- 
ity," he told the crowd of several hun- 
dred persons. "The principal reason is 
that it is the most bizarre murder 
case in the annals of crime. 


"HAD SOMEONE written a fiction 


novel about this case it wouldn't have 
been good fiction. It wouldn't have 
been believable." 


Bugliosi, however, found that the 


story of the little man with the power 
to make others kill for him is very 
good nonfiction. 


The book he coauthored with Curt 


press conference preceding his 
speech, he said he is working on an- 
other book — this one about a case 
involving the1 murder of a Los Angeles 
policeman. 


Bugliosi, now in private law prac-

Some park officials getting a free ride 


A Herald staff report 


Think of yourself as a park district 


commissioner with a family of four. 
And you. like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply the taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities. But if 
you are a park commissioner in some 
Northwest suburban districts you 
don't have to pay at all. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek, Arlington Heights, Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Grove. Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plnines and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or golf. 


IN PROSPECT HEIGHTS, park 


commissioners get use of park facil- 
ities at no cost for life. The commis- 
sioners also receive free passes to 
athletic events in High School Dist. 
214 as part of a benefit exchange with 
the school district. 


Administrators of the high school 


district are allowed to use facilities of 
the Gary Mprava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a 11 courts, gymnasium «hd 
whirlpool. 


"Certainly they could add up to a 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk said. "But I don't believe 
anyone is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 


Krautstrunk said there are 'seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities. The 
business manager of High School Dist. 
23 also gets a pass for free program 
enrollment. 


IN THE SALT CREEK Rural Park 


District; three members of the park 
board regularly play free tennis at the 
Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, saving 
upwards of $300 a year. The tennis 
court is booked through the park dis- 


trict, usually-each Thursday night, a 
spokesman for the tennis club said. 


Though the Salt Creek district has 


no policy toward freebies for commis- 
sioners and their families, program 
directors said the children of some 
have received 
free programming 


from the park district. The director 
noted that extra fees for trips and 
special projects have always been 
paid for by the commissionejs. 


Commissioners 
on the Palatine 


Park Board receive free.golf passes, 
worth $120 each. Park .director Fred 
Hall said the passes are seldom used. 


He said they are distributed as an at- 
tempt to get the commissipners to see 
the conditions and operation of the 
course. 


PALATINE PARK BOARD mem- 


bers and their families also reteive 
passes for free swimming at the park 
district's pools. The average cost for 
family swim passes is about $25, Hall 
said. 


In the Des Plaines Park District, 


commissioners and their families may 
register free for .all programs which 
are not handled on a contractual

No new taxes in state budget

SPRINGFIELD — Gov: James R. 


Thompson Wednesday proposed-a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state .aid 
to education, expansion and improve- 
ments in prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients. 


Thompson presented 
the budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber. 


THE Sio.017 BILLION budget pro- 


poses spending a record $8.971 billion 
of requested appropriations. The rest 
is earmarked for long-term projects

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance pay- 
ments. 


The trial of Loughnane, former Ar- 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday. 


"We think the evidence will show 


that Michael Loughnane (while in the 
boat.with his father) felt a sharp blow 
to the back of his head," State's Atty. 
John Mannion told the jury, "and felt 
his father pull his hands from the 
wheel, drag him: to the back of the 
boat and try to push him in the lake. 


"Michael resisted and tried to hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
hands from it and pushed him over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as his 


• father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 
continued screaming."

AN HOUR. LATER, George Wol- 


• tman, one of Michael's rescuers, told 


jurors, one of his passengers spotted 
Michael and the crew pulled the shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water. 


"One of my passengers said she 


saw a body floating in the water abouf 
25 yards away," the Bensenville man 
said. "I told her it probably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an arm 
and heard a voice say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please God 


help me, I can't swim any more.' " 


Minutes later, Woltman said, he no- 


ticed two helicopters and three boats 
searching the area near where Mi- 
chael was found and started his sail-

Legislators 
want hike 
in expenses

SPRINGFIELD 
— While Gov. 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity • 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, Illinois 
legislators have proposed increasing 
their own expense allowances 
by 


more'than $2.5 million. 


The expense increase package would 


raise expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mile. The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be hiked from $12,000 
to $17,000 per year. 


Some legislators contend the'in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances. 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2,000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee 
agenda 
for a 
second 


straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases. 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by'the Legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses. 


While legislative leaders backed 


those "measures, they are staying 
away from Miller's bill. 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said. He noted that while 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said. 


While Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that his measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today. He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State Rep. Thadius Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate he 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the full house to vote down an 
effort to bring the bill up for a hear- 
ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee. 


Whether Miller ever will get his bill 


before a committee remains an open 
question. Also undecided is whether 
the legislature will support the plan to 
spend another $2.5 million on them- 
selves in the shadow of Thompson's 
call for fiscal restraint.

District board Wednesday tentatively 
agreed to help finance a second fire 
station for Wheeling. 


Fire district trustees met with 


Wheeling officials to discuss the vil- 
lage's request for financial assistance 
in building a new fire station and in 
purchasing a new pumper 


The board also briefly discussed the 


village's budget request of $572,000 for 
1977-78. 


Fire district Trustee James Win- 


stead said he sees no problems in the 
district helping the village obtain fi- 
nancing for the second station. 


"IT'S OBVIOUS you need it. If it's 


at all possible, we should attempt to 
get the financing for you We'll have 
to dig into our figures and see if we 
can finance it," he said. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koep- 


pen said the second station, which 
'•would be located west of the Soo Line 
tracks and south of Hintz road, is nec- 
essary if the village is to retain its 


present rating from the Insurance 
Service office ISO ratings are used to 
determine the cost of insurance pre- 
miums to homeowners and business- 
es. 


Wheeling residents are served by a 


municipal fire department, supported 
by general village tax money. About 
2,000 residents in the northeast portion 
of the village live outside the district. 


The fire district contracts with the 


municipal department for fire service 
to the rest of the village. 


KOEPPEN SAID the present sta- 


tion, 312 E Dundee Rd. "takes care of 
about one-eighth of the whole district. 
It's a bad location." 


Village officials also are planning to 


build a new main station on property 
adjacent to the municipal building, 
255 W. Dundee Rd 


"We arrived at the location for the 


branch station with information from 
the ISO. We have a letter going back 
10 years saying we should have a sta- 
tion in that location," Koeppen said.

The new hospital is the culmination 


of five years of dreaming and plan- 
ning, the couple said. 


Price acted as the architect and 


chief designer for the new hospital, 
which the couple bought last July 
when it was an abandoned gas station 
at III. Rte. 83 and Buffalo Grove 
Road. 


"We always thought this particular 


section (Lake County Buffalo Grove) 
could use a veterinarian," Ms. Boeing 
said. 


They designed the operating room 


in their clinic with a window leading 
to an adjoining room so worried own- 
ers can watch surgery. 


THEY DECORATED their clinic to 


look like hospital children's wards. 
Brightly colored walls and green leafy 
plants abound. 


"Children's wards today are not the 


stark white they used to be," Ms. 
Boeing said The theory behind the 
new look is that it will relax both 
patient and owner and add a cheery 
atmosphere to a place persons often 
come to in dismay, the Prices said. 


"You have to have a certain rap-

them (animals)," Ms. 


Boeing said. And a veterinarian also 
should develop a rapport with the 
patient's owners.

All his sum- 
mers in college were spent working 
with veterinarians, he said.

Hundreds hear Manson author 


VINCENT BUGLIOSI, chief prosecutor of convicted killer Charles Man- 
son, told crowds of students at Harper College Wednesday night that 
Manson was "a very sophisticated little con man."

Vincent Bugliosi is finding a good 


murder story is a great drawing card 
i— especially when the murder is 
among the most bizarre in the history 
of American crime. 


Bugliosi packed them in Wednesday 


night at the Harper College student 
lounge in Palatine and retold the sto- 
ry of his role in placing Charles Man- 
son and four other defendants behind 
bars in 1970 for their roles in the leg- 
endary Tate-LaBianca murders. 


As a Los Angeles County deputy dis- 


trict attorney, Bugliosi obtained in-< 
dictments against Manson and ffcjr of 
his followers on 23 counts of first-de- 
gree murder and four counts of con- 
spiracy to commit murder. 


"The main reason for the interest in 


this case is not because of the brutal- 
ity," he told the crowd of several hun- 
dred, persons. "The principal reason is 
that it is the most bizarre murder 
case in the annals of crime. 


"HAD 
SOMEONE written a fiction 


novel about this case it wouldn't have 
been good, fiction. It wouldn't have 
been believable." 


Bugliosi, however, found that the • 


story of the little man with the power 
to make others kill for him is very 
good nonfiction. 


The book he coauthored with Curt 


Gentry, "Helter Skelter," is one of the 
top-selling books of recent years. At a 


press conference preceding his 
speech, he said he is working on an- 
other book — this one about a case 
involving the murder of a Los Angeles 
policeman. 


Bugliosi, now in private law prac- 


tice, is on a 2% month speaking tour 
retelling the "Helter Skelter" tale. 


"THE CROWDS on college campus- 


es have been absolutely enormous," 
he said. "Some have broken attend- 
ance records." 


With the fame have come problems, 


however. 


"I still get the death threats — 


about eight or nine over the last sev- 
eral years," he said. 


-The 
threat of danger is subsiding, 


though, he said,.because "the Manson 
family has been decimated." 


"Most of the hard-core members 


are behind bars," he said. 


THERE HAVE BEEN no attempts 


on his life, Bugliosi said. He recalled, 
however, that the FBI in monitoring 
Hanson's prison mail, relayed a letter 
from a 17-year-old girl who wrote 
someone was going to "get" Bugliosi 
when he was to be in Sacramento, Ca- 
lif. 


"Needless to say I didn't go to Sac- 


ramento," he said. . 


Bugliosi said he is convinced Man- 


son won't be freed from prison when 


he .becomes eligible for parole in 1978. 


' ' A b s o l u t e l y impossible, zero 


chance," he said. "Way way down the 
line, maybe 20 years, he might get 
out." 


Bugliosi characterized Manson as a 


"very sophisticated little con man" 
who had the power to make his follow- 
ers (the Family) believe he was Jesus 
Christ. 


"The intriguing question is how did 


this little guy who wouldn't step on a 
flower, 
who loved animals, 
yet 


thought nothing of killing people, 
gain 
this 
incredible 
control 
to 


the point where they would kill for 
him without question."

Some park officials getting a free ride 


A Herald staff report 


Think of yourself as a park district 


commissioner with a family of four. 
And you, like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply the taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities. But if 
you are a park commissioner in some 
Northwest suburban districts you 
don't have to pay at all. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek, Arlington Heights, Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plaines and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or. get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or golf. 


IN PROSPECT HEIGHTS, park 


commissioners get use of park facil- 
ities at no cost for life. The commis- 
sioners also receive free passes to 
athletic events in High School Dist. 
214 as part of a benefit exchange with 
the school district. 


Administrators of the high school 


district are allowed to use facilities of 
the Gary Morava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a l l courts, gymnasium «nd 
whirlpool. 


"Certainly they could add up to a 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk said. "But I don't believe 
anyone is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 


Krautstrunk said there are seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities. The 
business manager of High School Dist. 
23 also gets a pass for free program 
enrollment. 


IN THE SALT CREEK Rural Park 


District, three members of the park 
board regularly play free tennis at the 
Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, saving 
upwards of $300 a year. The tennis 
court is booked through the park dis- 


trict, usually each Thursday night, a 
spokesman for the tennis club said. 


Though the Salt, Creek district has 


no policy toward freebies for commis- 
sioners and their families, program 
directors said the children of some 
have 
received 
free programming 


from the park district. The director 
noted that extra fees for trips and 
special projects have always been 
paid for by the commissioners. 


Commissioners on the 
Palatine 


Park Board receive free golf passes, 
worth $120 each Park director Fred 
Hall said the passes are seldom used. 


He said they are distributed as an at- 
tempt to get the commissioners to see 
the conditions and operation of the 
course. 


PALATINE PARK BOARD mem- 


bers and their families also receive 
passes for free swimming at the park 
district's pools. The average cost for 
family swim passes is about $25, Hall 
said. 


In the Des Plaines Park District, 


commissioners and their families may 
register free for all programs which 
are not handled on a contractual

No new taxes in state budget

SPRINGFIELD - Gov. James R. 


Thompson Wednesday proposed a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state aid 
to education, expansion and improve- 
ments in prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients. 


Thompson presented the budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber. 


THE $10.047 BILLION budget pro- 


poses spending a record $8 971 billion 
of requested appropriations. The rest 
is earmarked for long-term projects

that cannot be completed or paid 
within one year. 


In his first State of the State ad- 


dress, Thompson told the legislators-it 
is impossible this year to reverse the 
deficit spending trend of the past sev- 
eral years. 


"It is possible, however, to reverse 


the practice of spending more than is 


taken in. This must be done ... Fiscal 
year 1978 is the year in which Illinois 
must get its fiscal house back in or- 
der," Thompson said. 


BUDGET ITEMS expectol to draw 


the most attention from legislators 
and special interest groups are 


• A proposed general funds in- 


crease of $75 million for elementary 
and secondary education and nearly 
$50 niillkm for higher education. 
Thompson had announced those fig- 
ures earlier and faces attempts by 
educators to increase those figures 
when his budget gets to the legisla- 
ture. 


• A hike of about $21 million for the 


Dept of Corrections, which Thompson 
said is in a state of "crisis" because 


of rapidly increasing inmate popu- 
lation and poor conditions. 


• An increase of $106 million for

costs The budget includes no increase 
in welfare grants 


Little additional money is included 


in the budget for other agencies 


Among items not included is fund-

All he ever did... was give: defense 
Loughnane tried to kill: state

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance pay- 
ments. 


The trial of Loughnane, former fa\ 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday. 


"We think the evidence will show 


that Michael Loughnane (while in the 
boat with his father) felt a sharp blow 
to the back of his head," State's Atty. 
John Mannion told the jury, "and felt 
his father pull his hands from the 
wheel, drag him to the back of the 
boat and try to push him in the lake. 


"Michael resisted and tried to hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
hands from it and pushed him over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as Ms 
father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 
continued screaming " 


AN HOUR LATER, George Wol- 


tman, one of Michael's rescuers, told 
jurors, one of his passengers spotted 
Michael and the crew pulled the shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water 


"One of my passengers said she 


saw a body floating in the water about 
25 yards away," the Bensenville man 
said. "I told her it probably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an arm 
and heard a voice say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please God 


help me, I can't swim any more.' " 


Minutes later, Woltman said, he no- 


ticed two helicopters and three boats 
searching the area near where Mi- 
chael was found and started his sail- 
boat in their direction. 


When he reached one of the police 


boats he told the police on board "not 
to leave them (Loughnane and Mi- 
chael) alone because Mr. Loughnane 
tned to kill his son."

Legislators 
want hike 
in expenses

SPRINGFIELD 
— While Gov. 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, Illinois 
legislators have proposed increasing 
their own expense allowances by 
more than $2 5 million 


The expense increase package would 


raise expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mile. The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be hiked from $12,000 
to $17,000 per year. 


Some legislators contend the in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances. 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2,000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee agenda for a 
second 


straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases. 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by the Legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses. 


While legislative leaders backed 


those measures, they are staying 
away from Miller's bill. 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said. He noted that while 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said. 


While Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that his measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State 
Rep. 
Thadius Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate be 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the full house to vote down an 
effort to bring the bill up for a hear- 


- ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his^position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee. 


Whether Miller ever will get his bill 


before a committee remains an open 
question. Also undecided is whether 
the legislature will support the plan to 
spend another $2.5 million on them- 
selves in the shadow of Thompson's 
call for fiscal restraint

Shaggy-haired Jamie sat against 


the overturned chair, elbows on his 
knees. He brushed his red hajr from 
his eyes and took another drag from 
his eigaret. 


With two days growth of whiskers 


on his face, he looked and sounded 
older than his 14 years. 


Although he always has "gotten 


along completely" with his parents, 
Jamie climbed through his second-sto- 
ry bedroom window one day last fall, 
dropped to the ground and ran off 
with a fnend. They didn't come back 
for four days. 


"WE GOT IN A little trouble for 


reefer from our parents," he said 
matter-of-factly. "We got caught red- 
handed with a pound of marijuana by 
his parents. 


"My parents usually understand, 


but I didn't think they would this 
time." 


So Jamie and his friend left home 


and roamed the streets of Roselle and 
surrounding villages for four days. 
They slept in a makeshift shelter they 
built in area forests. 


"When I got home, they were mel- 


low," he said, flicking ashes from his 
eigaret into a nearby ashtray. "My 
Dad was pretty cool. We just talked, 
and he said I didn't have to take off." 


Jamfe paused briefly. "I don't know 


if I believed him." 


JAMIE IS A runaway. He is not a 


criminal or a delinquent. He is a stat- 
us offender — a juvenile who has vio- 
lated the juvenile code but who has 
not committed an adult crime. 


He is not different or rare. In 1975, 


5,885 children ran away from home in 
Illinois, according to the Illinois Com- 
mission on Delinquency Prevention. 
About 58 per cent of those runaways 
were girls. In Elk Grove Village 
alone, police reported 83 runaways in 
1976. 


Barbara Harris, a police depart- 


ment social worker, deals with runa- 


ways after they are picked up by _ po- 
lice. Some, like Jamie, have problems 


(with alcohol or. drugs. Others have 
family problems. 
- 


MICHELLE, 14, is what Ms. Harris 


calls a "walkaway«.' She has l«»t" 
home three times in the last two 
years, but only for a few hours each 
time. 


"They let me have a lot of free- 


dom," Michelle said of her mother 
and stepfather. "But they're con- 
stantly arguing. And last time, she 
started pounding on my little brother. 
I just couldn't take it that time " 


So Michelle went out her bedroom 


window and walked the streets for 
four hours before going to a friend's 
house. Her friend's mother called 
Michelle's parents. 


"I really wanted to come back," 


she said. "If I didn't, I wouldn't have 
waited for my stepfather to pick me 
up" 


Michelle took another puff from her 


eigaret, then smiled, revealing braces 
on her teeth. "My mother's got a bad 
temper. That's where I get mine." 


FIVE YEARS AGO, her mother 


chased her through the house with a 
butcher knife, she recalled. But that 
was just one of the "million times" 
she thought of leaving. 


Instead she sat in the front yard, in 


full view of the neighbors, until her 
mother calmed down. 


Michelle took another puff from her 


eigaret and brushed her sandy blonde 
hair from her face. 


"Do you still love your mother?" 


her companion asked, 


"Oh, God, yeah," she answered. 
Lake Michelle and Jamie, most 


runaways return on their own. 


BUT ELK GROVE Village Del. Wil- 


liam Cox said returning home may 
not be the best solution in all cases. 
He recalled a 14-year-old boy he dealt 
with who continually caused family 
problems. 


One parent was alcoholic, Cox said, 


and the boy ran away from home. 
When he was picked up by police, the 
juvenile officer tried to get the boy 
and his family into counseling. 
, "One parent realized the same thing 
happened to his other kid," Cox said. 
"He agreed to try anything to 
straighten things out at home." 


But the boy would not respond to 


counseling, Cox said, describing him 
as "a manipulator who led-people to 
believe things were OK. He'd, go back 
home' and toe the mark, but took off 
again " 


The second time the boy was picked 


up, he was taken to court but returned 
to his parents for supervision. Psy- 
chological tests,showed he was very 
intelligent and aware of what he was 
doing, Cox said. "But he didn't give a 
damn " 


THE BOY RAN away a third time, 


was picked up a third time and finally 
was sent to a state home for boys. He 
may stay there up to five years. Cox 
said. 


For those who do want to return 


home, Hoffman Estates Youth and 
Family Services offers a counseling 
program. It began last month and al- 
ready has a waiting list long enough 
to justify two weekly sessions begin- 
ning March 22, said Director Don Sav- 
aiano. 


Those who refuse to go home can be 


placed temporarily in a crisis home — 
there's one m Park Ridge for girls 
and one planned somewhere in the 
Northwest suburbs for boys. If the 
runaway refuses to go home after 21 
days in the crisis home, a court can 
Border him returned to his parents, 
1 placed in a foster home or sent to a 
state home for juveniles.

Harrington roads. 


He was one of 25 Northwest subur- 


ban doctors who were listed as en- 
dorsing a statement expressing con- 
cern about for-proflt hospitals in 
newspaper advertisements this week. 


"Medicorp's been building that hos- 


pital for four years," he said Wednes- 
day. "If they think that's efficient op- 
eration of a corporation, that's ridicu- 
lous." 


THE 
CONCERN 'APPARENTLY 


extends past the 25 doctors who 
signed the statement. 


Dr. Robert C. Demke, who has an 


office In Hoffman Estates, explained 
his refusal to be included on the list of 
doctors, saying he thinks the ads will 
be "fruitless" and that they could stir 
up antagonism.

Dist. 54 not 
in bad shape, 
says official

Schaumburg Township Dist 54 ap- 


pears to be in better financial condi- 
tion than district officials thought, ac- 
cording to an updated five-year finan- 
cial projection. 


An estimated $92,300 deficit proj- 


ected last fail for the end of 1977-78 
may not come about because carry- 
over funds from budget cuts made in 
1975-76 
have reduced 
expenses, 


Controller Victor Berner said. 


The new report, presented this week 


to a conunlttee-of-the-whole meeting 
tf the village board, shows the budget 
could show a $327,474 surplus for 1977- 
78 if employes receive an 8 per cent 
salary raise and if current spending is 
maintained. 


"These figures are not Gospel," 


said Marvin Lapicola. assistant super- 
intendent of finance. "They give an 
indication of where you're headed if 
you keep up the same spending." 


BUDGET CUTS included the dis- 


trict's lunch program, some services 
in music, art, physical education and 
social work, and teacher aides in the 
district's Individually Guided Educa- 
tion program. 


Teachers negotiated a 7.9 per cent 


salary increase for this year and will 
negotiate their 1977-78 contract this 
spring. 


The board also has received a first 


draft of the 1977-78 budget, which pro- 
vides for staff increases to meet dis- 
trict growth, but does not include new 
programs. 


The budget report states the district 


can expect to end the year with a sur- 
plus of $15 million if no salary raises 
are given. The surplus will be reduced 
after teacher salaries for 1977-78 are 
decided. 


Revenues and expenditures will in- 


crease in each of the four budget 
funds, the report states. Receipts of 
$24 3 million are projected, while ex- 
penditures, not including raises and 
new programs, are budgeted at $22 7 
million. Revenue is expected to rise 
12.6 per cent, while spending is budg- 
eted to go up 5.5 per cent. 


THE BUDGET IS based on the dis- 


trict receiving 90 per cent of the funds 
the district is supposed to receive ac- 
cording to the state aid formula, Lap- 
icola said. The increases in spending 
are caused by additional personnel 
hired to meet district growth and in- 
flation, he said. 


Berner said the district also has 


lowered its projection of average 
dally attendance. Although enrollment 
Is still climbing In Dist. 54, it is not 
growing as fast as projected. Average 
attendance has jumped about 600 stu- 
dents a year since 1972-73, but new 
figures project an increase of about 
350 students for next year. 


New programs will be added to the 


budget as soon as the board decides 
which ones to adopt, he said. These 
include an electives program in junior 
high and new reading texts for grades 
kindergarten through third grade. 


Board member Margaret Pugeler 


suggested the board look into up- 
grading libraries and improving new 
programs this year because of the ex- 
pected surplus.

shouldn't personally get involved in a 
discussion of the merits of the Medi- 
corp plan. He is satisfied with North- 
west Community Hospital, Arlington 
Height, he said, and would prefer to 
see the existing hospitals improved 
rather than building another one 


OTHER AREA DOCTORS, however, 


expressed support for the Medicorp 
facility. 


"We ought to have a hospital in the 


area," said Dr. Abdul Khalee Q. 
Khan of Hoffman Estates. "There is a 
need in the area for the hospital." 


"The area needs a hospital," said 


Dr. Sidney S. Cohen of Hoffman Es- 
tates. "If it's a good hospital, what's 
the difference (whether it's profit or 
nonprofit?") 


Officials for American Medicorp 


have not commented on the advertise- 
ments, which were paid for by the 
Service League for a United Suburban 
Hospital, and were unavailable for 
comment Wednesday 


MEANWHILE, DOCTORS who en- 


dorsed the statement of concern gave 
different reasons for their doing so. 


"The only reason was the credibility 


problem on the part of the corporation 
that says it will open the hospital," 
said Dr. Kanakmal Jain, Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


"What you don't want is a building

Panel told TV violence on upswing 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - An in- 


crease in violence was reported on all 
three television networks Wednesday, 
but the chairman of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission said the gov- 
ernment should not try to regulate it. 


Network officials said they wele 


cutting down on televised violence 
without any government involvement. 


FCC Chairman Richard Wiley and 


network officials, in testimony before 
a House commerce subcommittee, 
agreed that portrayal of violence on 
television is a problem and could have 
an impact on viewers, especially chil- 
dren. 


"AT THE SAME time, however, the 


commission believes that this is not 
an area in which government regu- 
lation is either feasible, desirable or 
constitutionally appropriate," Wiley 
said. 


He said "such subjective decision- 


making should not be made by the 
government but by the people for 
themselves," and by the broadcasting 
ihdustry. 


George Gerbner, dean of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania's school of 
communications, testified that a study 
he recently completed showed "tele- 
vision violence increased sharply in 
all categories . . . on all three net- 
works" from 1975 to 1976. He said 
NBC had the highest content, with 
ABC second and CBS third. 


Wiley termed Gerbner's findings 


"disheartening and disturbing." 


NBC PRES. Robert Howard, ABC 


Pres, Frederick Pierce and John 
Schneider, 
president 
of the CBS 


Broadcast Group, said their networks 
were taking "active steps" to curb 
violence shown in prime-time hours 
and to portray violence in a respon- 
sible way. 


"In short, violence may not be ex- 


cessive or gratuitous," Howard said. 


Schneider said CBS made a 36 per 


cent reduction in violent incidents 
during the 1975-76 season and was 
maintaining that level so far this sea- 
son. 


"Unfortunately, the efforts of broad- 


casters in reducing incidents of vi* 
lence on television have seemingly 
gone unnoticed," Schneider said.

Vincent Bugliosi is finding a good 


murder story is a great drawing card 
— especially when the murder is 
among the most bizarre in the history 
of American crime.. 


Bugliosi packed them in Wednesday 


night at the-Harper College student 
lounge in Palatine and retold the sto- 
ry of his role in placing Charles Man- 
son and' four other defendants behind 
bars in 1970 for their roles in the leg- 
endary Tate-LaBianca murders. 


As a'lxw Angeles County deputy dis- 


trict attorney, Bugliosi obtained in- 
dictments against Manson and four of 
his followers on 23 counts of first-de- 
gree murder and four counts .of con- 
spiracy to .commit murder. 


"The main reason for the interest in 


this case is not because of the brutal- 
ity," he told the crowd of several hun- 
dred persons. "The principal reason is 
that it is the most bizarre murder 
case in the annals of crime. 


"HAD 
SOMEONE written a fiction 


novel about this case it wouldn't have 
been good fiction. It wouldn't have 
been believable." 


Bugliosi, however, found that the 


story of the little man with the power 
to make others kill for him is very 
good nonfiction. 


The book he coauthored with Curt 


Gentry, "Helter Skelter," is one of the 
top-selling books of recent years. At a 
p r e s s conference ..preceding his 
speech, he said he is working on an- 
other book — this one about a case 
involving the murder of a Los Angeles 
policeman. 


Bugliosi, now in private law prac- 


tice, is on a 1% month speaking tour 
retelling-the "Helter Skelter" tale. 


"THE CROWDS on college campus- 


es have been absolutely enormous," 
he said. "Some have broken attend- 
ance records." 


With the fame have come problems, 


however. 


"I still get the death threats —

City riots of '60s could recur: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A govern- 


ment task force said Thursday the 
urban rioting of the 1960s could recur 
and urged communities to make con- 
tingency plans, against disorder and 
terrorism. 


Recommendations 
included 
wire- 


tapping, mass arrests and granting 
police immunity from prosecution or 
legal suits for emergency actions done 
in good faith. 


"The present tranquility is decep- 


tive," the task force said in a report 
to Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell. "Many of 
the traditional indicators for disorders 
are clearly present and need but little 
stimulus to activate them." 


But Jerry Wilson, the former Wash- 


ington, D.C., police chief who headed 
the Justice Dept. Task Force on Dis- 
orders and Terrorism, .presented a far 
rosier picture at a news brief ing. 


"OUR 
TASK FORCE did not see 


safer for him in terms of a possible 
civil suit for a good faith judgment, 
even if it's wrong." 


THE REPORT also endorsed wire- 


tapping to discover impending dis- 
orders or terrorism. Asked if that 
might not revive the widespread wire- 
tapping abuses of the past, Byrne 
said, "I don't think we advocated 
widespread wiretapping. I think we 
recognize it as a tool." 


Wilson said the taps would require 


"close judicial supervision." 


The report also included provisions 


for mass arrests. Reporters reminded 
Wilson of the controversy generated 
by the 1971 internment of some 7,000 
May Day antiwar demonstrators in 
Washington while he was police chief. 


"In civil disorders, generally, there 


should be no mass arrests," Wilson 
said. He said the report simply recog- 
nizes the techniques as a possibility in 
some situations.

Some park officials getting a free ride 


A Herald staff report 


Think of yourself as a park district 


commissioner with a family of (our. 
And you, like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply toe taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities. But if 
you are a park commissioner in some 
Northwest suburban districts you 
don't have to pay at all. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek, Arlington Heights, Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plaines and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or gob*. 


IN PROSPECT HEIGHTS, park 


commissioners get use of park facil- 
ities at no cost for life. The commis- 
sioners also receive free passes to 
athletic events in High School Dist. 
214 as part of a benefit exchange with 
the school district. 


Administrators of the high school 


district are allowed to use facilities of 
the Gary Morava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a 11 "courts, gymnasium and 
whirlpool. 


"Certainly they could add up to a 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk said. "But I don't believe 
anyone is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 


Krautstrunk said there ate seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities. The 
business manager of High School Dist. 
23 also gets a pass for free program 
enrollment. 


IN THE SALT CREEK Rural Park 


District, three members of the park 
board regularly play free tennis at the 
Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, saving 
upwards of $300 a year The tennis 
court is booked through the park dis- 


trict, usually each Thursday night, a 
spokesman for the tennis club said. 


Though the Salt Creek district has 


no policy toward freebies for commis- 
sioners and their families, program 
directors said the children of some 
have received 
free programming 


from the park district. The director 
noted that extra fees for trips and 
special projects have always been 
paid for by the commissionejs 


Commissioners on the 
Palatine 


Park,Board receive free golf passes, 
worth $120 each. Park director Fred 
Hall said the passes are seldom used. 


He said they are distributed as an at- 
tempt to get the commissioners to sec 
the conditions and operation of, the 
course. 


PALATINE PARK BOARD mem- 


bers and their families also receive 
passes for free swimming at the park 
district's pools. The average cost for 
family swim passes is about $25, HaU 
said. 


In the Des Plaines Park District, 


commissioners and their families may 
register free for all programs which 
are not handled on a contractual

No new taxes in state budget

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. James R. 


Thompson Wednesday proposed a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state aid 
to education, expansion and improve- 
ments hi prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients. 


Thompson presented the budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber 


THE $10.047 BILLION budget pro- 


poses spending a record $8.971 billion 
of requested appropriations. The rest 
is earmarked for long-term projects 


Prisons get a big chunk of the 
budget. For the story and Part 3 in 
the Herald prison series see Pages 
12 and 13. 


that cannot be completed or paid 
within one year. 


In his first State of the State ad- 


dress, Thompson told the legislators it 
is impossible this year to reverse the 
deficit spending trend of the past sev- 
eral yeari. 


"It is possible, however, to reverse 


the practice of spending more than is 


taken in. This must be done .. . Fiscal 
year 1978 is the year in which Illinois 
must get its fiscal house back in or- 
der," Thompson said.

111 welfare grants. 


Little additional money is included 


in the budget for other agencies. 


Among items not included is fund-

All he ever did... was give: defense 
Loughnane tried to kill: state

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance pay- 
ments. 


The trial of Loughnane, former Ar- 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday. 


"We think the evidence will show 


that Michael Loughnane (whale in the 
boat with his father) felt a sharp blow 
to the back of his head," State's Atty. 
John Mannion told the jury, "and felt 
his father pull his hands from the 
wheel, drag him to the back of the 
boat and try to push him in the lake. 


"Michael resisted and tried to hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
hands from it and pushed him over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as his 
father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 
continued screaming." 


AN HOUR LATER, George Wol- 


traan, one of Michael's rescuers, told 
jurors, one of his passengers spotted 
Michael and the crew pulled the shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water. 


"One of my passengers said she 


saw a body floating in the water about 
25 yards away," the Bensenville man 
said "I told her it probably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an arm 
and heard a voice say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please God 


help me, I can't swim any more.' " 


Minutes later, Woltraan said, he no- 


ticed two helicopters and three boats 
searching the area near where Mi- 
chael was found and started his sail- 
boat in their direction. 


When he reached one of the police 


boats he told the police on board "not 
to leave them (Loughnane and Mi- 
chael) alone because Mr. Loughnane 
tned to kill his son."

Legislators 
want hike 
in expenses

SPRINGFIELD - 
White Gov. 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, Illinois 
legislators have proposed increasing 
their own expense allowances by 
more, than $2.5 million. 


The expense increase package would 


raise'expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mile. The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be hiked from $12,000 
to $17,000 per year. 


Some legislators contend the in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances. 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2,000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee agenda for a second 
straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases. 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by the Legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses. 


While legislative leaders backed 


those measures, they are staying 
away from Miller's bill. 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said He noted that while 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said. 


White Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that his measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today. He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State Rep. Thadius Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate he 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the full house to vote down an 
effort to bring the bill up for a hear- 
ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee. 


Whether Miller ever will get his bill 


before a committee remains an open 
question. Also undecided is whether 
the legislature will support the plan to 
spend another $2.5 million on them- 
selves to the shadow of Thompson's 
call for fiscal restraint.

Library officials have offered the

POLLOCK TOLD THE Schaumburg

day, the parking lot system will cost 
riders $18 a month starting April 4, 


saying priority will be given to per- 
sons "who are willing to drive or ride 
in a car pool." There will be no cost 
to the village. 


Pollock said the service will be han- 


dled on a prorated basis. He said the 
service wiU not be limited to Schaum- 
burg residents, but it will be coordi/ 
nated by the village planning depart- 
ment. 


He said morning and evening bus 


service will be provided by the 
Schaumburg Transportation Co., 133 
Roselle Rd , with schedules to be de- 
termined by demand. The monthly 
park-and-ride passes Pollock said, 
will "represent a savings of 30 per 
cent if a commuter currently drives 
and parks at the station, assuming a 
cost of 15 cents a mile and a $9 
monthly Roselle parking fee. 


"Before contacting the planning de- 


partment, potential users should be 
pr -red to indicate which train they 
would most like to use in the morning 
and the evening and any acceptable 


alternatives," Pollock said.

Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 ap- 


pears to be in better financial condi- 
tion than district officials thought, ac- 
cording to an updated five-year finan- 
cial projection. 


An estimated $92,300 deficit proj- 


ected last fall for the end of 1977-78 
may not come about because carry- 
over funds from budget cuts made in 
1975-76 
have reduced 
expenses, 


Controller Victor Berner said. 


The new report, presented this week 


to a committee-of-the-whole meeting 
»f the village board, shows the budget 
could show a $327,474 surplus for 1977- 
78 if employes receive an 8 per cent 
salary raise and if current spending is 
maintained. 


"These figures are not Gospel," 


said Marvin Lapicola. assistant super- 
intendent of finance, "They give an 
indication of where you're headed if 
you keep up the same spending." 


BUDGET CUTS included the dis- 


trict's lunch program, some services 
in music, art, physical education and 
social work, and teacher aides in the 
district's Individually Guided Educa- 
tion program. 


Teachers negotiated a 7.9 per cent 


salary increase for this year and will 
negotiate their 1977-78 contract this 
spring. 


The board also has received a first

The budget report states the district 


can expect to end the year with a sur- 
plus of $1.5 million if no salary raises 
are given.

$24.3 million are projected, while ex- 
penditures, not including raises and 
new programs, are budgeted at $22.7 
million.

Shaggy-haired Jamie sat against 


the overturned chair, elbows on his 
knees. He brushed his red hair from 
his eyes and took another drag from 
his cigaret. 


With two days growth of whiskers 


on his face, he looked and sounded 
older than his 14 years. 


Although he always has "gotten 


along completely" with his parents, 
Jamie climbed through his second-sto- 
ry bedroom window one day last fall, 
dropped to the ground and ran off 
with a friend. They didn't come back 
for four days. 


"WE GOT IN A little trouble for 


reefer from our parents," he said 
matter-of-factly. "We got caught red- 
handed with a pound of marijuana by 
his parents. 


"My parents usually understand, 


but I didn't think they would this 
time." 


So Jamie and his friend left home 


and roamed the streets of Rosclle and 
surrounding villages for four- days. 
They slept in a makeshift shelter they 
built in area forests. 


"When I got home, they were mel- 


low," he said, flicking ashes from his 
cigaret into a nearby ashtray. "My 
Dad was pretty cool. We just talked, 
and he said I didn't have to take off." 


Jamie paused briefly. "1 don't know 


if I believed him." 


JAMIE IS A runaway. He is not a 


criminal or a delinquent. He is a stat- 
us offender — a juvenile who has vio- 
lated the juvenile code but who has 
not committed an adult crime. 


He is not different or rare. In 1975, 


5,885 children ran away from home in 
Illinois, according to the Illinois Com- 
mission on Delinquency Prevention. 
About 58 per cent of those runaways 
were girls. In Elk Grove Village 
alone, police reported 83 runaways 'in 
1976. 


Barbara Harris, a police depart- 


ment social worker, deals with runa- 
ways after they are picked up by po- 
lice, Some, like Jamie, have problems 
with alcohol or drugs. Others have 
family problems. 


MICHELLE, 14, is what Ms. Harris 


calls a "walkaway." She haVlrft 
home three times in the last two 
years, but only for a few hours'each 
time. 


"They let me have a lot of free- 


dom," Michelle said of her mother 
and stepfather. "But they're con- 
stantly arguing.

Vincent Bugliosi is finding a good 


murder story is a great drawing card 
— especially when the murder is 
among the most bizarre in the history 
of American crime. 


Bugliosi tracked them in Wednesday 


night at the Harper College student 
lounge in Palatine and retold the sto- 
ry of his role in placing Charles Man- 
son and four other defendants behind 
bars in 1970 for their roles in the leg- 
endary Tate-LaBianca murders. 


As a Los Angeles County deputy dis- 


trict attorney, Bugliosi obtained in- 
dictments against Manson and four of 
his followers on 23 counts of first-de- 
gree murder and four counts of con- 
spiracy to commit murder. 


"The main reason for the interest in 


this case is not because of the brutal- 
ity," he told the crowd of several hun- 
dred persons. "The principal reason is 
that it is the most bizarre murder 
case in the annals of crime. 


"HAD SOMEONE written a fiction 


novel about this case it wouldn't have 
been good fiction. It wouldn't have 
been believable." 


Bugliosi, however, found that the 


story of the little man with the power 
to make others kill for him is very 
good nonfiction. 


The book he coauthored with Curt 


Gentry, "Helter Skelter," is one of the 
top-selling books of recent years. At a 
p r e s s conference preceding his 
speech, he said he is working on an- 
other book — this one about a case 
involving the murder of a Los Angeles 
policeman. 


Bugliosi, now in private law prac- 


tice, is on a 2% month speaking tour 
retelling the "Helter Skelter" tale.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An in- 


crease in violence was reported on all 
three television networks Wednesday, 
but the chairman of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission said the gov- 
ernment should not try to regulate it. 


Network officials said they were 


cutting down on televised violence 
without any government involvement. 


FCC Chairman Richard Wiley and 


network officials, in testimony before 
a House commerce subcommittee, 
agreed that portrayal of violence on 
television is a problem and could have 
an impact on viewers, especially chil- 
dren. 


"AT THE SAME time, however, the 


commission believes that this is not 
an area in which government regu- 
lation is either feasible, desirable or 
constitutionally appropriate," Wiley 
said. 


He said "such subjective decision- 


making should not be made by the 
government but by the people for 
themselves," and by the broadcasting 
industry. 


George Gerbner, dean of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania's school of 
communications, testified that a study 
he recently completed showed "tele- 
vision violence increased sharply in 
all categories ... on all three net- 
works" from 1975 to 1976. He said 
NBC had the highest content, with 
ABC second and CBS third. 


Wiley termed Gerbner's findings 


"disheartening and disturbing."

"Needless to say I didn't go to Sac- 


ramento," he said. 


Bugliosi said he is convinced Man- 


son won't be freed from prison when 
he becomes eligible for parole in 1978.

chance," he said. "Way way down the 


line, maybe 20 years, he might get 
out." 


Bugliosi characterized Manson as a 


"very sophisticated little con man" 
who had the power to make his follow- 
ers (the Family) believe he was Jesus 
Christ. 


"The intriguing question is how, did 


this little guy who wouldn't step on a 
flower, 
who loved 
animals,

thought nothing of killing people,

him without question." 


Study urges cities to plan 
for recurrence of riots 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A govern- 


ment task force said Thursday the 
urban rioting of the 1960s could recur 
and urged communities to make con- 
tingency plans against disorder and 
terrorism. 


Recommendations included wire- 


tapping, mass arrests and granting 
police immunity from prosecution or 
legal suits for emergency actions done 
in good faith. 


"The present tranquility is decep- 


tive," the task force said in a report 
to Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell. "Many of 
the traditional indicators for disorders 
are clearly present and need but little 
stimulus to activate them." 


But Jerry Wilson, the former Wash- 


ington, B.C., police chief who headed 
the Justice Dept. Task Force on Dis- 
orders and Terrorism, presented a far 
rosier picture at a news briefing. 


"OUR 
TASK FORCE did not see 


any increased potential (for wide- 
spread urban disorders) at this time," 
Wilson said. "In fact, the contrary is 
true, for the next few years. The 
mood of the country at this time is 
good." 


New Jersey Gdv. Brendan Byrne, 


chairman of the National Advisory 
Committee on Criminal Justice Stan- 
dards and Goads, said, "the task force 
set out to prepare for the worst " 


It detailed 
100 "standards and 


goals" in a 660-page report intended 
to help small communities cope with 
civil disorders and terrorism. 


It recommended, for example, that 


police be immune from criminal and 
civil liability for emergency actions 
taken in good faith. 


Asked whether that might not en- 


courage brutality, Byrne said: "The 
law enforcement officer having to 
make a difficult decision ought not to 
have to make it in terms of what is 


safer for him in terms of a possible 
civil suit for a good faith judgment, 
even if it's wrong." 


THE REPORT also endorsed wire- 


tapping to discover impending dis- 
orders or terrorism. Asked if that 
might not revive the widespread wire- 
tapping abuses of the past, Byrne 
said, "I don't think we advocated 
widespread wiretapping. I think we 
recognize it as a tool." 


Wilson said the taps would require 


"close judicial supervision." 


The report also included provisions 


for mass arrests. Reporters reminded 
Wilson of the controversy generated 
by the 1971 internment of some 7,000 
May Day antiwar demonstrators in 
Washington while he was police chief. 


"In civil disorders generally, there 


should be no mass arrests," Wilson 
said. He said the report simply recog- 
nizes the techniques as a possibility in 
some situations. 
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NBC PRES. Robert Howard, ABC 


Pres. Frederick Pierce and John 
Schneider, president of the CBS 
Broadcast Group, said their networks 
were taking "active steps" to curb 
violence shown in prime-time hours 
and to portray violence in a respon- 
sible way. 


"In short, violence may not be ex- 


cessive or gratuitous," Howard said. 


Schneider said CBS made a 36 per 


cent reduction in violent incidents 
during the 1975-76 season and was 
maintaining that level so far this sea- 
son. 


"Unfortunately, the efforts of broad- 


casters in reducing incidents of vio- 
lence on television have seemingly 
gone unnoticed," Schneider said. 


"NOT 
ONLY HAVE we decreased 


on a year-to-year basis the amount of 
programs 
dealing with 
violence," 


Schneider said, "We have decreased 
the incidence of violence portrayed 
within those programs." 


Pres. Vincent Wasilewsta of the Na- 


tional Assn, of Broadcasters, said 
there is a need for some violence on 
the air. 


"It is part of our past... It is part 


of our present as we are constantly 
reminded each day by current events 
throughout the world," he said. "To 
totally remove it from television pro- 
gramming would be to warp the view 
of life just as surely as violence in 
every program would totally mis- 
represent our culture."

Think of yourself as a park district 


commissioner with a family of four. 
And you, like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply the taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities, But if 
you are a park commissioner in some 
Northwest suburban districts you 
don't have to pay at all. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek, Arlington Heights, Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plaines and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or golf. 


IN PROSPECT HEIGHTS, park 


commissioners get use of park facil- 
ities at no cost for life. The commis- 
sioners also receive free passes to 
athletic events in High School Dist. 
214 as part of a benefit exchange with 
the school district. 


Administrators of the high school 


district are allowed to use facilities of 
the Gary Morava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a 11 courts, gymnasium and 
whirlpool. 


"Certainly they could add up to a 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk said. "But I don't believe 
anyone is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 


Krautstrunk said there are seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities.

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. James R. 


Thompson Wednesday proposed a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state aid 
to education, expansion and improve- 
ments In prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients 


Thompson presented 
the budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber 


THE S10.047 BILLION budget pro- 


poses spending a record $8.971 billion 
of requested appropriations. The rest 
is earmarked for long-term projects 


Prisons get a big • chunk of the 
budget. For thi story and Part 3 in

12 and 13. 


that cannot be completed or paid 
within one year. 


In his first State of the State ad- 


dress, Thompson told the legislators it 
is impossible this year to reverse the 
deficit spending trend of the past sev- 
eral years 


"It is possible, however, to reverse 


the practice of spending more than is 


taken in. This must be done 
. Fiscal 


year 1978 is the year in which Illinois 
must get its fiscal house back in or- 
der," Thompson said. 


BUDGET ITEMS expected to draw 


the most attention from legislators 
and special interest groups are. 


• A proposed 
general 
funds in- 


crease of $75 million for elementary 
and secondary education and nearly 
$50 million for higher 
education. 


Thompson had announced those fig- 
ures earlier and faces attempts by 
educators to increase those figures 
when his budget gets to the legisla- 
ture 


• A hike of about $21 million for the 


Dept of Corrections, which Thompson 
said-is in a state o'f "crisis" because 


of rapidly increasing inmate popu- 
lation and poor conditions. 


• An increase of $106 million for 


welfare, most of which will be used to 
meet 
increased 
medical 
services 


costs The budget includes no increase 
in welfare grants. 


Little additional money is included 


in the budget for other agencies 


Among items not included is fund- 


ing for pay raises granted by the Of- 
fice of Collective Bargaining Thomp- 
son said such hikes will have to be 
paid by reductions elsewhere in the 
agency granting them or by cutting 
the number of employes on the pay- 
roll

Loughnane tried to kill: state

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance pay- 
ments 


The tnai of Loughnane, former Ar- 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday 


"We think the evidence will show 


that Michael Loughnane (while in the 
boat with his father) felt a sharp blow 
to the back of his head," State's Atty 
John Mannion told the jury, "and felt 
his father pull his hands from the 
wheel, drag him to the back of the 
boat and try to push him in the lake. 


"Michael resisted and tried to hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
hands from it and pushed him over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as his 
father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 
continued screaming " 


AN HOUR LATER. George Wol- 


tman, one of Michael's rescuers, told 
jurors, one of his passengers spotted 
Michael and the crew pulled the shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water 


"One of my passengers said she 


saw a body floating in the water about 
25 yards away," the Bensenville man 
said "I told her it probably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an arm 
and heard a voice say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please God 


help me, I can't swim any more ' " 


Minutes later, Woltman said, he no- 


ticed two helicopters and three boats, 
searching the area near where Mi- 
chael was found and started his sail- 
boat in their direction 


When he reached one of the police 


boats he told the police on board "not 
to leave them (Loughnane and Mi- 
chael > alone because Mr. Loughnane 
tried to kill his son "

Legislators 
want hike 
in expenses

SPRINGFIELD - 
While Gov. 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, Illinois 
legislators have proposed increasing 
their own expense allowances by 
more than $2.5 million 


The expense increase package would 


raise expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mile The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be hiked from $12,000 
to $17,000 per year 


Some legislators contend the in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2,000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee agenda 
for a second 


straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by the Legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses 


While legislative leaders backed 


those measures, they aie staying 
away from Miller's bill 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said He noted that while 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said 


While Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want-him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that his measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State 
Rep 
Thadius 
Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate he 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the full house to vote down an 
effort to bring the bill up for a hear- 
ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee. 


Whether Miller ever will get his bill 


before a committee remains an open 
question Also undecided is whether 
the legislature will support the plan to 
spend another $2.5 million on them- 
selves in the shadow of Thompson's 
call for fiscal restraint.

No shaggy dog story, vet pair cares

Being a veterinarian doesn't mean 


you have to treat your patients like 
dogs. 


That's the philosophy of a husband- 


wife veterinarian team that this week 
opened the Grove Animal Hospital. 


Doctors Ronald A. Price and Char- 


lene Boeing say they'll treat the dogs 
and cats brought to them as more 
than just animals, 


"I LOOK AT them (animals) as 


people, little children. They have 
unique personalities," 
Ms. Boeing 


said. 


The new hospital is the culmination 


of five years of dreaming and plan-x 
ning, the couple said. 


Price acted as the architect and 


chief designer for the new hospital, 
which the couple bought last July 
when it was an abandoned gas station 
at 111, Rte. 83 and Buffalo Grove 
Road. 


"We always thought this particular 


section (Lake County Buffalo Grove) 


could use a veterinarian," Ms. Boeing 
said. 


They designed the operating room 


in their clinic with-a window leading 
to an adjoining room so worried own- 
ers can watch surgery. 


THEY DECORATED their clinic to 


look like hospital children's wards. 
Brightly colored walls and green leafy 
plants abound. 


"Children's wards today are not the 


stark white they used to be," Ms. 
Boeing said. The theory behind the 
new look is that it will relax both 
patient and owner and add a cheery 
atmosphere to a place persons often 
come to in dismay, the Prices said. 


1 "You have to have a certain rap- 
port with them (animals)," Ms. 
Boeing said. And a veterinarian also 
should develop a rapport with the 
patient's owners. 


"We're very client-education ori- 


ented," Ms. Boeing said. The couple 
has put together informational pack- 
ets for dog owners so they can care 


for their pets better. 


THE COUPLE SHARES all work, 


both at the hospital and at home, 
Price said. They are expecting their 
first child in June, but Ms. Boeing 
said they plan to construct a nursery 
area in the hospital so she can contin- 
ue working. 


"You can do that when you're your 


own boss," she said. 


"We had some people tell us you 


shouldn't work with your wife,, but 
that's a lot of junk," Price said. 
"We've both been thinking about this 
for a long time and we'll be here for a 
long time." 


The two doctors met while studing 


at the University of Illinois where Ms. 
Boeing was one of three women in a 
veterinary medicine class of 75. 


BOTH BECAME interested in ani- 


mals as children. 


Price spent his youth working as a 


kennel boy in Berwyn. All his sum- 
mers in college were spent working 
with veterinarians, he said. 


As for Ms. Boeing, "I've had pets. 


We used to have everything." The 
couple, married in 1973, now has three 
cats in their Lake Zurich home. 


They also have extra cages at their 


home in case a patient should need 
round-the-clock attention. 


"You'd be surprised how many 


hours you put into a profession like 
this," Ms. Boeing said. If they have a 
sick animal at the hospital, one or 
both of them will drive in at night or 
on a Sunday to check its condition. 


NOT MANY Buffalo Grove resi- 


dents know about the new 'hospital, 
but the Prices aren't worried. 


"The way we're planning on build- 


ing this practice is one person at a 
time," Ms. Boeing said. And working 
with each other may make it a little 
bit easier. 


"There's nothing nicer than being 


able to share your profession with 
someone as well as loving them," she 
said.

It has been called depressing, an 


eyesore, a victim of "vacancy-Ms." 


For more than a year, the building 


at the corner of Kirchoff Road and 
Meadow Drive in Rolling Meadows 
has been empty. The paint is peeling 
from the walls and the parking lot is 
covered with litter. 


In front of the building stands a 


boarded-up gas station and a real es- 
tate office which the owner himself 
admits is "not the most attractive 
building in the world." 


But 16 years ago, the city had high 


hopes for that corner. A National Tea 
Co. supermarket, described as "the 
most modern to date," opened in one 
half of the building. 


On the other side was a Topps De- 


partment Store, billed as "the North- 
west suburbs' largest discount store," 
featuring "the biggest illuminated 
plastic sign ever built." 


FOR A WHILE both businesses flou- 


rished. The city reaped an estimated 
$50,000 a year in sales taxes from both 
stores. Topps celebrated several 
grand openings with celebrities such 
as actress Julie Newmar and singer 
Eddy Arnold. Topps expanded its op- 
eration in 1972. 


But IMs years ago, the Topps store 


closed its doors as the nationwide 
c h a i n found 
itself 
in 
financial 


trouble. The supermarket was one of 
63 Chicago-area National stores to 
close last fall. 


But it now appears the corner is re- 


covering from its bout with vacaricy- 


. itis. One month after the National 


closed, a Butera Finer Foods Store 
moved in and owner Paul Butera said 
he already has increased profits by 20 
per cent. 


The final.cure is expected to arrive 


in September, when a Woolco store 
opens in Topps''former quarters, and 
a 12-unit showing center replaces the 
boarded up gas station and the Bolger 
Real Estate Office. 


Woolco officials refuse to discuss 


the new store because a final contract 
has not been signed. But other Rolling 
Meadows businessmen are well aware 
of Woolco's plans and are optimistic 
about the store's effect on their busi- 
nesses. 


BUTERA, who will be sharing a 


roadside sign with Woolco, said he 
thinks the department store will boost 
grocery sales by 15 to 20 per cent. He 
said he expects Woolco and his store 
to do a combined annual business of 


* $10 million. 


Butera said the empty building next 


to his store "did not help (his busi- 
ness) any." "There was no reason for 
people to come here except to shop at 
my store," he said. Butera said Na- 
tional's business dropped 30 per cent 
when Topps closed. 


Former Mayor William Miseska, 


who owns a gasoline station on the 
corner of Kirchoff Road and Meadow 
Drive, said all businesses along Kir- 
choff Road have suffered since con- 
struction of Euclid Road was com- 
pleted. "The traffic has decreased 
and this has hurt," he said, but a va- 
cant building "hurts more than any- 
thing else. When people see an empty 
store they back off and wonder what's 
wrong." 


Terence Bolger, of the realty firm 


building the new shopping center on 
the site, said he exnects traffic from' 
Woolco to help his center. 


Bolger said he understands Woolco 


will add a new 6,000-aquare-foot fa- 
cade to the building, giving the store 
a total of 76,000 square feet. He esti- 
mated Woolco will do "at least $7 mil- 
lion worth of business a year." 


THE CITY'S MERCHANTS are not 


the only ones who expect to benefit 
fn>m t^e new Woolca store. If Woolco 
earns $7 million a year, the cifv will 
"«* <"i~-oxrnsfe'v i70,000 in addition- 
al sales tax revenue. 


Aid. John Rock, 3rd, said he thinks 


the svnre will be an asset to the city. 
"I tM"k it'- .wing to c!e?n ut> that 
areo. Tt's been an eyesore for years," 
he said. 


Rock said he thinks Woplco is a 


pood choice for the site. "It's a na- 
tio™"' merchandiser, a respectable 
r?T>e," be said. "I thirk it will be a 
feather in the city's cap." 


Rock and others said they do not 


feel the conw itself h responsible for 
the two business failures.1 "I don't 
th'ik it's the soot." Rock said. 
"Toops went bankrupt throughout the 
countrv. I think the right store could 
make it work." 


"I'm confident that if the bank- 


ruptcy hadn't occurred, Topps would 
still be there," said Allan Garber, 
owner of the Crawford Department 
S*ore across Kirchoff Road. "I've nev- 
er heard they were doing poorly in 
RoMire Meadows." 


G A R B E R , WHOSE store has 


thrived in Rolling Meadows for 20 
years, called the opening of the 
Woolco Store "a good thin?. Any repu- 
table merchant can only improve the 
retail atmosphere," he said. Garber 
said the site is not a bad business site 
but only "suffers from vacancy-itis." 


Garber does not foresee competition 


from Woolco. "We are not directly 
competitive with discount stores," he 
said. "Originally we tried to serve ev- 
eryone's needs and tried to squeeze in 
all price ranges. 


"When Topps opened we simplified 


our merchandising. Our price range is 
now in the middle." 


Miseska said Topps suffered from 


mismanagement and "a poor rapport 
with customers. I was in there a few 
times," he said. "Nobody knew what 
anything cost, you had to chase 
people down to get help."

Rob Roy study decision March 11 


Prospect Heights will decide March 


11 whether to seek federal funds for a 
study on how to purchase U^fl develop 
Rob Roy Golf Course as a recreation- 
al area. 


With Cook County Board approval, 


funding is available for such a project 
through the federally financed block 
grant program. A special city council 
meeting is scheduled at 7 p.m. Friday 
at Stevenson School, 1375 S. Wolf Rd., 
so the city can meet the county's 
March 15 deadline for grant appli- 
cations. 


A public hearing is included in the 


meeting to measure residents' feel- 
ings about Rob Roy, which lies in 
unincorporated Wheeling Township, 
and several other programs which 
could qualify for funds. 


THE OTHER programs involve a 


study for commercial redevelopment 
of the Willow Park Shopping Center 
area and a use plan for land at 
Schoenbeck and Palatine roads. 


"We've been asked to serve as 


agent for-the planning grant funds," 
Mayor Richard Wolf said in explain- 


ing 
why Prospect 
Heights 
may 


request the Rob Roy grant. 


Prospect Heights is a member of a 


regional steering committee, formed 
to preserve the 190-acre site at Wheel- 
ing Road and Euclid Avenue as a rec- 
reation area. 


The committee is trying to come up 


with federal, state and local funding 
to buy Rob Roy. Involved in the plan- 
ning are Wheeling, Mount Prospect, 
Arlington Heights, Wheeling Township 
and school and park districts. 


R O B R O Y 
o w n e r 
Patrick 


McDonald, Prospect Heights, has at- 
tempted to sell the property to resi- 
dential developers, but the Cook Coun- 
ty Board refused to rezone the proper- 
ty for residential housing. 


If Prospect Heights residents and 


the city council are favorable to the 
proposal, Wolf said the city will ask 
the county board for a share of $11.5 
million in block grant funds allo- 
cated it by the federal government. 


The plan, if funded, would deter- 


mine how the land could be purchased 


by the interested local governments 
and how it could be used. 


The steering committee has dis- 


cussed construction there of a senior 
citizens center, a handicapped recrea- 
tional area, a multi-use building and a 
golf course, Wolf said. 


A COMPREHENSIVE plan, for com- 


mercial redevelopment is needed for 
the area near Willow Park Shopping 
Center, he said. That plan would in- 
volve establishment of a traffic pat- 
tern to and from the center, he said. 


"There is no traffic pattern at all 


right now," he said. Earlier, Wolf 
blamed much of the shopping center's 
business problems on poor access to 
its site on Milwaukee' Avenue. •«". 


The area around the center 'is most- 


ly multi-family housing, with fev^ city- 
owned streets, he said. 


The third study proposal involves 42 


acres at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads, on which the German-Ameri- 
can Assn. of Chicago wants to con- 
struct a $4 million sports and per- 
forming arts complex. The area is in 
a flood plain and zoned for agricul- 


tural use. 


"WE WANT TO try to determine 


the best use," Wolf said. 


He did not know yet how much the 


proposals would cost, but expected to 
have an estimate by the public hear- 
ing. 


The council probably will choose 


two of the three proposals, depending 
on citizen input, to include in the 
grant application, Wolf said. 


If the county approves the planning 


studies 
this year, the city may 


request grants for execution of the 
plans in following years, Wolf said.

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Trouble with drugs, family cause teens to run away

Shaggy-haired Jamie sat against 


the overturned chair, elbows on his 
knees. He brushed his red hair from 
his eyes and took another drag from 
his clgaret. 


With two days growth of whiskers 


on his face, he looked and sounded 
older than his 14 years. 


Although he always has "gotten 


along completely" with his parents, 
Jamie climbed through hii second-sto- 
ry bedroom window one day last fall, 
dropped to the ground and ran off 
with a friend. They didn't come back 
for four days. 


"WE GOT IN A little trouble for 


reefer from our parents," he said 
matter-of-factly. "We got caught red- 
handed with a pound of marijuana by 
his parents. 


"My parents usually understand, 


but I didn't think they would this 
time." 


So Jamie and his friend left home 


and roamed the streets of Roselle and 
surrounding villages for four days. 
They slept in a makeshift shelter they 
built in area forests. 


"When I got home, they were mel- 


low," he said, flicking ashes from his 
clgaret into a nearby ashtray. "My 
Dad was pretty cool. We just talked, 
and he said I didn't have to take off." 


Jamie paused briefly. "I don't know 


If 1 believed him." 


JAMIE IS A runaway. He is not a 


criminal or a delinquent. He is a stat- 


us offender — a juvenile who has vio- 
lated the juvenile code but who has 
not committed an adult crime. 


He is not different or rare. In 1975, 


5,885 children ran away from home in 
Illinois, according to the Illinois Com- 
mission on Delinquency Prevention. 
About 58 per cent of those runaways 
were girls. In Elk Grove Village 
alone, police reported 83 runaways in 
1976. 


Barbara Harris, a police 
depart- 


ment social worker, deals with runa- 
ways after they are picked up by po- 
lice. Some, like Jamie, have problems 
with alcohol or drugs. Others have 
family problems. 


MICHELLE, 14, is what Ms. Harris 


calls a "walkaway." She has left 
home three times in the last two 
years, but only for a few hours each 
time. 


"They let me have a lot of free- 


dom," Michelle said of her mother 
and stepfather. "But they're con- 
stantly arguing. And last time, she 
started pounding on my little brother. 
I just couldn't take it that time." 


So Michelle went out her bedroom 


window and walked the streets for 
four hours before going to a friend's 
house. Her friend's mother called 
Michelle's parents. 


"I really wanted to come back," 


she said. "If I didn't, I wouldn't have 
waited for my stepfather to pick me 
up." 


Michelle took another puff from her

cigaret, then smiled, revealing braces 
on her teeth. "My mother's got a bad 
temper. That's where I get mine." 


FIVE YEARS AGO, her mother 


chased her through the house with a 
butcher knife, she recalled. But that 
was just one of the "million times" 
she thought of leaving. 


Instead she sat in the front yard, in 


full view of the neighbors, until her 
mother calmed down. 


Michelle took another puff from her 


cigaret and brushed her sandy blonde 
hair from her face. 


"Do you still love your mother?" 


her companion asked. 


"Oh, God, yeah," she answered. 
Like Michelle and Jamie, most 


runaways return on their own. 


BUT ELK GROVE Village Det. Wil- 


liam Cox said returning home may 
not be the best solution in all cases. 
He recalled a 14-year-old boy he dealt 
with who continually caused family 
problems. 


One parent was alcoholic, Cox said, 


and the boy ran away from home. 
When he was picked up by police, the 
juvenile officer tried to get the boy 
and his family into counseling. 


"One parent realized the same thing 


happened to his other kid," Cox said. 
"He agreed 
to try 
anything to 


straighten things out at home." 


But the boy would not respond to 


counseling, Cox said, describing him 
as "a manipulator who led people to 
believe things were OK. He'd go back 
home and toe the mark, but took off 
again." 


The second time the boy was picked 


up, he was taken to court but returned 
to his parents for supervision. Psy- 
chological tests showed he was very 
intelligent and aware of what he was 
doing, Cox said. "But he didn't give a 
damn" 


THE BOY RAN away a third time, 


was picked up a third time and finally 
was sent to a state home for boys. He 
may stay there up to five years. Cox 
said. 


For those who do want to return 


home, Hoffman Estates Youth and 
Family Services offers a counseling 
program. It began last month and al- 
ready has a waiting list long enough 
to justify two weekly sessions begin- 
ning March 22, said Director Don Sav- 
aiano. 


Those who refuse to go home can be 


placed temporarily in a crisis home — 
there's one in Park Ridge for girls 
and one planned somewhere in the 
Northwest suburbs for boys. If the 
runaway refuses to go home after 21 
days in the crisis home, a court can 
order him returned to his parents, 
placed in a foster home or sent to a 
state home for juveniles. 
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Had the Community Hospital of 


Hoffman Estates been built three 
years ago, Dr. Ronald Chudik says he 
probably would have joined the staff. 


Now he says he doesn't know. 
Construction of the hospital was de- 


layed, and Chudik's practice has 
grown and he has developed "more o£ 
a commitment" to Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village, 
he says.

Dr. Robert C. Demke, who has an 


office in Hoffman Estates, explained 
his refusal to be included on the list of 
doctors, saying he thinks the ads will 
be "fruitless" and that they could stir 
up antagonism. 


It appears "fairly definite," he said, 


that the hospital — which is scheduled 
to begin being constructed in May — 
will be built. 


"I think what they are doing (pro- 


tests) should probably have been done 
six to eight months ago," he said. 


He added that if the hospital is 


blocked, it would be at least three to 
four years before an alternate nonpro- 
fit facility could be built. 


"I think it's kind of foolish," he 


said. "I think you need a hospital out 
here."

Vincent Bugliosi is finding a good 


murder story is a great drawing card

Bugliosi packed them in Wednesday 


night at the Harper College student 
lounge in Palatine and retold the sto- 
ry of his role in placing Charles Man- 
son and four other defendants behind 
bars in 1970 for their roles in the leg- 
endary Tate-LaBianca murders. 


As a Los Angeles County deputy dis- 


trict attorney, Bugliosi obtained in- 
dictments against Manson and four of 
his followers on 23 counts of first-de- 
gree murder and four counts of con- 
spiracy to commit murder. 


"The main reason for the interest in 


this case is not because of the brutal- 
ity," he told the crowd of several hun- 
dred persons. "The principal reason is 
that it is the most bizarre murder 
case in the annals of crime. 


"HAD SOMEONE written a fiction 


novel about this case it wouldn't have 
been good fiction. It wouldn't have 
been believable." 


Bugliosi, however, found that the 


story of the little man with the power 
to make others kill for him is very 
good nonfiction. 


The book he coauthored with Curt 


Gentry, "Helter Skelter," is one of the 
top-selling books of recent years. At a

speech, he said he is working on an- 
other book — this one about a case 
involving the murder of a Los Angeles 
policeman.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — An in- 


crease In violence was reported on all 
thm television networks Wednesday, 
buf the chairman of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission said the gov- 
ernment should not try to regulate it. 


Network officials said they were 


cutting down on televised violence 
without any government involvement. 


FCC Chairman Richard Wiley and 


network officials, in testimony before 
a House commerce 
subcommittee, 


agreed that portrayal of violence on 
television is a problem and could have 
an impact on viewers, especially chil- 
dren. 


"AT THE SAME time, however, the 


commission believes that this is not 
an area in which government regu- 
lation is either feasible, desirable or 
constitutionally appropriate," Wiley 
said. 


; He said "such subjective decision- 
making should not be made by the 
government but by the people for 
themselves," and by the broadcasting 
industry. 


George Gerbner, dean of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania's school of 
communications, testified that a study 
he recently completed showed "tele- 
vision violence Increased sharply in 
all categories . . . on all three net- 
works" from 1975 to 1978. He said 
NBC had the highest content, with 
ABC second and CBS third. 


Wiley termed Gerbner's findings 


"disheartening and disturbing."

Study urges cities to plan 
for recurrence of riots 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A govern- 


ment task force said Thursday the 
urban rioting of the 1960s could recur 
and urged communities to make' con- 
tingency plans against disorder and 
terrorism. 


Recommendations 
included 
wire- 


tapping, mass arr.ests and granting 
police immunity from prosecution or 
legal suits for emergency actions done 
in good faith. 


"The present tranquility is decep- 


tive," the task force sadd in a report 
to Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell. "Many of 
the traditional indicators for disorders 
are clearly present and need but little 
stimulus to activate them." 


But Jerry Wilson, the former Wash- 


ington, D.C., police chief-who headed 
the Justice Dept. Task Force on Dis- 
orders and Terrorism, presented a far 
rosier picture at a news briefing. 


"OUR 
TASK FORCE did not see 


any increased potential (for wide- 
spread urban disorders) at this time," 
Wilson said. "Li fact, the contrary is 
true, for the next few years. The 
mood of the country at this time is 
good." 


New Jersey Gov. Brendan Byrne, 


chairman of the National Advisory 
Committee on Criminal Justice Stan- 
dards and Goals, said, "the task force 
set out to prepare for the worst." 


It detailed 100 "standards and 


goals" in a 660-page report intended 
to help small communities cope with 
civil disorders and terrorism. 


,It recommended, for example,"that 


police be immune from criminal and 
civil liability for emergency actions 
taken in good faith. 


Asked whether that might not en- 


courage brutality, Byrne said: "The 
law enforcement officer having to 
make a'difficult decision ought not to 
have to make it in terms of what is 


safer for him in terms of a possible 
civil suit for a good faith judgment, 
even if it's wrong." 


THE REPORT also endorsed wire- 


tapping to discover impending dis- 
orders or terrorism. Asked if that 
might not revive the widespread wire- 
tapping abuses of the past, Byrne 
said, "I don't think we advocated 
widespread wiretapping. I think we 
recognize it as a tool." 


Wilson said the taps would require 


"close judicial supervision.'" 


The report also included provisions 


,for mass arrests. Reporters reminded 
Wilson of the controversy generated 
by the 1971 internment of some 7,000 
May Day antiwar demonstrators in 
Washington while he was police chief. 


"In civil disorders generally, there 


should be no mass arrests," Wilson 
said. He said the report simply recog- 
nizes the techniques as a possibility in 
some situations. 
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NBC PEES. Robert Howard, ABC 


Pres. Frederick Pierce and John 
Schneider, president of the CBS 
Broadcast Group, said their networks 
were taking "active steps" to curb 
violence shown in prime-time hours 
and to portray violence in a respon- 
sible way. 


"In short, violence may not be ex- 


cessive or gratuitous," Howard said. 


Schneider said CBS made a 36 per 


cent reduction in violent incidents 
during the 1975-76 season and was 
maintaining that level so far this sea- 
son. 


"Unfortunately, the efforts of broad- 


casters in reducing incidents of vio- 
lence on television have seemingly 
gone unnoticed," Schneider said. 


"NOT 
ONLY HAVE we decreased 


on a year-to-year basis the amount of 
programs 
dealing with violence," 


Schneider said, "We have decreased 
the incidence of violence portrayed 
within those programs." 


Pres. Vincent Wasilewski of the Na- 


tional Assn. of Broadcasters, said 
there is a need for some violence on 
the air. 


"It is part of our past... It is part 


of our present as we are constantly 
reminded each day by current events 
throughout the world," he said. "To 
totally remove it from television pro- 
gramming would be to warp the view 
of life just as surely as violence in 
every .program would totally mis- 
represent our culture."

Some park officials getting a free ride 


A Herald staff report 


Think of yourself as a park district 


commissioner with a family of four. 
And you, like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply the taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities. But if 
you are a park commissioner in some 
Northwest suburban districts you 
don't have to pay at all. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek, Arlington Heights, Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plaines and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or golf. 


IN PROSPECT HEIGHTS, park 


commissioners get use of park facil- 
ities at no cost for life. The commis- 
sioners also receive free passes to 
athletic events in High School Dist. 
214 as part of a benefit exchange with 
the school district. 


Administrators of the high school 


district are allowed to use facilities of 
the Gary Morava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a l l courts, gymnasium «nd 
whirlpool. 


"Certainly they could add up to a 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk .said. "But I don't believe 
anyone is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 


Krautstrunk said there are seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities. The 
business manager of High School Dist. 
23 also gets a pass for free program 
enrollment. 


IN THE SALT CREEK Rural Park 


District, three members of the park 
' board regularly play free tennis at the 
Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, saving 
upwards of $300 a year. The tennis 
court is booked through the park dis- 


trict, usually each Thursday night, a 
"Spokesman for the tennis club said. 


Though the Salt Creek district has 


no policy toward freebies for commis- 
' sioners and their families, program 
directors said the children of some 
have received 
free 
programming 


from the park district. The director 
noted that extra fees for trips and 
special projects have always been 
' paid for by the commisslone;s. 


Commissioners 
on the 
Palatine 


Park Board receive free golf passes, 
worth $120 each. Park director Fred 
Hall said the passes are seldom used. 


He said they are distributed as an at- 
tempt to get the.commissioners to see 
the conditions and operation of the 
course. 


PALATINE PARK BOARD mem- 


bers and their families also receive 
passes for free swimming at the park 
district's pools. The average cost foe 
family swim passes is about $25, Hall 
said. 


In the Des Plaines Park District, 


commissioners and their families may 
register free for all programs which 
are not handled on a contractual

No new taxes in state budget

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. James R. 


Thompson Wednesday proposed a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state aid 
to education, expansion and improve- 
ments in prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients. 


Thompson presented the 
budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber. 


THE $10.047 BILLION budget pro- 


poses spending a record $8.971 billion 
of requested appropriations. The rest 
is earmarked for long-term projects 


Prisons get a big chunk of the

12 and 13. 


that cannot be completed or paid 
within one year. 


In his first State of the State ad- 


dress, Thompson told the legislators it 
is impossible this year to reverse the 
deficit spending trend of the past sev- 
eral years.

taken in. This must be done .. . Fiscal 
year 1978 is the year in which Illinois 
must gel its fiscal house back in or- 
der," Thompson said. 


BUDGET ITEMS expectqd to draw 


the most attention from legislators 
and special interest groups are: 


• A proposed general funds in- 


crease of $75 million for elementary 
and secondary education and nearly 
$50 million' for higher 
education. 


Thompson had announced those fig- 
ures earlier and faces attempts by 
educators to increase those figures 
wheti his budget gets to the legisla- 
ture.? 


• A hike of about $21 million for the 


Dept. of Corrections, which Thompson 
said is in a state of "crisis" because 


of rapidly increasing inmate popu- 
lation and poor conditions. ' 


• An increase of $106 million for 


welfare, most of which will be used to 
meet 
increased 
medical 
services 


costs. The budget includes no increase 
in welfare grants. 


Little additional money is included 


in the budget for other agencies. 


Among items not included is fund- 


ing for pay raises granted by the Of- 
fice of Collective Bargaining. Thomp- 
son said such hikes will have to be 
paid by reductions elsewhere in the 
agency granting them or by cutting 
the number of employes on the pay- 
roll.

Loughnane tried to kill: state

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance pay- 
ments. 


The trial of Loughnane, former Ar- 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday. 


"We think the evidence will show 


that Michael Loughnane (while in the 
boat with his father) felt a sharp blow 
to the back of his, head," State's Atty. 
John Mannion told the jury, "and felt 
his father pull his hands from the 
wheel, drag him to the back of the 
boat and try to push him in the lake. 


"Michael resisted and tried to'hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
hands from it and pushed him over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as his 
father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 
continued screaming." 


•AN HOUR LATER, George Wol- 


tman, one of Michael's rescuers, told 
jurors, one of his passengers spotted 
Michael'and the crew pulled the" shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water. 


"One of my passengers said she 


saw a .body floating in the water about 
25 yards away," the Bensenvffle man 
said. "I told her it probably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an arm 
and heard a voice say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please God 


help me, I can't swim any more.' " 


Minutes later, Woltman said, he no- 


ticed two helicopters and three boats 
searching the area 'near where Mi- 
chael was found and started his sail- 
boat in their direction. 


When he reached one of the police 


boats he told the police on board "not 
to leave them (Loughnane and Mi- 
chael) alone because Mr. Loughnane 
triejl to kill his son."

While Gov. 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, Illinois 
legislators have proposed increasing 
their own expense allowances by 
more than $2.5 million. 


The expense increase package would 


raise expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mile. The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be hiked from $12,000 
to $17,000 per year. 


Some legislators contend the in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances. 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2,000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee 
agenda 
for a 
second 


straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases. 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by the Legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses. 


While legislative leaders backed 


those measures, they are staying 
away from Miller's bill. 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said. He noted that while 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said. 


While Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that Ms measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today. He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State Rep. Thadius 
Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate he 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the full house to vote down an 
effort to bring the bill up for a hear- 
ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee. 


Whether Miller ever will get his bill 


before a committee remains an open 
question. Also undecided is whether 
the legislature will support the plan to 
spend another $2.5 million on them- 
selves in the shadow of Thompson's 
call for fiscal restraint. 
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Commissioned by GOP 
Guss, Zajonc in tight race: poll

T r u s t e e s Robert J. Guss and 


Fred H. Zajonc are running neck and 
neck in the race for Palatine village 
president, a private poll commission- 
ed by the Republican Party shows. 


The poll, taken in late January be- 


fore Zajonc had completed selection 
of his Citizens Party of Palatine 
slate, shows Zajonc gathering about 
one-third of the Republican vote in 
the village. 


tn addition, the poll shows Zajonc 


capturing two-thirds of the indepen- 
dent vote and 80 per cent of the 
Democratic vote in the heavily Re- 
publican village. 


Information on Guss' candidacy was 


unavailable because Republican Par- 
ty campaign 
officials Wednesday 


were reluctant to release full results 
of the poll. They said the information 
was only for the party's use in build- 
ing its platform. A source, however, 
confirmed the figures on the village 
president's race and said the poll was

designed specifically to determine the 
strength of the two village president 
candidates in a bead-to-head race. 


CAMPAIGN OFFICIALS confirmed 


the poll was an independently com- 
missioned reading similar to polls tak- 
en for the party in both the 1973 add 
1975' village elections. The voter 
sampling included phone calls to more 
than 300 scientifically selected Pala- 
tine residents who indicated they 


would vote in the April 19 election. 


Several campaign officials said they 


were pleased with the results of the 
poll and one official said Jie thought 
Guss faired better than he expected. 


The official said because Zajonc has 


served on the village board longer 
than Guss, he expected Zajonc to re- 
ceive a higher percentage in the in- 
itial polling. 


Zajonc is serving in his third term 


on the board while Guss is completing 
his first term. 


THE SOURCE said the poll in- 


dicated a very high approval rating 
for outgoing GOP Village Pres. Wen- 
dell E. Jones, who announced last 
September he would not seek reelec- 
tion after serving only one term in of- 
fice. 


Jones' decision, coupled with his 


high marks among voters in part 
could account for the high number of 
undecided voters disclosed by the poll, 
the source said. 


GOP officials also indicated they 


were pleased the poll did not show a 
significant difference in voter prefer- 
ence among the two village president 
candidates. Officials said this in- 
dicates Guss and Zajonc have com- 
parable name recognition despite the 
time difference in their experience on 
the board 


Guss said Wednesday he is pleased 


with the results of the poll. 


"It was very comprehensive add it 


gives us very good input," he said. 


HE SAID HE WAS not surprised by 


Zajonc's showing among Republican 
voters and added he expects to cut 
into that segment of Zajonc's vote. 


"At this point I'm pleased," he said. 
The poll did not ask voters their 


preferences in the race for three 
trustee seats and the village clerk's 
.race. At the time of the poll, however, 
Zajonc had not yet selected or filed 
' his entire slate. 


Republican Party officials said they 


plan no further polls between now and 
election day.

Township ivrapup 
Zero-based budget 
to become policy 


Agencies funded by Palatine Township probably will get a taste 


of zero-based budgeting this spring when they are asked by the 
township board to justify one or two of their programs under the 
zero-based budget concept. 


There Is not enough time between now and the April budget 


deadline to fully implement zero-based budgeting for the 1977-78 
fiscal year, James Moses of Arthur T. Young & Co. this week told 
the board. But Moses said it will be possible for several programs 
within the funded agencies to be evaluated with zero-based budg- 
eting. 


Under zero-based budgeting, each agency will have to justify 


expenses for the coming year. No agency can assume it will re- 
ceive money based on the previous year's allocation, 


Moses told the board that consultation on zero-based budgeting 


probably will cost the township between $15,000 and $20,000 during 
the first year. 


"I think the board should be aware that it's a substantial com- 


mitment," Moses said. "But over the years you can allocate what 
are in effect scarcer resources." 


Township Supervisor Howard Olsen, who proposed the zero- 


based concept to the board, said the plan would help in "getting 
more effective use of the money." 


Vehicle tax accounting sought 
The board will send a letter to the Cook County Board of Com- 


missioners asking for an accounting of revenues and expenditures 
from the county vehicle tax levied since 1972. 


Auditor John Serio proposed sending the letter after viewing 


initial returns of a township survey on the need for more police in 
the unincorporated areas of the township. He said many of the 
residents said in the surveys that they thought the $15-per-vehicle 
county tax should be enough to pay for adequate police protection. 


The unincorporated areas now'are'patrolled full time by one 


Cook County Sheriff's squad car in the north and parttime by a 
county squad in the southern portion of the township. 


Serio said about 1.000 of the more than 9,000 surveys have been 


returned. He said the surveys indicated residents would rather 
contract with adjacent communities for more police instead of 
Cook County. 


Day care funding extended 
The board extended until Aug. 31 funding for the Community 


Child Care Center of Palatine Township, 800 E. Palatine Rd., and 
its infant day-care program. About $15,000 will go towawrd the 
child-care program and $7,500 will be used in the infant-care pro- 
gram.

He Is not different or rare In 1975, 


5.985 children ran away from home in 
Illinois, according to the Illinois Com- 
mission on Delinquency Prevention 
About 58 per cent of those runaways 
were girls. In Elk Grove Village 


alone, police leported 83 lunaways in 
1976. 


Barbaia Harris, a police depart- 


ment social worker, deals with luna- 
ways after they aie picked up by po- 
lice Some, like Jamie, have problems 
with alcohol or drugs Others have 
family problems 


MICHELLE, 14, is what Ms Harris 


calls a "walkaway." She has left 
home thiee times in the last two 
years, but only for a few hours each 
time. 


"They let me have a lot of free- 


dom," Michelle said of her mother 
and stepfather

BUT ELK GROVE Village Det Wil- 


liam Cox said returning home may 
not be the best solution in all cases 
He recalled a 14-year-old boy he dealt 
with who continually caused family 
problems 


One parent was alcoholic, Cox said, 


and the boy ran away from home 
When he was picked up by police, the 
juvenile officer tried to get the boy 
and his family into counseling 


"One parent realized the same thing 


happened to his other kid," Cox said 
"He agreed 
to try 
anything to 


straighten things out at home " 


But the boy would not lespond to 


counseling, Cox said, describing him 
as "a manipulator who led people to 
believe things were OK He'd go back 
home and toe the mark, but took off 
again." 


The second time the boy was picked 


up, he was taken to court but returned 
to his parents for supervision. Psy- 
chological tests showed he was very 
intelligent and aware of what he was

son and four other defendants behind 
bars in 1970 for their; roles in the leg- 
endary Tate-LaBianca murders. 


As a Los Angeles Cpunty deputy dis- 


trict attorney, Bugliosi obtained in- 
dictments against Manson and four of 
his followers on 23 counts of first-de- 
gree murder and four counts-of con- 
spiracy to commit murder. 


"The main reason for the interest in 


this case is not because of the brutal- 
ity," he told the crowd of several hun- 
dred persons. "The principal reason is- 
that it is the most bizarre murder 
case in the annals of crime. 


"HAD 
SOMEONE written a fiction 


novel about this case it wouldn't have 
been good fiction. It wouldn't have 
been believable." 


Bugliosi, however, found that the 


story of the little-man with the power 
to make others 'Trill for him is very 
good nonfiction. 


The book he coauthored with Curt 


Gentry, "Helter Skelter," is one of the 
top-selling books of recent years. At a

speech, he said he is working on an- 
other book — this one about a case 
involving the murder of a Los Angeles 
policeman.

He said "such subjective decision- 


making should not he made by the 
government but by the people for 
themselves,'' ami by the broadcasting 
industry. 


George- Gerbner, dean of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania's school of 
communications, testified that a study 
he recently completed showed "tele- 
vision violence increased sharply in 
all categories . . . on all three net- 
works" from 1975 to 1978.

Study urges cities to plan 
for recurrence of riots 


WASHINGTON' CUPI) — A govern- 


ment task force said Thursday the 
urban rioting of the 1960s could recur 
and urged communities to make con- 
tingency plans against disorder and 
terrorism. 
.. " 


Recommendations 
included 
wire- 


tapping, mass arrests and granting 
police immunity from prosecution or 
legal suits for emergency actions done 
in good faith. 


"The present tranquility is decep- 


. tive," the task force said in a report 
to Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell. "Many of 
the traditional-indicators for disorders 
are clearly present and need but little 
stimulus to activate them." 


But Jerry Wilson, the former Wash- 


ington, D.C., police chief who headed 
the Justice Dept. Task Force on Dis- 
orders and Terrorism, presented a far 
rosier picture at a news briefing. 


"OUR TASK FORCE did not see 


any increased potential (for wide- 
spread urban disorders) at this time," 
Wilson said. "In fact, the contrary is 
true, for the next few years. The 
mood of the country at this time is 
good." 


New Jersey Gov. Brendan Byrne, 


chairman of the National Advisory 
Committee on Criminal Justice Stan- 
dards and Goals, said, "the task force 
set out to prepare for the worst." 


It 
detailed 
100 "standards 
and 


goals" in a 660-page report intended 
to help small communities cope with 
civil disorders and terrorism. 


It recommended, for example, that 


police be immune from criminal and 
civil .liability for emergency actions 
taken in good faith. 


Asked whether that might not en- 


courage brutality, Byrne said: "The 
law enforcement 
officer having to 


make a difficult decision ought not to 
have to make it in terms of what is 


safer for him in terms of a possible 
civil suit for a good faith judgment, 
even if it's wrong." 


THE REPORT also endorsed wire- 


tapping to discover impending dis- 
orders or terrorism. Asked if that 
might not revive the widespread wire- 
tapping abuses of the past, Byrne 
said, "I. don't think we advocated 
widespread wiretapping. I think we 
recognize it as a tool." 


Wilson said the.taps would require 


"close judicial supervision." 


The report also included provisions 


for mass arrests. Reporters reminded 
Wilson of the controversy generated 
by the 1971 internment of some 7,000 
May Day antiwar demonstrators hi 
Washington while he was police chief. 


"In civil disorders generally, there 


should be no mass arrests," Wilson 
said. He said the report.simply recog- 
nizes the techniques as a possibility in 
some situations.

Broadcast Group, said their networks 
were taking -"active step's" to curb 
violence shown in prime-time hours 
and to portray violence in a respon- 
sible way.

during the 1975-76 season and was 
maintaining that level so far this sea- 
son.

casters in reducing incidents of vio- 
lence on television have seemingly 
gone unnoticed," Schneider said. 


"NOT 
ONLY HAVE we decreased 


on a year-to-year basis the amount of

Schneider said, "We have decreased 
the incidence of violence portrayed 
within those programs." 


Pres. Vincent Wasilewski of the Na- 


tional Assn. of Broadcasters,

there is a need for some violence on 
the air.

commissioner with a family of four. 
And you, like most suburban families, 
enroll in all sorts of park district pro- 
grams, go swimming regularly and 
enjoy an occasional round of golf. 


If you were simply the taxpaying 


public, you'd pay $100 or more for 
these recreational activities. But if 
you are a park commissioner in some 
Northwest 
suburban districts you 


don't have to pay at all. 


Through a little known arrange- 


ment, park commissioners in eight 
area district's — Prospect Heights, 
Salt Creek, Arlington Heights,' Pala- 
tine, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, 
Des Plaines and Schaumburg — and 
their families get to enroll free in 
park classes or get special park pas- 
ses for swimming or golf.

district are allowed to use facilities of 
the Gary Morava Recreation Center, 
such as the sauna, handball and rac- 
q u e t b a 11 courts, gymnasium «nd 
whirlpool, 


"Certainly they could add up to a1 


lot of money," Park Director Kent 
Krautstrunk said. "But I don't believe 
anyone is really abusing this. It's just 
a service that is provided." 


Krautstrunk said there are seven 


current members and about seven 
past members of the park board who 
take advantage of the free benefits. 


Krautstrunk said the principal and 


assistant principals at Wheeling and 
Hersey high schools are given free 
programming in exchange for letting 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
use the high school facilities.

No new taxes in state budget

SPRINGFIPJLD - Gov. James R, 


Thompson Wednesday proposed a $10 
billion budget he said will get the 
state's "fiscal house back in order." 


The budget contains no new taxes, 


but provides for increases in state aid" 
to education, expansion and improve- 
ments in prison facilities and increas- 
es in medical bill payments for wel- 
fare recipients. 


Thompson presented 
the budget 


during his State of the State message 
to a joint legislative session in the 
House chamber. 


THE $10.047 BILLION budget pro-

Prosecutors Wednesday painted a 


picture of James Loughnane as a man 
who abandoned his son at age 2, and 
tried to murder him at age 16 to col- 
lect $240,000 in life insurance pay- 
ments. 


The trial of Loughnane; former Ar- 


lington Heights resident and Chicago 
policeman charged with trying to kill 
his 16-year-old son Michael by pushing 
him overboard into Lake Michigan, 
began Wednesday. 


"We think the evidence, will show 


that Michael Loughnane (while in the 
boat with his father) felt a. sharp blow 
to the back of his head," State's Atty. 
John Mannion told the jury, "and felt 
his father pull his hands from the 
wheel, drag him to the back of the 
boat and try to push him in the lake. 


"Michael resisted and tried to hang 


on to the boat but his father pried his 
' hands from it and-pushed Kim over- 
board," Mannion said. "Then, as.his 
father looked at him from the boat, 
Michael pleaded with him, 'Dad, why 
are you doing this to me?' James left 
his son, making ever-widening circles 


around him in the boat, while Michael 


. continued screaming." 


AN HOUR LATER, George Wol- 


tman, one of Michael's rescuers, told 
jurors, one of his passengers spotted 
Michael and the crew pulled the shi- 
vering and blue-lipped boy from the 
water. 


"One of my passengers said she 


saw a body floating in the water about 
25 yards away," the Bensenville man 
.said. "I told her it probably was de- 
bris, but when looked I saw an arm 
and heard a .yoke say, 'Help me, I 
can't swim any more. Please ,God 


help me, I can't swim any more.' " 


Minutes later, Woltman said, lie no-

Legislators 
want hike 
in expenses

SPRINGFIELD - 
While Gov. 


Thompson has proposed an "austerity 
budget" for fiscal 1976-77, .Illinois 
legislators have proposed increasing 
then: -own expense allowances by 
more'than $2.5 million. 


The expense increase package would 


raise expenses from $36 to $44 per day 
when the legislature is in session. 
Travel allowance would be boosted 
from 15 cents per mile to 20 cents per 
mite. The budget for legislative office 
expenses would be hiked from $12,000 
to $17,000 per year. 


Some legislators contend the in- 


creases are justified and others believe 
there are too many proposals being 
advanced at once. The Illinois House 
executive committee today will con- 
sider bills boosting the lawmakers' 
district office fund, per diem expenses 
and mileage allowances. 


ATTEMPTS TO bring a bill to grant 


legislators $2,000 annually to rent cars 
for official business was left off the 
committee 
agenda 
for 
a 
second 


straight week. The car rental bill ap- 
pears to be the fly in the ointment for 
passage of any of the increases. 


The recommendations for all in- 


creases except the car rental bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Mill- 
er, R-South Holland, were recommend- 
ed by the Legislative Council and 
have the backing of the leadership of 
both houses. 


While legislative leaders 
backed 


those measures, 
they are staying 


away from Miller's bill. 


"I just saw this as a need, and I did 


not run around trying to drum up sup- 
port," Miller said. He noted that while 
lawmakers are paid to travel from 
their homes to the state capital, no 
provisions are specifically made for 
travel within their legislative district. 


"I think that many of us have found 


80 to 90 per cent of our driving at 
home to be connected to our legisla- 
tive business," Miller said. 


While Miller could not confirm re- 


ports that some Democrats want him 
to back off his bill to make the other 
expense increase proposals more tol- 
erable, he said there have been "sig- 
nals" that his measure is unpopular. 


AN EXAMPLE of the bill's unpopu- 


larity surfaced Wednesday when Mill- 
er attemped to force a hearing on the 
measure today. He complained that 
"clerical errors" kept the bill off the 
committee agenda in recent weeks. 


State Rep. Thadius 
Lechowicz, 


D-Chicago, initially raised objections 
to adding the bill to the committee 
agenda, but after a brief debate he 
dropped his public protestations and 
allowed the full- house tc- vote down an 
effort to bring the bifl up for a hear- 
ing. 


Lechowicz, who declines to com- 


ment on his position regarding the car 
rental bill, reportedly is trying to stall 
consideration of the measure while 
the remainder of the expense increase 
package is moved through committee.
